More Stars Than There Are in Heaven 

Honoring those who helped create, and now tend, the legacy of Clifford Antone

Last week was a broken, from-my-heart 
moan over the loss of Clifford. When I fin- 
ished writing it, I had almost no idea of what 
it was. Still don’t, because the grief still hasn’t 
really hit. 

But this column is different; it’s about 
Clifford, yes (next week we’ll get back to the 
Constitution), but this one is for Susan Antone. 

It’s also for Derek O’Brien, Angela 
Strehli, Charlie Sexton, Paul and Diana Ray, 
Jimmie Vaughan, Sue Foley, Kim Wilson, 
Joe Ely, Denny Freeman, Riley Osborn, Bob 
Schneider, Lou Ann Barton, Ray Benson, 
Connie tfancock, and Marcia Ball. It’s for Ian 
Moore, Will Sexton, Doyle Bramhalls I & II, 
Mike Judge, Miss Lavelle White, Gary Clark 
Jr., and the Keller Brothers. George Raines, 
Sarah Brown, Kaz Kazanoff, Jon Blondell, 
Speedy Sparks, Hubert Sumlin, Mel Brown, 
James Cotton, and C.B. Stubblefield are all 
included here, being acknowledged. This 
is especially for those whose names are not 
known to most of the crowds - the door 
people, bartenders, publicists, sound folks, 
bookers, and everyone on the staff - and it’s 
for all those others, and more and more and 
more whose names are not listed. 

Antone’s is what it is, and what its legend 
is, because of Clifford. But working with 
Clifford were armies of the enthusiastic, com- 
mitted, and devoted - working with, antici- 
pating, independently creating, and envision- 
ing the same dreams as Clifford did. Sure, 
Clifford Antone was just Clifford, but he was 
also the symbol, personification, representa- 
tive, and leader of a community. 

This takes nothing from Clifford, but only 
adds to his accomplishments. A teacher, a 
facilitator, a truly committed soul, a gifted 
cultural gambler, and a lover of the blues (the 
music and the players), Clifford brought out 
the best in people - lots and lots of people. 

Next to Clifford, always, was Susan. When 
Clifford went off on his extended vacations 
at government expense, Susan ran the ship. 


Through those meanest storms and roughest 
waters, she stayed steady on the course. The 
community is there, as Clifford was never 
really alone; Susan isn’t either. When times 
were bad, they were bad for both of them. 
When talent came ripping out of the crew, 
Susan was there to help cap the gusher. When 
Clifford was scheming, Susan was there with 
him. Often, she was a bit more alone in the 
actual executing. 

The genius of Antone’s is the community, 
and Clifford was always its leader. To be frank, 
naming stars is the easiest way to keep score 
and convey importance; the list provides short- 
hand for accomplishment. There are great 
teachers, guides, and influences that, lacking 
any star-followers, frequently don’t get the 
credit they’ve earned. Names are easy, as they 
emphasize impact; conveying influence on any 
number of levels is a lot harder to describe. 

Antone’s, of course, produced “more stars 
than there are in heaven,” as MGM once 
boasted. Many great musicians came of age 
on that stage and in front of Clifford. Even 
without any of those names, however, Clifford 
and company have had and still have an 
extraordinary influence. They not only nur- 
tured a blues scene here in Austin but helped 
initiate a national blues renaissance as well. 
Great artists were brought back into the 
spotlight or finally achieved acclaim; younger 
talents were nurtured and educated; and 
audiences were entertained. 

But isn’t the real artwork in the art? The 
bottom line is that the club and its commu- 
nity, from early on, raised the bar for national 
aesthetic standards. They continue to raise 
it. Mature, creative ambition and adventur- 
ous artistry are requirements to even be of 
interest at the club. The goal is never to score 
above the cellar of acceptability, but to soar 
and keep soaring until wings melt. This is 
not about speed, technique, or showman- 
ship, but taste and execution - the quality of 
music, depth of feeling, and the soul. 


Writing on film for academic audiences has 
always been one of my greatest pleasures. I’m 
not talking about Rapunzel-towered pedants 
interested only in suffocating creativity under 
obscure verbiage, but those so in love with 
movies that they think about them in the 
most extended, knowledgeable, and passion- 
ate ways. There is nothing better than work- 
ing in a situation where the audience really 
gets it, and their job is to keep up with you; 
it’s not yours to reach down to them. 

The blues scene, like many such national 
genre circuits, features any number of veter- 
ans playing 200-250 gigs a year, every year, 
often out on the road more than at home. 
These guys nearly always cook, but they 
know how to spice up an off night or an 
unremarkable set with a few musical pyro- 
technics, accompanied by shared looks and 
shouted comments, as though they were 
inventing the heart of music itself right in 
front of this crowd. 

When they play Antone’s, there is no 
bravado. These are so often the best of the 
best. But they were playing for Clifford. 
And for an audience of the best: Stevie Ray 
Vaughan, Angela Strehli, Lou Ann Barton, 
Jay Trachtenberg, Denny Freeman, Stephen 
Bruton, Paul Ray, Derek O’Brien, Mike Buck, 
Margaret Moser, Jerry X Reed, the Hancocks, 
Jody Denberg, Jon Dee Graham, Larry 
Monroe, and on and on. No cheap flash or 
spruced-up old tricks will fool this crowd; on 
the other hand, if they’re knocked out, there 
is no higher praise. 


At Clifford’s funeral, I watched as Charlie 
Sexton and Derek O’Brien helped Pinetop 
Perkins along. There it was in a single 
moment: Clifford’s legacy. Not only do 
Sexton and O’Brien play better because 
they went to the school of Antone, but 
the national standards have been raised by 
those Texas hotshots who play with more 
genius than excess and more heart than 
cheap sex. This is about love, beauty, and 
the artistic joys of exquisite craftsmanship; 
listen to Sexton or O’Brien play. Against 
all odds, almost always with the option of 
kicking off some star rock band, Sexton has 
developed into a player of such beauty and 
skill. O’Brien seems older than time and 
younger than now, sometimes playing from 
someplace else. And Pinetop lives here. 
Pinetop is a teacher. Those who hear him 
play listen and learn. Pinetop is a presence, 
a rascal, and a musician. At this moment, it 
was really clear how extraordinary, remark- 
able, good, and righteous Clifford’s work 
and achievements were. As with the old Sam 
Peckinpah family motto, Clifford Antone 
has entered his house justified. Just as he 
always entered the club. And, of course and 
thank God, Susan is here to honor his spirit 
and tend to not just that community, but all 
of us in its range. 

This column honors Stevie Ray Vaughan, 
Doug Sahm, and Clifford Antone, as I hope 
many of them do, but it is for those they left 
behind, the ones still following their hearts 
and working out of love. ■

Austin Police are investigating the murder of longtime 
Esther’s Follies opening act, juggler extraordinaire Red 
Ryder (ne Warren Schwartz), who was reportedly 
stabbed multiple times in the neck and back and died 
in the parking lot of the Travis Park Apartments on 
East Oltorf Street just before 6am on May 28. An 
Austin native (who was not a transient, as the 
Statesman has incorrectly reported), the 39-year-old 
Schwartz worked as the opening act for Esther’s for 
nearly 20 years, a standing gig punctuated by world- 
wide performing engagements - including stints in 
Monte Carlo, Japan, and Germany. Police are asking 
that anyone with information about Schwartz’s murder 
call the APD Homicide tip line at 477-3588, or 
CrimeStoppers at 472-8477. - Jordan Smith 


Superintendent Pat Forgione on Tuesday proposed a 
7.5% average raise for school employees as part 
of the 2006-07 budget. The plan puts the district only 
a few hundred dollars short of the raise proposal 
drafted by Education Austin, the local teacher's union. 
“We couldn’t do a raise like this in the past,” says 
Forgione. “The district has been living for three years 
out of its fund balance. Now we can, and we want to." 
The legislature mandated a $2,000 teacher raise in 
the recent special session and provided the district 
with $11 million from state coffers to cover it. On top 
of that, the district proposed kicking in another $27 
million to increase the raise for teachers; boost the 
pay of employees who weren't covered by the legisla- 
tion, such as bus drivers and custodians; and increase 
health insurance for all. Forgione also included one 
controversial proposal: devoting 1% of the money for 
incentives to keep teachers and staff in hard-to-fill 
positions. Because teacher groups tend to prefer 
across-the-board raises to incentives, that provision 
might get some feathers flying. - Michael May 

FEMA told the city of Austin on May 25 which mem- 
bers of the last group of Hurricane Katrina evacuees 
still receiving federal rent and utility assistance 
through Austin’s Neighborhood Housing and 
Community Development Office qualified to contin- 
ue receiving federal help. About 200 of the approxi- 
mate 900 families in the group didn’t qualify for fur- 
ther assistance, said Paul Hilgers, director of NHCD. 
Their cutoff deadline is currently July 31.

In other evacuee-limbo news, the 215 families in 
Austin who were slated to lose their FEMA public 
assistance at the end of May, along with evacuees in 
nine other Texas cities and one county, have received 
an assistance extension.

Hanging Up 
on AT&T 

My boss is suing the phone 
company - bully for him

I never thought I’d get to use the names Studs 
Terkel and Louis Black in the same sentence. 

Now, thanks to those stalwart friends of 
liberty at the National Security Agency and 
AT&T Inc., the legendary 94-year-old Chicago 
writer and the notorious fiftysomething Austin 
Chronicle editor are linked in legal and per- 
haps civil liberties history. A couple of weeks 
ago each of them became named plaintiffs 
in separate class-action lawsuits filed against 
the giant phone company. In the Texas law- 
suit, Black, the Chronicle, Texas Civil Rights 
Project director James Harrington, local attor- 
ney Richard Grigg, and local financial adviser 
Michael Kentor brought suit (“on their behalf 
and on behalf of all others similarly situated”) 
to stop telecommunications giant AT&T from 
providing detailed phone records to the NSA 

- “to enjoin this activity, recover damages, and 
hold AT&T accountable for its violations of 
federal and state law.” The Illinois lawsuit, filed 
a few days later by the state ACLU, includes 
doctors, clerics, and elected officials as well as 
attorneys and reporters, and is argued in much 
the same terms - that the NSA program report- 
edly analyzing data from millions of domestic 
phone calls, and the AT&T cooperation with 
that program, violates both federal and state 
laws intended to protect the privacy of U.S. 
citizens in their personal business. 

Austin attorney Jim George, who is repre- 
senting the Texas plaintiffs, points out that 
each of their professions has either legal or pro- 
fessional obligations to protect the privacy of 
their clients or sources. “We have federal and 
state laws designed to protect those people’s 
rights to do what the law imposes on them” 

- that is, to protect the privacy of those they 
represent or talk to. “We want to know if the 
phone company effectively gave [the NSA] the 
keys to the warehouse where all this informa- 
tion is stored” - i.e., as the legal complaint 
describes it, “a complete listing of customer’s 
calling history, including the phone numbers 
of customers, the phone numbers customers 
dial, the location from which each call origi- 
nates, the length of each call, and the location 
where each call terminates.” 

The lawsuits spring initially from a May 
11 report in USA Today that several national 
phone companies were paid by the NSA to pro- 
vide the phone records, supposedly suitable 
for “data-mining” for potential patterns. Some 
of the companies have since denied cooperat- 
ing with the feds. AT&T has been relatively 
coy, refusing to address the lawsuits directly, 
instead issuing a general statement: “We have 
an obligation to assist law enforcement and

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other government agencies responsible for protecting the public welfare, 
whether it be an individual or the security interests of the entire nation,” 
the AT&T statement read. “It would be as irresponsible for AT&T to refuse 
to assist in protecting the country when the law allows or requires it[,] as it 
would be for AT&T to provide such assistance when the law forbids it.” 


Follow the Law 

The problem for AT&T, according to Jim George, is that - absent a warrant 
or a court order - several federal and state laws indeed do “forbid” the sort 
of data transfer that the company apparently made to the NSA. For example, 
the 1986 Electronic Communications Privacy Act specifically declares that 
phone companies “shall not knowingly divulge a record or other informa- 
tion pertaining to a subscriber or customer ... to any government entity,” 
with financial penalties for each and every violation. “Congress and the 
Legislature said, ‘You can’t do that,’” said George. “If they think that law 
is wrong, they need to do what everybody else has to do - go to Congress 
and the Legislature and get it changed.” Concerning similar lawsuits - there 
are a slew of these accumulating across the country - the NSA is pleading 
“state secrets,” but the Texas plaintiffs are not asking for details of the NSA 
program or indeed even to reveal what information has been provided. “We 
don’t need to know that,” says George, “that’s not relevant. If somebody 
was given the keys to the warehouse, that’s all we need to know, because 
that violates the law.” 

AT&T’s case is also undermined by the reported refusal of Seattle-based 
Qwest Communications to provide phone records on its customers when 
asked by the NSA, because the agency refused to request a court order. 

“Everybody in the U.S. is required to follow the laws as written,” said 
George. “If the president and the NSA think they need this information, 
then they need to ask a FISA [Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act] court, 
or some court, to grant them the authority to get it. Everybody has to play 
by the same rules.” 


Enough Is Too Much 

Of course, the Bush administration has made a major industry of devising 
self-defined “legal” ways of evading the law as written - attorney general opin- 
ions, legislation “signing statements,” peremptory executive orders, and so on. 
Most are simply elaborate variations on the classic Nixonian definition of the 
imperial presidency: “If the president does it, it’s not against the law.” Just as 
Nixon (and his bipartisan successors) have used “national security” to excuse 
the steady erosion of constitutionally guaranteed liberties, Bush has used the 
boundless “war on terror” to excuse any and all assaults on personal privacy. 
If the information is available, they want it - whether or not it will actually 
produce useful intelligence, and whether or not it is legal to obtain. 

Since the pending lawsuit asks for financial damages regarding every single 
phone call monitored, some of us at the Chronicle are dreaming what we will 
do with all that moolah AT&T will have to fork over when it loses the suit. 
(Actually, split several million ways, it wouldn’t amount to much per person.) 
More seriously, we’re honored to stand with Louis Black, Jim Harrington, 
Robert Scheer, Studs Terkel, the Electronic Frontier Foundation, the ACLU, 
and hundreds of other citizens who are telling the phone company and the 
government that enough is enough. You wanna know who I’m talking to on 
the phone? Get a warrant. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT Crazy Toby's Got a Deal for You 


Ever since BTP’s salad days covering covering 
school-finance hearings in the Capitol’s frosty granite 
dungeons, it’s never ceased to amaze how small- 
sounding increases to homeowners’ ad valorem taxes 
reap tremendous windfalls for the state. When you 
get down to it, the Lege reconvened countless times 
ultimately over a couple of quarters. 

Now it’s the city's turn. Who knew one cent could 
get you $5.8 million? 

As springtime swan-songs into summer, last week 
City Council pitched its sleep-away tent in property-tax 
minutiae, anticipating the adoption of the annual 
municipal budget (a couple of months away). The gang 
sack-raced - more aptly, sack-slogged - through an 
ambitious budget-policy presentation laying out the 
city’s financial options heading into 2007. As increas- 
ingly with all things money, the mood was tempered 
optimism. There was no shortage of backslapping 
over one fact - Austin’s low ad valorem, i.e., property 
tax, rates. As the city manager’s presentation reflect- 
ed, the 1993 rate of 64 cents per each $100 of 
assessed property has plummeted to the current rate 
of 44.3 cents. 

Starting from such a low base, the question 'round 
the campfire was, “What do we do from here?” There 
are the annual three choices: Leave it alone, lower it 
to an “effective” rate (to take in the same amount of 
money as last year), or float it somewhere in between. 
Keeping the same, or “nominal,” rate isn't a popular 
option, however, because property taxes are sewn like 
Peter Pan’s shadow to property values - still rising 
like Tinker Bell - cementing the same rate would 
effectively increase property tax bills, a doggy-don’t for 
tax hawks like the mayor. To pull in the same amount 
of revenue as the previous year, while under the rubric 
of “cutting taxes,” the city could go “effective” - in this 
case, a drop of nearly four full cents, to 40.62 cents. 

On first blush, council looks likely to split the differ- 
ence - if not a couple of heads. At the presentation’s 
tail end, stalking-horse Brewster McCracken made 
hay with Toby Futrell, saying same time, last year, 
Council gave the city manager “guidance” as to what 
the tax rate should be. He was joined by Lee 
Leffingwell and Betty Dunkerley in calling for the so- 
called “rollback” rate of 42.12 cents - enough to 
restore cuts to fledgling services made in the post- 
millenial downturn, help with additions and public- 
safety-centered cost drivers Futrell covered, while still 
technically “cutting taxes,” at least on the rate scale. 
“If we [keep] the effective tax rate, you are saying 
this is as good as it will ever be, keeping things the 
same," McCracken said. “As you heard from the 
council, we have a lot of community needs that are 
very legitimate. ...” Brewster’s probably peeved - not 


because his Tarrytown-by-way-of-the-Woodlands pro- 
posal letting cities cap state property taxes sine died 
at the Lege - but probably because of the CM’s 
unwavering, de facto control over the budget. Her 
staff produces the annual proposals, effectively fram- 
ing the tone, and potentially the financial parameters, 
of the public discussions. 

As part of last Thursday's discussion, for example, 
McCracken’s successfully balloted domestic-partner 
insurance program (that was Prop. 6) came under 
immediate scrutiny. “This program is about risk,” said 
insurance consultant Michael Rodriguez, wary news 
for a city where health costs are projected to jump 
$1 million - before Prop. 6 is even implemented - as 
part of market increases. Adding the gay mates of city 
employees is no more of a risk than your average het- 
ero spouse, said Rodriguez; the problem under per- 
missive “Plus One” programs like Travis County's is 
that oftentimes, someone “in the greatest need of 
health care” is added. That was enough to make 
Futrell say she isn't considering Plus One, defined as 
the “Cadillac” of insurance programs. 

Crazy Toby then pulled some low, low prices off the 
car lot: while the Caddy, at $1.2 million, covers any 
one adult under the same roof, a $900,000 program 
allowing for domestic partners and adult relatives is 
more of a low-wear Honda Accord. A spouse/domestic 
partner-only plan, at $250,000, is the '84 Toyota 
Corolla in the back lot, behind the loaners. As Prop. 6 
sponsor, M.C. Cracken dreams of grain-gripping and 
paint-dripping in the Escalade, arguing “for the small 
cost we are able to really improve the lives, the 
finances, and the well-being of our city workforce.” To 
say nothing of their spinning rims. 

Or nothing of bonds. Taking a cue from the disas- 
trous May 18 meeting, where talks didn’t start until 
past midnight, council cleared its public-discussion 
calendar solely for bond talk. The usual suspects 
made their cases - open-space, affordable-housing, 
and library advocates have been virtuously relentless, 
along with Mexican American Cultural Center and 
Zachary Scott Theatre advocates, and those protest- 
ing city cuts to the historic Susanna Dickinson home. 
Accessing the wide desire for more progressive dol- 
lars (no thanks to stewing greens like Paul Robbins, 
et al., whose accusations of a, yes, backroom bond 
boondoggle involving utility debt, did not appear to 
help his cause), council weighed the option of a half- 
penny add to the leveraged bond program, effectively 
around $10 a year for average Austin homes - which 
would deliver $55 to $60 million more than the cur- 
rently staff-projected $536 million. That might provide 
sufficient wiggle room for the squeakier wheels to get 
a few drops of expensive grease. - Wells Dunbar

Which would Advanced Micro Devices CEO Hector Ruiz prefer - a new Hill 
Country campus located minutes away from his Barton Creek Country Club 
home, or a tasteful monument erected in his honor? If environmental doy- 
enne Shudde Fath has her way, Ruiz would choose the latter, because it 
would serve as his reward for retreating from the Barton Springs watershed 
site where AMD plans to build its new corporate offices. Fath addressed the 
City Council last week on behalf of the Save Barton Creek Association, but 
she chose to put a positive spin on the group’s recently passed resolution, 
which actually calls for a monument that admonishes Ruiz for disregarding 
the wishes of the community in choosing to build an 850,000 square-foot 
complex in the sensitive watershed. “Since I truly prefer the positive to the 
negative," Shudde told the council, I am proposing honors and accolades for 
Hector Ruiz, if he will recognize our community values and give up the water- 
shed site." What say you, Hector? -Amy Smith 

And that watershed is important because it feeds into the Barton springs 
segment of the Edwards Aquifer, which is in “Alarm Stage” drought, and it 
will stay there unless we receive significant or prolonged amounts of rain, 
according to the Barton Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conservation District. One 
of the drought indicators, Barton Springs, is flowing with 31 cubic feet of 
water per second, much less than the average 53 CFS, said BSEACD hydro- 
geologist Brian Hunt. Spring flows and levels in monitor wells briefly 
increased after rains in early May, but they have been steadily dropping 
since then. Currently, groundwater users, such as the cities of Buda and Kyle 
for example, are required to reduce usage by 20%. That could mean lawn- 
watering schedules or outright bans, said Hunt. Area sprawl development 
isn’t necessarily to blame, he said, but likely exacerbates the situation. If 
dry conditions continue, the aquifer could reach critical stage by late sum- 
mer, triggering 30% usage reductions and even lead to crackdowns on chron- 
ic water-wasters. The district is urging people to be water-wise at all times.

Travis County commissioners - caught between a loss of staff and an expan- 
sion in facilities - will consider a number of options next week to reduce the 
county medical examiner office's autopsy caseload until additional perma- 
nent pathologists can be hired. Last week, Deputy Medical Examiner 
Elizabeth Peacock submitted her resignation. Medical Examiner Roberto 
Bayardo, under fire, already announced his retirement. Options under consid- 
eration next week include declining all cases outside the region currently 
served by StarFlight or the Capital Area Council of Governments; declining all 
cases from those counties farthest from Travis County; or declining all cases 
from Williamson County, which won little support among commissioners. 
Cases also could be cut proportionally across all of the two dozen counties 
now using Travis County for autopsies. The county's goal is to reduce casel- 
oads by 20 cases per month, so that the current and on-call staff only need 
to complete four cases per day. - Kimberly Reeves 

Former Austin Police Officer Julie Schroeder's arbitration hearing testimony 
(see p.19) was interrupted Friday by an angry protester shouting that 
Schroeder is a “liar" and that she “killed someone” - 18-year-old Daniel 
Rocha. The outburst came from Vida Fuerte Renteria, a member of the 
activist group People Organized in Defense of Earth and her Resources, and 
took everyone by surprise. PODER leader Susana Almanza characterized 
Renteria’s outburst as an understandable welling of emotion, though the 
interruption appeared to be a planned protest. As Schroeder described the 
moments just before she initiated a traffic stop on the sport utility vehicle in 
which Rocha was a passenger, Renteria stood up and yelled “liar!" and then 
walked toward Schroeder. Renteria lifted his shirt - perhaps to prove he was 
unarmed, although the motivation wasn’t readily apparent. (Court records 
show Renteria has been arrested several times for felony assault - including 
assault of a police officer and injury to an elderly person. Prosecutors dis- 
missed at least two of the charges.) Schroeder quickly stood and several 
officers surrounded her as she slipped out a side door, as Renteria lay down 
on the floor moving his arms behind his back saying, “this is how you arrest 
an unarmed [person].” Renteria was arrested and charged with hindering 
proceedings by disorderly conduct, a Class A misdemeanor punishable by up 
to a year in state jail and/or a $4,000 fine. - J.S. 

Downtown is usually the battleground for tall towers, but now the Arboretum 
area has its own multistory residential project to fight. A tentative zoning 
hearing on a 12-story condominium project, Arboretum Towers, is on next 
week’s council agenda. The project, developed by Paul DeNucci, would sit on 
Pavilion Boulevard between Highway 183 and Jollyville Road, next to a single- 
family neighborhood. The land currently is zoned for retail development. 
Neighbors promise a fight. The lobbying team backing the tower includes for- 
mer Mayor Bruce Todd. - K.R. 

The new Precinct 4 office building on McKinney Falls Parkway could bear the 
name of Ramiro “Ray" Martinez, the Austin police officer who was the first 
to confront sniper Charles Whitman at the top of the University of Texas 
tower on August 1, 1966. Martinez’s name was submitted for consideration. 
Now county officials must open nominations to all names, and the Travis 
County Historical Commission must review all submissions. The naming of 
the building could occur early this fall. Martinez, active in Texas Ranger his- 
torical activities, has written a book, They Call Me Ranger Ray. - K.R. 


BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Standing at the front podium in the Texas House, gubernatorial candidate 
Chris Bell continued his criticism of high-stakes testing in public schools 
Wednesday, but he might as well have been preaching to the choir. His audi- 
ence was a fresh-faced crowd of high school students who, judging from 
their questions afterward, share the Democrat’s views that standardized 
testing “shouldn’t be the end-all, be-all of what we teach our kids.” Bell 
spoke to student participants in the Junior Statesman of America’s Texas 
Symposium on Leadership and Politics, a program designed to introduce the 
state’s “best and brightest" teens to the rockin' world of Lone Star politics. 
Bell spoke to the group the same day Gov. Rick Perry signed House Bill 1 
into law, which, in addition to cutting property taxes by one-third, will estab- 
lish a merit-pay track for teachers whose students show marked improvement 
on the Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test. “Accountability 
entails a lot more than numbers on a standardized test," Bell said. If elect- 
ed governor, Bell said he would appoint a bipartisan commission to take a 
hard look at public education in Texas and try to move schools away from 
"teaching to the test.” Bell later fielded questions from students. A Waco 
High School student noted that his school has the second lowest TAKS 
score in Texas, and he suggested that alternative teaching methods might 
serve to motivate students. At that moment, an “Aha!” look seem to cross 
Bell’s face. “You’ve said exactly what i’ve been talking about,” he told the 
student, “in a much more concise form.” - A.S. 

You know things aren’t up to par on the privatization front when newspapers 
in distant states point to Texas as an example of what not to do, in recount- 
ing how a private contractor botched its job with the Texas Health and 
Human Services Commission. The May 27 edition of the Fort Wayne, Ind., 
Journal Gazette pointed out that Texas lawmakers are putting the heat on 
the project's lead contractor, Bermuda-based Accenture, to clean up its 
$899 million act (although the newspaper didn't mention that Gov. Rick 
Perry insists that everything will work out fine in the end). Indiana officials 
are considering awarding a similar contract to Accenture, but the Fort Wayne 
newspaper and other dailies are holding up Texas, as well as other states 
where Accenture has left its mark, as an example of how ambitious experi- 
ments like this one at HHSC can end up smelling like hydrogen sulfide gas. 
Rotten eggs, in other words. “If Accenture's misadventure in Texas didn't 
give [Indiana] officials pause, it should have,” the paper warned, adding, 
“Agency officials should try to find out what went wrong in Texas - and what 
if anything went right." - A.S. 

Texas emits more carbon dioxide than the UK, Canada, or Italy, and more 
than any other U.S. state, yet most of Texas' legislative leaders have been 
conspicuously absent from discussions on global warming, and there’s no 
plan to stop it, slow it, or deal with the consequences, stated the report Fair 
Warning: Global Warming and the Lone Star State, released last week by 
the activist group Environmental Defense. Without action, the report foretold 
that global warming would bring about more heat waves, worsened air quali- 
ty, increased risk of disease, droughts, unpredictable severe weather, wild- 
fires, and coastal erosion, not to mention an unprecedented strain on Texas’ 
already-scarce water supply. Co-author Colin Rowan described the predicted 
browning of Central Texas, in which Austin would look more like parts of 
West Texas. Global warming’s full wrath isn’t intractable, though. The report 
lists a series of recommendations from individual conservation to employer 
incentives for telecommuting to mandated building efficiency standards. 

“The biggest role Austin can play is what folks at the Capitol do,” Rowan 
said, urging citizens to vote wisely for candidates who will address the prob- 
lem by forcing utilities to clean up their act, or enacting clean-car standards 
(like 10 other states have). Read the full report at www.environmentaldefense.

HAPPENINGS 


AISD-watchers are used to hand-wringing over the “achievement gap” - the 
difference in test scores between white students and minorities that persis- 
tently dogs the 80,000-student district. On Wednesday, June 7, AISD will 
hold a panel discussion with academics from across the country to try to 
address the problem at its root. The event is part of a three-year study, fund- 
ed by the local RGK Foundation, that compares AISD to best practices 
across the country. "We’re doing a lot of things right,” says Bret Cormier, the 
RGK Grant Project Facilitator for AISD. “But we can do some things better. 

We need to specifically train our teachers and administrators to better 
accommodate different cultures.” The district has been holding seminars all 
year for principals; this panel will allow the public to share their experiences 
with the experts. The forum will take place at 6pm in the Reagan High 
School auditorium (7104 Berkman). - M.M. 

The Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organization's just-released 
Texas Metropolitan Mobility Plan may get a bit more scrutiny this year, given 
the opposition of a number of local groups to toll projects. The plan, a long- 
range, needs-based assessment for the region, suggests that a failure to 
build roads could lengthen today's 30-minute commute to one hour and 21 
minutes by 2030. Three open houses, all 6-8pm, are scheduled Monday, 
June 5, at the Round Rock Public Library; Wednesday, June 7, at One Texas 
Center at 525 Barton Springs Road; and Thursday, June 9, at the San 
Marcos Public Library. - K.R.

To hear Assistant City Attorney Mike Cronig 
tell it, the June 2005 shooting death of 18- 
year-old Daniel Rocha could’ve been avoided 
if then-Austin Police Department. Officer Julie 
Schroeder had just taken a moment during a 
desperate fight with Rocha to confirm whether 
Rocha had anything in his hands. If she’d done 
so, Cronig has suggested - both in his ques- 
tions at Schroeder’s civil service arbitration 
hearing and through testimony he elicited from 
various official witnesses - Schroeder would’ve 
seen that Rocha had not, in fact, taken her 
electroshock Taser gun. Thus, she would have 
realized that Rocha was not about to use the 
weapon on Schroeder’s supervisor, Sgt. Don 
Doyle, who had been knocked to the ground 
but was still grappling with Rocha. 

But Schroeder didn’t check - and that, the 
city asserts, is a substantial reason to sustain 
Knee’s decision to terminate the six-year APD 
veteran. “Clearly, 1 think she was in a position 
to be able to look at [Rocha’s] hands to see 
if he had her Taser,” Knee testified May 25. 
“I believe, based on the facts in the [Internal 
Affairs] report, she was not justified [in shoot- 
ing Rocha], Even pulling her gun out of the 
holster might be justified, but still she would 
have time to give [Rocha some kind of] a warn- 
ing before firing the shot.” 

Rocha was killed by a single round from 
Schroeder’s gun, fired at close range into his 
back shortly after 11pm, during a traffic stop 
made in connection with an undercover drug 
operation in Southeast Austin. According to 
official statements, Rocha, who had a warrant 
out for his arrest, fought with Schroeder and 
Doyle in an attempt to flee after the SUV he 
was riding in was stopped in Southeast Austin. 
Schroeder said she shot Rocha because she 
thought he’d grabbed her Taser from a Velcro 
pocket on her police vest and was preparing to 
use it on Doyle. As it turned out, Rocha did not 
have Schroeder’s Taser, which was apparently 
knocked from her vest pocket during the fight. 

A Travis Co. grand jury declined to indict 
Schroeder, and Internal Affairs investigators 
concluded that the officer’s use of force fell 
within the limits of APD policy. But in late 
November, Knee handed Schroeder an “indefi- 
nite suspension” - the civil service equivalent 
of a termination - writing in a disciplinary 
memo that Schroeder had violated several 
departmental policies, most importantly, that 
shooting Rocha violated the policy on use of 
force. “This was a deadly force encounter that, 
in my opinion, was avoidable,” Knee wrote. 
“Not only ... did Schroeder use deadly force 
when it was not appropriate to do so, she need- 
lessly jeopardized the life of another officer,” 
that being Sgt. Doyle. 

Officer Safety: No. 1 

Schroeder is appealing her termination to an 
independent arbitrator (Norman Bennett), via 
the hearing which began last week and ended

Tuesday at the city’s office facility near the air- 
port. Testifying on her own behalf on May 26, 
Schroeder said that the fight with Rocha was 
intense, and that, contrary to Knee’s conclu- 
sions, she was not able to see Rocha’s hands 
before she fired. “He’d been all over my body” 
during the fight, Schroeder recalled, grasping 
at her waist, side, and back. Once he broke 
free, however, instead of trying to run away, 
Schroeder said, Rocha “lunged at my sergeant” 
(Doyle). That’s when she went for her Taser 
and discovered it missing. “Why did you reach 
for your Taser?” Schroeder’s attorney Tom 
Stribling asked. 

“Because I planned on Tasing him because 
we were losing this fight, and I was looking for 
[the] less-lethal option, to Tase him,” she said. 
But her Taser was gone: “I was tired and losing 
the fight. I was scared; it was an instant feeling 
of ‘Oh my God.’” Schroeder pulled her gun 
and fired a single deadly shot. (Earlier, Doyle 
testified that he didn’t know what he would’ve 
done in Schroeder’s position, but that with 
the benefit of hindsight he likely wouldn’t 
have shot Rocha. He noted, however, that 
Schroeder’s motivation was in part to ensure 
that Doyle was alive to go home to his family 
at the end of his shift.) 

According to Schroeder, she did exactly as 
she’d been trained to do during seven months 
in the police academy. Schroeder recalled a 
training session during which cadets were 
required to run - to increase their heart rate 
and adrenaline - and then immediately go to 
the firing range where they were confronted 
with a series of random targets - some armed, 
some not - and expected to make split-second 
decisions on whether to fire. One of the targets 
was a woman armed only with pepper spray; 
Schroeder did not shoot - a mistake accord- 
ing to her trainer, veteran Officer John Coffey. 
“I remember clearly I did not shoot her, and I 
remember John Coffey standing to my right, 
scolding me for not shooting her,” she recalled 
Friday. It was the same with Taser training, 
she said; less-lethal weapons can quickly turn 
deadly for police officers when they’re in the 
hands of a suspect. “Officer safety is always 
number one; making sure I’m safe and the 
safety of other officers,” she said. “Now, you 
know, what are you going to do if you lose your 
Taser? Are you going to shoot? Yes, you are; 
that was discussed [during training].” 

The testimony of several city witnesses 

- including Knee, former Asst. Chief Robert 
Dahlstrom, and independent expert Tom Bevel 

- seemed to go beyond simple questions of 
policy, suggesting that, unlike other officer- 
involved shooting cases, there was no reason 
to believe that Rocha intended to hurt either 
officer, and that the situation simply had not 
escalated to a point where Schroeder had to 
make any split-second, life-or-death decisions. 
According to Bevel - a police-practices expert 
from Oklahoma, who has consulted with APD 
on several shooting cases, including the 2003 


case of Officer Scott Glasgow, who shot and 
killed Jesse Lee Owens - the trajectory of the 
bullet through Rocha’s body indicated that 
Schroeder was standing quite close to Rocha, 
with the muzzle of her gun coming into “loose 
contact” with his back, and not several feet 
away, as Schroeder had mistakenly recalled. To 
her supervisors, that meant Schroeder would’ve 
had an opportunity to see if Rocha was holding 
her Taser before she fired her gun. 

Dahlstrom testified that had Schroeder wait- 
ed until Rocha had actually fired the Taser at 
her supervisor then she might’ve been justified 
in shooting - or at least, he said, she would’ve 
had the opportunity to consider all other less- 
lethal options, “everything from pepper spray 
to hands-on,” he said. Knee agreed: “She not 
only had time to consider her options, I think 
she had an obligation to consider her options.” 
Yet both Dahlstrom and Knee testified that 
none of Schroeder’s actions leading up to the 
shooting - the way she initiated the traffic 


stop, the way she initially approached Rocha 

- played a role in the decision to fire her. In 
other words, until she fired the gun, the major- 
ity of her actions were well within policy (save 
for the arguably crucial decision to carry her 
Taser in her vest and not on her leg). 

Panic City 

Whatever the outcome of Schroeder’s 
appeal, her termination is in striking con- 
trast to other high-profile shootings, particu- 
larly the 2003 Owens shooting. In that case, 
Glasgow was handed a 90-day suspension (the 
harshest punishment short of termination) 

- not for shooting Owens, but for violating 
the department’s policies on “high-risk traffic 


stops” and for using “bad judgment.” Knee 
essentially concluded that had Glasgow made 
better decisions about how to handle the stop, 
the shooting likely could’ve been avoided. But 
because Glasgow’s foolish actions had put him 
in a situation of imminent harm, his shooting 
of Owens was ultimately deemed appropriate. 
In contrast, Schroeder’s decisions up until 
she pulled the trigger were fine, determined 
Knee, but her final risk assessment was faulty, 
thus warranting her termination. “I think Julie 
Schroeder used force inappropriately, resulting 
in the death of Daniel Rocha. I think that deci- 
sion was wrong,” Knee testified. “As difficult a 
decision that it was, [that’s why] I decided on 
[an] indefinite suspension.” 

Beneath the surface of the hearing testimony 
lies another, subtler but nonetheless trou- 
bling undercurrent: the question of whether 
Schroeder’s gender played any part in the 
termination decision. Cronig has repeatedly 
raised the question whether Schroeder simply 


“panicked” - tossing aside reason and train- 
ing, and instead acting on emotion. While 
several witnesses - including homicide Det. Art 
Fortune, who headed up the criminal inquiry 
into the Rocha shooting - testified that “panic” 
or “fear” is common in critical incidents, 
Dahlstrom said that he considered Schroeder’s 
apparent “stress” in the situation a factor in 
her termination. “The reason is this: If stress 
caused Officer Schroeder to react in this way, 
she’d be a huge liability to this department if 
ever put into this stress again,” he said. But 
while other officers agree that stress, fear, and 
panic are common physiological reactions to 
critical situations, they are not factors that have 
been specifically named in other similar situa- 
tions - including the Glasgow-Owens case. ■

Chartering 
Middle School

This summer, 21-year-old Melinda Shaw 
will finally graduate from high school. The 
slender, ponytailed African-American dropped 
out of school at 17 when she got pregnant; 
with her second baby on the way, she decided 
it was time to finish up her last five credits 
and develop a career at Austin Community 
College. To get her diploma, however, she 
didn't head back to Austin ISD, but to 
American YouthWorks, a self-paced charter 
school that serves 550 students at two cam- 
puses in Austin. 

“You can work at your own level and can 
get done faster if you stay focused," said 
Shaw, adding “There's more support. More 
counselors, people who care.” 

Austinites may start hearing a lot more 
about American YouthWorks. The Austin ISD 
Board of Trustees recently passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the creation of an in-district 
charter school managed by AYW. While the 
plan is contingent on AYW developing a final 
proposal that satisfies the district, the resolu- 
tion enables AISD and AYW to secure a three- 
year, $500,000 start-up grant the Texas 
Education Agency has reserved for the proj- 
ect. By approving the resolution, the district 
has moved a further step along the path to a 
promised “portfolio” of school choices it 
hopes can meet the needs of Austin’s diverse 
student population. 

“[The resolution] means that everybody 
believes this is a great idea,” said AISD attor- 
ney Mel Waxier. “It means everybody wants 
to do it and sees a fundamental need to do it 
but that not ail questions have been resolved 
to make it 100% certain that we can do it.” 

According to director Richard Halpin, AYW 
first approached AISD two years ago, after 
AYW received a $250,000 grant from the 
National Council of La Raza to design an 
“innovative” middle school. If AISD and AYW 
solve a few outstanding issues - primarily, 
funding and facilities - the school will open in 
August 2007 with 200 sixth- and seventh- 
graders. It will be a “district charter 
school," a hybrid managed by American 
Youthworks under the financial umbrella of 
the district. It will follow most AISD policies 
but will have more curriculum flexibility than 
other AISD schools, and it will be able to inde- 
pendently raise funds. At a time when AISD is 


turning increased attention to middle school, 
trustee Mark Williams said the proposal 
seemed like a “great opportunity.” 

“It’s in middle school where a lot of kids are 
getting off track, and we spend a lot of time in 
high school remediating them,” Williams said. 

AYW hopes to reach middle-schoolers who 
could go off track in a regular school setting 
through a combination of hands-on learning, 
community engagement, and a curriculum tied 
to real-life Austin issues: neighborhood histo- 
ry, local entrepreneurship, gentrification, and 
so on. In designing the school, AYW will bring 
30 years of experience working with at-risk 
kids and nearly a decade of running its two 
charter high schools, which are “recovery" 
programs for dropouts and near-dropouts. The 
schools mix academic and vocational learn- 
ing; AYW high schoolers participate in pro- 
grams like Computer Corps, where they 
learn to maintain computers, and Casa 
Verde Builders, where they build energy-effi- 
cient affordable housing half the day and hit 
the books the other half. 

AYW has earned praise for giving students 
a second chance - the Gates Foundation 
just named it one of the 10 best redesigned 
high schools in Texas, for example. The 
school is floundering in the accountability 


game, however. Both AYW campuses failed to 
meet federal accountability targets under No 
Child Left Behind last year, when only 17% 
of AYW students passed all their TAKS tests. 
(For AISD as a whole, the rate is 59%. ) 

Halpin points out that the only students his 
school serves are those who were already 
failing in their previous schools. They are also 
among the most challenged in Austin: the 
teen parents, the homeless, the formerly 
incarcerated. “By the time I get them, they're 
often three to four grades behind their peers,” 
he said. “I have to give them a TAKS test at 
the credit level they present themselves.” 

In fact, he argues that’s just the reason 
AYW should try a middle school - so it can 
reach more students before they mentally 
check out. Shaw, who grew up bouncing from 
foster home to foster home, and who will be 
the only one of her six siblings to earn a 
diploma, said her troubles started in middle 
school. “It was tough," she recalled. “I start- 
ed skipping a lot when I was in eighth grade.” 
But why partner with AISD? For Susan 
Dawson of the AYW board, the point is to ful- 
fill the original vision of charter schools as 
testing grounds for new educational models 
that can then be adopted by public school 
districts. “How can we be the lab for AISD

and other districts to take back into the 
schools?” Dawson asked. “Part of the goal for 
me is to make the second part of the [charter 
school] model work better than it ever has.” 

Even if the AYW program works wonders, 
however, one hurdle stands in the way of wide- 
spread application: money. Halpin expects to 
spend about $12,000 per student per year - 
about double the AISD average - which will 
come from private donations, grants, and 
increased state appropriations for at-risk stu- 
dents. Halpin points out the figure is compa- 
rable to what AISD spends at Garza, its alter- 
native high school. “We expect to spend what 
the real cost of at-promise kids is, which is 
12 grand,” he said. 

Nevertheless, if the idea is to create some- 
thing easily replicable, it’s going to be hard to 
swing expensive key ingredients, such as low 
student-teacher ratios. AISD and AYW also 
have yet to come up with a place to house 
the school. The closure of Porter Middle 
School this spring to make way for a science- 
focused girls' school shows AISD’s willingness 
to replace existing offerings with something 
the district believes is better. (The battle over 
the proposal, on the other hand, showed 
AISD’s vision of “better" is not always univer- 
sally shared.) Superintendent Pat Forgione 
has made it clear he hopes to steer AISD 
toward a diverse “portfolio" of school choices, 
and within that context, trustee Williams says 
this is probably not the last time an outside 
group will approach AISD with an idea. 

“It seems we should do anything we can to 
give a difference in offerings and choice for 
kids who might not be successful in compre- 
hensive schools,” he said. “If we're success- 
ful implementing the ones coming to us, I 
believe more will come our way.”

Heads Roll 
at TV News

Last week was a bloody one for local TV. In 
unrelated corporate moves, two general man- 
agers of network affiliates were fired within 
hours of each other, signaling a dramatic 
shakeup for the local market. Both Mike 
Reed of CBS affiliate KEYE and Carlos 
Fernandez of KXAN, the local NBC station, 
were orchestrating overhauls at their respec- 
tive stations. And their sudden ousters were 
both unexpected, although the circumstances 
were vastly different. 

“I was caught completely by surprise, with 
no warning of any kind," Reed said. 

Reed, who took over the helm of the station 
just two years ago, had overseen a complete 
revamping of KEYE, the perennial doormat of 
the local ratings competition. The makeover, 
which started before he arrived, included a 
new set, state-of-the-art technology, a big 
online push, and the hiring of the city’s two 
best-known anchors, Judy Maggio and Ron 
Oliveira. Although progress has been slow, 
the ratings have steadily improved, especially 
in key demographics, and few in the industry 
would dispute that the station's on-air product 
is more professional than a few years ago, 
when it was widely mocked. 

Reed declined to comment, except to note 
that the stations ratings and revenues contin- 
ued to increase during his tenure. "By any 
standard of station performance we were on 
our game,” Reed said. 

Some industry insiders speculate that Reed 
may be the victim of internal CBS politics. 
Reed - whose previous job had been oversee- 
ing a block of stations for Communications 
Corp. of America, a Louisiana-based company 
- was hired by Dennis Swanson, who left 
CBS last year to run News Corp.'s stations. (A 
CBS spokeswoman declined to comment on 
Reed’s departure.) 


Fernandez was less surprised by his firing. 
He received the word last week when two top 
executives from the station’s owners, Rhode 
Island-based LIN Television, showed up for a 
previously scheduled meeting. After the meet- 
ing, Fernandez “tendered his resignation," 
according to Ed Munson, vice-president of 
television for LIN. But Fernandez, who worked 
as a consultant for the station before taking 
over as general manager in February 2003, 
acknowledged he was shown the door. 

“It’s a challenging time,” Fernandez said. 
“You have to have ail your cylinders working 
all the time.” He knew he was under pressure 
to bump the station's numbers. In terms of 
station revenue, "we haven’t been delivering 
to the level we want," he said, adding, “but 
we were getting there." However, Fernandez 
expressed no bitterness at the company’s 
decision to make a change. “I was given a 
chance to run successful stations (KXAN and 
KNVA, which LIN operates under a local mar- 
keting agreement) in a great market," he said. 
“How could I be bitter?” 

Last year longtime KXAN news director 
Bruce Whiteaker left the station, a move 
widely seen as Fernandez asserting his con- 


trol of the newsroom. (Whiteaker, who now works 
for the Texas Association of Broadcasters, 
would only say he “decided to leave the com- 
pany.”) Fernandez previously worked for Frank 
N. Magid Associates, a widely used industry 
consultant and a main proponent of research- 
driven news shows. In the last year industry 
observers had noticed changes in the KXAN 
news product. “A lot more hype, a lot more 
sensational, a lot more bated breath," said 
one local newsroom employee, who didn’t 
want to be identified. New news director Bill 
Seltzler understands research and “about 
delivering what people want,” Fernandez said. 

But while KXAN’s news product has been 
competitive in most of the key time slots, it 
has consistently lagged KVUE, the ABC affili- 
ate, and seen some of its audience erode in 
the heightened competitive landscape. “In 
this market the greatest passion is around 
weather coverage and [weatherman] Jim 
Spencer, in particular,” Fernandez said. “The 
rest of the time it takes a lot to get loyalty out 
of the viewer." 

Munson, who is based in Virginia, is 
remaining in Austin to serve as KXAN’s inter- 
im general manager. “I won’t be rushing" into 



finding a new general manager, he said. “I’ll 
be looking for a good communicator, some- 
body willing to jump right into the community.” 

Although few in the industry expected the 
general managers to lose their jobs, the tim- 
ing of the firings is less of a surprise. In TV 
news, the axe often falls at the end of the 
May ratings sweeps period, giving stations a 
chance to regroup during the slow summer 
season. For many harried executives, May is 
seen as a last chance of the season to post 
big numbers. 

But the preliminary numbers for May show 
no dramatic shifts in the local competition. 
KEYE continued to show progress and KXAN 
was relatively flat. Bolstered by Oliveira’s much- 
hyped debut, KEYE's news shows produced an 
uptick in the overall numbers, although it still 
trailed Jeopardy (on KXAN) at 5pm and lagged 
behind KVUE and KXAN - as well as reruns of 
The Simpsons (on Fox-7) - at 6pm. 

At 10pm there was a virtual tie between 
KEYE and KXAN in overall viewership, although 
both were still slightly behind KVUE (and the 
more detailed ratings for key demographic 
groups may tell a different story). KEYE bene- 
fited from CBS’s strong network schedule, 
while NBC’s primetime network programming 
was the least-watched network in Austin. 
Meanwhile Fred Cantu's much-heralded 
return to the mornings produced little ratings 
heat for KEYE at 6am, where it still trailed all 
three of its network-affiliated rivals.

Maxey Goes Statewide? 


Can an openly gay Austin liberal lead the 
Texas Democratic Party into the 21st cen- 
tury? That depends on which of the party's 
delegates show up to vote at the state con- 
vention June 8-10 in Fort Worth, where former 
state Rep. Glen Maxey hopes to capture the 
party’s chairmanship over his leading oppo- 
nent, Young County lawyer Boyd Richie; and 
a third candidate, San Antonio lawyer Charlie 
Urbina- Jones. 

At first blush, a party loyalist might be 
inclined to believe Maxey can't possibly win 
the chairman’s post. Richie enters the race 
with an inside edge: he was a state party 
executive committee member before his 
recent ascension to interim chair, a post he 
assumed with the early departure of former 
chairman Charles Soechting. Richie also 
has wrapped up key endorsements from Demo- 
crats, including gubernatorial candidate Chris 
Bell, Austin state Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos, 
and state House leaders such as Jim Dunnam 
of Waco and Garnet Coleman of Houston. 

There could be other factors in play to work 
against Maxey. While his sexual orientation 
may be a nonissue in Travis County, it could 
be a huge issue for delegates in rural and 
suburban corners of the state. Insiders also 
point to Maxey’s reputation for having a long 
memory - he doesn’t easily forget slights - as 
a possible knock against his candidacy. 
Additionally, Maxey’s recent reputation also 
hangs on two high-profile campaigns that 
failed miserably at the polls - the uphill fight 
last year to defeat the statewide marriage 
amendment; and, locally, the clean-water, 
clean-government proposition election earlier 
this month, which failed to gain community- 
wide traction and splintered the enviro/pro- 
gressive community in one of the nastiest 
family feuds in recent history. 

Then again, there were plenty of naysayers 
who said Howard Dean, the former presiden- 
tial candidate, could never win his bid to chair 
the Democratic National Committee, and he 
went on to beat a handful of other national 
candidates, including former U.S. Rep. Martin 
FVost (who’s now a Richie backer). Maxey, 
who served as state director for the Dean 
campaign, credits the DNC chair for teaching 
him the value of building a party at the local 
level, precinct by precinct. That’s what he 
intends to do if he wins the state-party post. 

In an interview shortly after the city elec- 
tion, on the same day a Statesman editorial 



blasted his handling of both the statewide 
and city campaigns, Maxey acknowledged 
some hurt feelings over the daily's sharp 
admonitions but tried to brush off the criti- 
cism nonetheless. “I won't let the outcome of 
two proposition elections mar my history,” he 
said. “I have a record of doing some amazing 
things in the way of organizing elections and 
voters, and in building organizations.” 

Three weeks later, Maxey mingled with sup- 
porters at a fundraiser for his chairman’s 
race. Asked how he was faring since the 
bruising loss of the city propositions, Maxey 
shrugged. “Ancient history,” he said. Of 
course, the Dem chair hopeful had by then 
switched gears to concentrate on his bid to 
lead the rebuilding effort of the hobbled state 
party. Some of the locals who turned out for 
the Maxey fundraiser included elected offi- 
cials, such as state Reps. Eddie Rodriguez 
and Elliott Naishtat, district court Judge 
Gisela Triana, Court-at-Law Judge Nancy 
Hohengarten, and newly elected Justice of 
the Peace Raul A. Gonzalez, who is consid- 
ered an up-and-comer among young Demo- 
cratic leaders. Also in attendance were lawyer 
D'Ann Johnson, consultant Celia Israel, and 
Matt Curtis, aide to Mayor Will Wynn. 

“This is not something I thought I would do 
a year ago," Maxey told the crowd of 60 or so 
party faithfuls gathered in the Travis Heights 



home of Susan Toomey Frost (no relation to 
Martin). But he said he kept thinking back to 
his travels across the state as part of his 
grassroots work with Democracy for Texas. 
Whenever the talk turned to organizing and 
rebuilding the party, he said the locals would 
always ask the same question: “Shouldn't the 
party be doing that?” 

Maxey paused and looked around the 
room. “This race is about the existence of our 
party.” Party activists on the local level, he 
added, “are yearning and praying for some- 
body to give them some kind of structure that 
is meaningful, that endures.” 

Still, not everyone agrees that the success 
of Democratic candidates is entirely depen- 
dent on the strength of the state party, as 
demonstrated by the recent victories of Austin 
Rep. Donna Howard and Houston Rep. 
Hubert Vo, the latter of whom narrowly 
defeated longtime veteran Republican Rep. 
Talmadge Heflin in 2004. “I consider the 
state party to be at its best when it’s almost 
wholly irrelevant, which it currently is,” said 
Kelly Fero, an Austin political strategist who 
helped engineer the victories of Howard and 
Vo. Fero, who worked briefly for the state 
party under Soechting, went on to explain his 
theory about the party's irrelevance: “In 
Texas, the political environment has tradition- 
ally been candidate-driven, not party-driven,” 
he said. “The rise of the Republican Party 
here has changed that somewhat, but the

decline of Democratic fortunes over the same 
period has only strengthened that tradition." 

Maxey agrees that Democrats are starting 
to gain strength in voting numbers, with or 
without the party’s help. But while local and 
legislative candidates may benefit from that 
tradition, he believes statewide candidates 
would have a better shot at winning if they 
had the backing of a stronger state party. “We 
need a party that allows statewide candidates 
to run for office without having to build an 
infrastructure for their campaigns,” he said. 
“Right now, Chris Bell and [U.S. Senate candi- 
date] Barbara [Ann] Radnofsky have to go 
county to county to create an infrastructure. 
My goal is to rebuild the nuts and bolts of 
the organization.” - Amy Smith

The Hubris at Enron 



Enron failed because its leadership failed in 
paying attention to the most basic elements 
of business management.

That's exactly what happened at Enron.

Seldom have criminal convictions been 
more richly deserved. Last week, a Houston 
jury found both Jeff Skilling and Ken Lay 

guilty of various crimes they committed while 
the duo were heading Houston-based Enron 
Corp. Together they face nearly 200 years 
in prison. 

If there’s one word that can explain why 
Enron failed and why Lay and Skilling are fac- 
ing long stints in prison jumpsuits, it’s this 
one: hubris. 

Enron failed because its leadership failed in 
paying attention to the most basic elements 
of business management. And in the case of 
Enron, that meant carefully managing its cash 
flow. It may sound mundane, but businesses 
go bankrupt because they run out of cash. 
That’s exactly what happened at Enron. And 
the failure to manage the company’s cash is 
directly attributable to Lay and Skilling. Lay 
was a Ph.D. economist who couldn’t read a 
cash-flow statement. Skilling was a Harvard 
M.B.A. who once told another Enron employee 
that cash “didn’t matter.” Further, both men 
took enormous amounts of cash out of Enron 
in order to fund their lavish lifestyles. For Lay, 
it was $184.5 million in stock sales in the 
three years before Enron's bankruptcy. 
Skilling’s stock sales amounted to $70.6 mil- 
lion over that same time period. And of 
course, those figures don’t include the mil- 
lions they got in salary. 

The hubris of both men was on display dur- 
ing their trial. During the few days that I spent 
in the courtroom, both Lay and Skilling dis- 
played airs of untouchability. That was also 
true of their defense team - a crew of lawyers 
who were paid some $38 million. Skilling’s 
lawyer, Daniel Petrocelli, was a master 
showman, as was Lay’s, Michael Ramsey. 

But their brazen defense strategy was 
doomed to fail. They contested the govern- 
ment's case by claiming that everything Enron 
did was “legal." In many cases, that was true, 
at least in a technical sense. Enron did com- 


ply with most of the accounting laws that gov- 
erned its activity. 

That said, both Lay and Skilling purposely 
misled investors, bankers, and their own 
employees. In Lay's case, that resulted in con- 
victions for conspiracy, bank fraud, securities 
fraud, mail fraud, and making false statements 
to banks. Skilling was convicted of securities 
fraud, insider trading, and conspiracy. Lay was 
the one who went to the Enron board of direc- 
tors and asked them to approve the crooked, 
off-balance sheet deals cooked up by the 
company's chief financial officer, Andrew 
Fastow. Several times in 2001, at a time 
when Enron’s broadband unit was sinking into 
the toilet, Skilling made public statements in 
which he insisted that the unit was not only 
healthy, it was doing a booming business. 

In a broader sense, for watchers of the 
Bush administration, much of the hubris at 
Enron should prove disgustingly familiar. 
Indeed, many of the traits that defined Enron 
also define this regime. Listen to these con- 
cepts and see if they sound familiar: Enron's 
executives claimed the old rules didn’t apply 
to them. Enron was going to remake the world 
in its image. Enron was going to totally domi- 
nate its business. Outsiders (or insiders) who 
disagreed or raised too many questions were 
viciously maligned. All the while, Enron was 
plunging ever deeper into debt and cooking 
the company’s books in order to make it 
appear healthier than it actually was. 

The perverse thing about the convictions of 
Lay and Skilling is that they allow the Bush 
White House to crow about how zealously it 
pursues corporate crooks. And in a purely 
Machiavellian sense, this conviction is a victo- 
ry for Bush, who just six years ago, as a pres- 
idential candidate, was sitting in a box seat at 
Enron Field watching a Houston Astros game 
next to his buddy, “Kenny Boy” Lay. Enron 
watchers can only hope that a few years from 
now, some of the same smug Bush cronies 
who have misled the American public - on 


issues ranging from weapons of mass 
destruction in Iraq to Valerie Plame’s employ- 
ment status to torturing suspects to spying 
on American citizens - will be facing criminal 
charges of their own.

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Special Transit Users Fear 
Cap Metro Cutbacks 


Capital Metro is tightening its belt on 
Special Transit Services, a move that is 
drawing a firestorm of protests from disabili- 
ty advocates and the ire of the Urban Trans- 
portation Commission, which has taken up 
the issue in at least two recent meetings. 

Any transit agency that receives federal 
funding must make reasonable accommoda- 
tions for the blind and disabled that live 
within the agency’s transit corridors. That 
could mean buses or para-transit vehicles 
or, in some cases, cab services to and from 
locations. Capital Metro calculates its cur- 
rent para-transit budget accounts for 600,000 
trips a year for the agency. According to the 
agency, each of those trips costs an aver- 
age of $46. 

Para-transit services are both noble and 
necessary, but they’re also eating up a lot of 
Capital Metro’s budget. Nancy Crowther of 
Capital Metro, who has been the agency's 
point person on the issue, says it amounts 
to 2% of Capital Metro’s riders accounting 
for 20% of the transit agency's budget. 
Crowther told the Mayor’s Committee for 
People With Disabilities the budget line 
item on cab rides alone was $3.5 million a 
year. To not review those kinds of costs 
would be irresponsible, she said. 

"To be good stewards of our taxpayers’ 
monies, we need to tighten up our very 
loose eligibility process so that we can have 
services available to more people,” Crowther 
said. “We need to make sure we have ser- 
vices available for truly eligible people.” 

Capital Metro has put proposals out to 
tighten up eligibility, review the eligibility of 
those applying for service and limit door-to- 
door transport. Mark Thompson, who 
teaches the blind how to use both special 
and regular transit services, considers such 
proposals alarming, having seen similar 
belt-tightening measures in Dallas impact 
his sister, who is blind and was never fully 
able to negotiate crossing busy streets 


when curb-to-curb service was discontinued. 
This is not just a ride in a cab, Thompson 
said - it is the livelihood and independence 
of thousands of people in Austin. 

“I have to say I have problems if this money 
is going to be used for other purposes," 
Thompson said. “These services should not 
be reduced for our citizens who need it the 
most, and it certainly should not be used to 
build other projects that they need.” 

Capital Metro has softened some of its 
proposals. Crowther says the door-to-door 
transit service will continue because the 
savings from discontinuing it were consid- 
ered negligible. The eligibility screening will 
likely be more stringent for future, rather 
than current, applications for para-transit. 
The agency also wants to take a more pro- 
active stance on integrating the blind and 
disabled into the regular fixed-route transit 
system, teaching them how to access and 
use regular bus service. 

Capital Metro also may take some measures 
for excessive “no shows” but only after an 
interactive voice recognition system is imple- 
mented to provide 24-hour access to both 
set up and cancel para-transit appointments, 
Crowther told the Committee for People 
With Disabilities. Right now, appointments 
can only be canceled during business hours. 

The issue is not providing funding for 
commuter rail - as Thompson might sug- 
gest - but providing additional para-transit 
services for more people, Crowther said. 

“We trying to make it as user friendly as 
possible, but with the growing demand in 
the community, it's making the service less 
cost effective,” Crowther said. “If we could 
get to the point where our services could 
meet the needs of all of our citizens, with- 
out taking up too much of the budget, then 
we’d want to do that. In cases where costs 
go up like this, companies have to look at 
what we can do to preserve our funds.”

Hold Off on That Mexico Road Trip 

Cracking under pressure - mainly applied by American Drug War soldiers - Mexican 
President Vicente Fox earlier this month withdrew his support for a bill that would have 
legalized possession of small amounts of drugs - everything from marijuana to 
cocaine and heroin - sending the bill back to Mexican legislators for some (pardon the pun) 
“tweaking.” Praised by drug policy reformers, the thinking behind the bill was that decrimi- 
nalizing low-level possession would free up law enforcement resources, both manpower and 
money, to combat the threat posed by the ever-strengthening Mexican drug cartels (whose 
power has been boosted in the wake of several high-profile arrests of Colombian cartel hon- 
chos) that have been implicated in the increased violence in Mexican border towns like 
Nuevo Laredo. Nonetheless, the plan did not go over well in places like San Diego, the 
United States' largest border city, where Mayor Jerry Sanders blasted the idea as “appall- 
ingly stupid,” and, reportedly, federal officials then began a string of private meetings with 
Mexican officials to discourage the legislation. In a subsequent press release, Fox's admin- 
istration said that the bill would 
be sent back to Congress so 
that lawmakers could make the 
“needed corrections so it is 
absolutely clear in our country 
the possession of drugs and 
their consumption are, and will 
continue to be, a criminal 
offense.” The amended legisla- 
tion has yet to surface. 

In other news, from the Dept, 
of Really Bad Ideas, two Dallas- 
area 18-year-olds, Ian Walker 
and Joseph Tellini, are now 
facing multiple felony charges 
of assault on a public servant 
for serving marijuana-laced 
bran muffins to school 
office employees at 
Northeast Dallas’ Lake 
Highlands High School on 
May 16. What began as a juvenile prank quickly became a bad trip when school officials 
who'd eaten the muffins - which Walker reportedly said he’d baked as part of an Eagle 
Scout project - began complaining of nausea, headaches, and lightheadedness. That 
prompted the FBI to get involved - in the event that the illnesses were caused by terrorist- 
related food supply contamination. While the inquiry failed to turn up terrorist intent, chemi- 
cal testing did reveal pot in the pastries, sending Walker and Tellini to the pokey. “They 
were just thinking it would be fun to get these teachers all silly and giggly," 86-year-old 
school receptionist Rita Greenfield told the Fort Worth Star-Telegram. “I do not think of 
this as a prank at all. It has caused heartaches and hard feelings.” Greenfield spent two 
days in the hospital after consuming the muffins - in part, reports The Dallas Morning 
News, because she “couldn't stop laughing.” - Jordan Smith

LONG-DISTANCE BURGER ORDERS 

Okay, corporate America is shipping our 
manufacturing, high tech, and professional- 
service jobs off to Lowwagehellistan - but at 
least they can’t send our fast-food jobs away, 
right? After all, these require face-to-face deal- 
ings with customers, so surely they’re safe. 

Well ... not exactly. Pull into the drive- 
through lane at a McDonald’s, Hardee’s, or 
Carl’s Jr., and there’s a chance that the 
friendly voice on the intercom saying, “Do you 
want fries with that?” is not inside the building 
- or anywhere near your town. Unbeknownst 
to customers, these fast-food chains are test- 
ing a new computerized system that centraliz- 
es order-takers in faraway call centers. 

Pull up to the burger window in Mississippi 
or Honolulu, for example, and the voice say- 
ing, “Would you like to supersize your drink?” 
is likely to belong to one of 125 order-takers 
working out of the Bronco call center in 
Santa Maria, Calif. They take your order 
from a couple thousand miles away, then 
zap it back to your local burger flipper via 
the Internet. 

Why? To cut labor, of course. By centraliz- 
ing the process, order-taking can be regi- 
mented, sped up, and closely monitored. 

Each call-center worker, who is paid only 
$6.75 an hour with no benefits, takes up to 
95 orders an hour - 1V2 per minute! As 
Bronco’s big boss puts it: “Their job is to be 
fast on the mouse.” Charming. Software con- 
stantly tracks workers’ speed - and even in 
their break room, a computer screen ticks off 
the number of minutes each one has been 
away from his or her station. 

There are a couple of pluses to the job, 
however. Order-takers don’t have to wear 
a uniform and one of those silly paper 
hats, and they don’t go home smelling 
like hamburgers. 

At least these call center jobs are in 
America - but how long before they’re 
shipped offshore, where an order-taker can 
be had for a dollar or two a day?

The offense seems to get the message. On 
the Outlaws’ first possession, running back 
Shadana Hurd bursts free with a flash of speed 
and goes 46 yards for an answering TD. And 
on Oklahoma City’s next two possessions, the 
defense stiffens, as the linebackers crash down 
repeatedly on Oklahoma City’s trap-blocking 
to stuff Calderon. “Good job ladies,” 
Gummerman yells, pulling aside his defense. 
“Ladies, good work.” 

That Gummerman is coaching women seems 
irrelevant to the work at hand. As Oklahoma 
City tries to pound the ball up the middle 
behind its huge offensive line, the game takes 
on the trappings of any football game: Players 
covered in sweat, wet grass, and mud, late hits 
banging and mouthpieces dangling. It certainly 
sounds like football - all crashing pads, swear- 
ing, and grunts as players hit the turf. 

Conventional wisdom says girls are not sup- 
posed to play football. But with every tackle 
and every splash of mud, these grown-up girls 
seem to ask, “Why not?” 

Hit Somebody! 

The hot media buzz over Austin women’s 
sports these days is Chicks on Roller Skates. 
They’re on TV and splashed across magazines, 
combining retro athleticism with a campy, cleav- 
age-popping attempt to woo the FHM-loving 
Hooters crowd. Roller derby, with two leagues 
working the Austin niche market, is as much 
about self-promotion as sport - girls working it 
any way they can to break into the big time. 


There’s none of that in women’s football. If 
the roller girls are all about black-lace bras and 
getting on TV then the pigskin girls are all 
about bus rides to Pensacola and learning how 
to clothesline running backs. They may not be 
well-known with the Hooters crowd, but they’re 
legends in the gay and lesbian community, which 
religiously turns out to support the cause. 

The Outlaws are 6 years old and have spent 
the last three years playing in the Southwest 
Division of the National Women’s Football 
Association, which includes 40 teams around 
the country. The rules are the same as in col- 
lege football; the only difference is that the 
women use a slightly smaller ball. The league 
plays an eight-game season followed by play- 
offs, culminating this year in an Aug. 5 cham- 
pionship game in Pittsburgh. 

League organizers emphasize that the NWFA 
is a professional organization, structured like 
other pro leagues, but the Austin team is incor- 
porated as a nonprofit, and to pay the bills it 
depends on sponsors, T-shirt sales, advertising 
in the game program, and fundraisers, such as 
regular barbecues at Nuevo Leon. The players 
are not paid; they actually have to buy their 
own jerseys and put down a deposit to use the 
team’s gear. 

The Outlaws started three-day-a-week prac- 
tices in January for the current eight-game sea- 
son, which continues with a June 3 home game 
at House Park against Pensacola. They started off 
with 56 players, but it’s now down to about 33. 
“Some of them figured out it’s not for them,” 
said Lily Messina, the team’s general manager 
and, at 5-feet-9-inches, 170 lbs., their offensive 
center. “If you’re new, it’s hard to understand

how much work goes into it.” Some show up 
simply as a chance to vent their aggressiveness. 
“You have people who don’t even know the rules 
of the game, but they want to beat people up,” 
said Messina, a process manager for a bank, who 
did a little kickboxing for yuks before she heard 
about tryouts for the team at an Ice Bats game. 
“The biggest eye-opener for people is they can’t 
just go out and run and hit people and expect to 
do it for very long.” 

Gummerman, who’s in his first year coach- 
ing women, quickly learned that the team was 
not a bunch of delicate ladies running around 
in skirts, like much of the baseball movie, A 
League of Their Own. “It ain’t like that,” he said. 
Most importantly, he found the women have

A lightning storm has delayed the start of the 
Austin Outlaws football game, and a hundred 
dedicated fans are huddled under the bleach- 
ers of House Park, listening to a high school 
jazz band.

“You just reached for her!” head 
coach Geoff Gummerman exhorts his defense 
as they come off the field. “Wake up and do the 
job and we’ll be OK.”

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the basic instincts necessary for football. “I’ve 
been really impressed with their physicalness, 
their aggression, their eagerness to hit,” Gum- 
merman said.

Looking for an Opening 

“That big bitch is moveable!” an Outlaw 
offensive lineman screams at her teammates as 
they jog off the field. “Now move her!” 

Oklahoma City’s team is huge, with two 
linemen who weigh in well over 200 pounds. 
Their fullback looks like a fat Earl Campbell, 
and she barrels into the line on each play to 
clear a path for Calderon, who appears to pos- 
sess a faster gear than anyone else on the field. 

The Lightning - and perhaps it’s a bad omen 
to play a team named the Lightning during a 
lightning storm - is a perennial league power- 
house; the Oudaws haven’t beaten them in three 
years. After going 5-3 in 2004, its first year in the 
NWFA, the Outlaws sunk to a frustrating 4-4 in 
2005 and didn’t make the playoffs. But Austin is 
2-0 coming into this game after last weekend’s 
upset of perennial power, Pensacola. Emotion is 
running high that this is the year the team will 
break through and knock OKC off its perch. 

But they can’t stop Calderon, who continues 
to slice through the Outlaw defense. And the 
offense can’t move the Lightning’s huge line,

which pounds quarterback Julie Wilke - who’s 
about 5-feet-7-inches, 130 lbs. - every time she 
moves out of the pocket. A 75-yard kickoff return 
by Hurd keeps Austin in the game, but a few 
minutes before halftime, Oklahoma City’s quar- 
terback connects with the tight end over the mid- 
dle, giving the Lightning a 30-14 halftime lead. 

In the locker room Gummerman tries to ral- 
ly the team. “I love you all to death, but I think 
we’re fuckin’ intimidated,” he tells the offense. 
“I understand they’re big, but earlier in the 
game they were that big and it didn’t matter.” 

After he’s done, the locker room is quiet, 
faces grim. Starting guard Alexis Allen hobbles 
in on crutches with a badly strained hamstring. 
Team leaders move through the locker room, 
moving from player to player, trying to get 
them psyched for the second half. 

The Incredible Bunch 

When Lucinda Benitez started showing up at 
work with large bruises, people quietly 
expressed their support and understanding. 
“You don’t have to take it,” one woman assured 
her. “It’s hilarious,” said Benitez, a dental assis- 
tant. “People give you a look like you’re getting 
beaten up at home.” 

Benitez, 24, played soccer, softball, and ran 
cross-country in high school, but her sports life 
was relegated to running and lifting weights 
until she tried out for the Outlaws this season. 
“I’ve always wanted to hit somebody and not 


get in trouble,” she said. She wasn’t for a sec- 
ond deterred by the idea that women are not 
supposed to play football. “I think that’s crap,” 
she said. “Women deserve the same opportu- 
nity. We may not be as big as men, but we have 
heart.” Now, at 5-feet-4-inches, 120 lbs., she’s 
a starting comerback and speaks of the game 
with the zeal of a true believer. “It’s like I was 
meant to do this,” she says. 

Each member of the team has her own story, 
ranging from the linebacker coming out of an 
abusive marriage to the girl who drives up from 
Corpus Christi just for the chance to play. One 
is an arson investigator; another is a nanny. 


Most played sports in high school and some in 
college; receiver Angela Brown played for the 
UT basketball team. 

Running back Monica Gauck, 31, played 
basketball and softball at Southwest Texas 
State (now known as Texas State-San Marcos), 
before she joined the Outlaws five years ago. 
Last season she played quarterback but 
switched to running back this year after she 
broke her collarbone. “I knew that in general I 
loved the sport,” Gauck said. “But I wasn’t 
expecting to love it as much as I do.” 

Gauck, who works on product compliance 
continued on p.34 
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issues for 3M, and Messina own the license for 
the team and are part of a core group of play- 
ers that has been together now for several 
years. They talk about the team as their sec- 
ond family, sharing a clearly visible bond that 
is separate from their jobs and family. 
Everything is by and for the team, literally - as 
a nonprofit, the franchise is controlled by a 
board of directors, elected by the team mem- 
bers. During the season, they spend almost all 
their free time together. They practice twice a 
week and meet another night to watch game 
films with the coaches. On the Friday night 
before the games they meet for a walk-through. 
And that doesn’t count the regular appear- 
ances for sponsors like Dave & Buster’s, and 
fundraising barbecues, and the regular parties 
after each home game at a local pub. 

“We have an incredible bunch of women,” 
Gauck said. She’s heard other team executives 
in the league talk about prima donnas and the 
inevitable petty squabbles. “We’ve never had

that,” Gauck said. “It’s all we’ve known. I feel 
so fortunate that we are so tight.” 

When Gummerman was first asked to coach 
the team, he was apprehensive about his friends’ 
reaction to the idea. “Then I realized I didn’t 
care what they think,” he said. After 18 years 
coaching at Anderson and Lanier high schools, 
he was at a point in his life when he was looking 
for a job and eager to return to football. 

“It’s been a blast,” said Gummerman, who is 
not paid. “They’re like sponges. They want to 
learn.” In the Outlaws, Gummerman found 
athletes eager and ready to follow his instruc- 
tions - a sharp contrast to snotty high school 
kids. The women, he says, “were really eager to 
know the fundamentals of the game.” 

Boys learn the techniques of applied physi- 
cal abuse at an early age. Through sophisticated 
games like Kill the Guy With the Ball, they 
practice the intricacies and rhythms of slam- 
ming someone down to the ground, all in the 
name of good fun. And they discover quickly if 
they have what it takes to face a ball carrier 
charging toward them. By the time they enter 
Pop Warner, they are already versed on how to 
drive their heads into an opponent’s chest or 
bulldog the leg of a speedy wide receiver. Girls 
have no such de facto training. “The biggest 
thing was getting more in touch with the expe- 
rience level,” Gummerman said. “It’s not so 
much the skill, it’s the experience.” 

Gummerman says that overall, the women’s 
teams are probably comparable to a junior var- 
sity level at a small high school, simply because 
so many of the women don’t have experience. 
And as in high school, there are stars who 
stand out. “There are a few out here who are 
phenomenal athletes,” Gummerman said. 

Gummerman says he hasn’t changed his 
coaching style for the women, but he did have 
to make some adjustments. He’s always con- 
sidered himself a hands-on coach, always ready 
to slap a butt or grab shoulder pads. In the heat 
of the moment he’s had to catch himself. “I’m 
getting better at it,” he said. “I still grab the 
shoulder pads, but I’m a little more particular 
about where I put my hands.” 
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Part of the Game 

The Outlaws seem to respond to the coach’s 
halftime pep talk. Just three minutes into the 
third quarter, Gauck breaks free for a 21-yard 
touchdown to bring Austin to 30-20. 

But Oklahoma City starts to execute its pass- 
ing game and quickly jumps back to a 41-20 
lead. Although there are occasional openings, 
the Lightning defense swarms Gauck every 
time she touches the ball. At one point Calderon 
limps off the fields, but she returns to break 
another long run. 

In the stands, Jim and Carlotta Greybeck are 
watching their daughter, Jennifer, play line- 
backer, crashing into Oklahoma City’s deter- 
mined blockers. “The first couple of games I 
was afraid she’d get hurt,” Jim said. She’s also 
a diabetic, which amplified the worry. But she 
has always excelled in sports and bounded into 
football with her usual passion. “She has to try 
everything,” he said. But Jim and Carlotta still 
cringe at the violence, and it is difficult to 
watch their daughter get hit. “We like it better 
when she hits other people,” says Carlotta. 

A few minutes later Jennifer Greyback is on 
her back in the middle of the field, writhing in 
pain. “Would somebody please get the doctor,” 
a player yells loud enough for everyone in the 
stands to hear. Greybeck is eventually helped 
off the field, clearly in pain, gingerly supporting 
her left wrist. Jim and Carlotta stand nearby as 
a doctor wraps her arm in ice and explains that 
the Jennifer’s arm is likely fractured. 

“It’s all part of the game,” Carlotta says, as 
she follows her daughter off the field. “That’s 
what I was afraid of,” her dad says. 

Building a Base 

Beatrice Sager and Ellis Craig never miss Out- 
laws’ home games. “It’s good football,” Sager 
said. They are season ticket holders for UT 
football and religiously follow the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. “Obviously we’re into football,” Sager 
said. The women may not be as big as the men, 
“but it’s definitely not peewee,” she said. 

The Outlaws could use more fans like them. 
The team averages about 500 people a game, 
Messina said, and the constant struggle is to 
expand the base of support. The team is virtu- 
ally ignored by the local media; despite the 
growing acceptance of women’s football around 
the country, the Austin American-Statesman won’t 
even run the team’s scores on the agate page. 
(The Statesman’s idea of coverage was a short 
story with no photos on page 34 of last week’s 
XL entertainment section.) 

When the Outlaws started six years ago, it was 
part of the Independent Women’s Football 
League, a rival to the NWFA with 31 teams 
around the country. For a long list of complicated 
reasons, three years ago the Outlaws voted to pay 
$20,000 to join the NWFA, which has lofty 
ambitions of making women’s football part of the 
football landscape. League executives talk of 
someday selling TV rights to the games and 
building a fan base similar to that of the WNBA. 

When the NWFA launched in 2000 - found- 
ed by a longtime sports industry marketing 
executive named Catherine Masters - the first 
tryout attracted 300 women eager to play. 
“Getting players was never a problem,” said 
league vice-president Debby Lening. “The big- 


gest hurdle is getting on TV and sponsors.” 
The NWFA now has 40 teams, and it now costs 
$35,000 to join. “We want the commitment,” 
Lening said. “We don’t want somebody paying 
$50 who doesn’t show up for the games.” 
Finding owners willing to see it as a business 

- “something more than a park and rec team,” 
Lening said - has also been part of the chal- 
lenge. Some teams get out and market, and 
some don’t, she said. 

The league has been taking its own shots at 
marketing the idea of big-time women’s foot- 
ball, with mixed results. TV coverage is gener- 
ally limited to a few games on public-access- 
level channels in a few cities like Toledo, 
although the league expects to get this year’s 
championship game on the Dish Network. To 
help build recognition for its best players, this 
year the league is launching its own awards, 
the Whammys. And there are signs of main- 
stream interest - an appearance on Jay Leno, 
the occasional network news report. Earlier 
this year, a movie production company 
optioned the rights to make a movie about the 
league. Former Cincinnati Bengals running 
back Icky Woods - of the famed Icky Shuffle 

- bought a team. More importantly, Lening 
said, teams are learning the business, and the 
quality of play is getting better. “We know that 
arena football took 15 years to catch on,” she 
said. Eventually, NWFA envisions a league in 
which the players are paid and sponsors 
eagerly target a demographic of woman foot- 
ball fans. Those days still seem far off. 

Messina says she simply wants to develop a 
stronger base of support and to consistently 
find players willing to sacrifice their spare time 
and familial relationships for the chance to 
play football. They hope one day to find an 
owner who will turn it into a for-profit enter- 
prise. But it has to be someone committed to 
building the franchise. “We want an owner 
who has the same desire we do,” Messina said. 
“We wouldn’t sell it to just anybody.” 

Viva Outlaws! 

By the start of the fourth quarter it’s clear 
this won’t be the Outlaws’ night to break 
Oklahoma City’s streak. The passing game 
never gets going, and Oklahoma City refuses to 
let Gauck break clear again. 

But a strange thing happens. The team con- 
tinues to play hard, showing the same zeal as 
in the first quarter. In the stands, the fans are 
still chanting and cheering on every play, 
oblivious to the score. 

When it’s over, as Oklahoma City heads to the 
team bus for the long ride home, the Outlaws 
gather around Gummerman. “That was a good 
old-fashioned football game,” he says. “You got 
physical and you got after it. ... Keep your heads 
up. I’m proud of you, as always.” He looks 
around at his team, most sopping wet and cov- 
ered in cuts and bruises. “I love the hell out of 
coaching you guys,” he says. 

After Gummerman leaves, the team huddles 
together in the center of the field. 

“Who are we?” one calls out. “We are the 
Outlaws!,” the team shouts in reply. ■

The sisters are doin' it for ... everyone

When Kitty walks into a gay bar, people know who she is. 
They might not know that her real name is Dianne Murray, 
that she is an elementary school teacher, that she hails from 
Alabama, or that she used to be in a band. No. But they know 
her. Whispers follow her. “That’s Kitty from Foodies. That’s 
her!” Dykes and lezzies of all persuasions point and compare 
notes; even some gay men take notice. This was not the case 
18 months ago, before Kitty became one of the godmothers of 
Austin’s lesbian community, before she made a viable scene 
out of a handful of nothing. 

You see, when Kitty returned to Austin after a seven-year 
absence, she was lonely. She wanted to meet people. Her return 
to Austin left her perplexed. “Where is the scene?” she asked. 
It was such a buzz kill from her days in San Francisco and New 
York, where she rubbed shoulders with such indie film and 
theatre heavy hitters as cinema gurus John Sloss and Christine 
Vachon and Greater Tuna maven Ed Howard. Queer Austin sud- 
denly seemed stagnant compared to her own wild times here in 
the Nineties. What she found when she moved back was the 
usual humdrum of the gay bar: the cruising, the boozing, the 
games we play. And it just wasn’t her cup of tea. 

Lesbians don’t find the same connective unity that so many 
gay men enjoy in the bars. Here in Austin, male bars flourish, 
while women’s establishments fall by the wayside. Lesbian bars 
certainly don’t begin with the same sort of capital that fag bars 
do, and as it turns out, they generally don’t generate it, either. 
“Dykes are cheap,” Kitty jokes. But ... there’s some truth to 
this. So until someone figures out the formula for a successful 
Austin lezzie venue, what’s a girl to do? 

“What is the common denominator?” Kitty asked herself. 
“What will bring the ladies out?” The answer was clear: “Duh. 
Food. Everyone will go for that.” A friend suggested the name 
“The Eat Out Club,” but our Southern belle from Alabama 
thought it too tasteless. 

So, in fall 2004 she started Foodies. “Foodies: Forwomen who 
love women who love food.” Earlier that summer, on Austin’s 
Women Seek Women personals section of Craigslist online, the 
same crew of women began posting each week, bored with the 
offerings around town, clamoring for community; Kitty posted 
an invitation: Let’s all meet! And they did. What began with 
13 women sipping bevvies at Spider House has mushroomed 
into a movement of sorts, a force to be reckoned with, the type 
of posse that now drops hundreds of lesbians - thick crowds 
a-buzz with friendly chatter - on restaurants all over town. 
Camaraderie. Connections. Community. 

Those first coffeehouse dates alternated each week with din- 
ners at restaurants like Taj Palace, Moonshine, 219 West, Clay Pit, 
Frank & Angie’s, the Hoffbrau, and Casa de Luz. After a year of 
Foodies, the average numbers became so reliably large that Kitty 
had to arrange in advance with restaurants so as not to overwhelm 
the staff (or have the unthinkable happen: a bar stocked with no 
Coors Light). That initial handful of homos has grown to a mem- 
bership list of more than 1,500 women. That’s a lot of lesbians. 

Foodies began and continues to be entirely do-it-yourself, 
says Kitty, the woman who wrangles the lists, coordinates the 
venues, dreams up the themes, and cheerleads the gang - all 
on her own time and with no regular arrangement to cover her 
efforts financially. 

“I went back to my roots as a musician and performer,” Kitty 
recalls of those early Foodie labors of love. “If you want people 
to see your stuff, you’ve got to get it out to the public. So, I’ve 
made it a campaign, writing blips every week online, making 
them cute or sexy or whatever just to keep interest and get the 



word out.” Foodies continues to grow. A year and a half into it, 
and women are asking each other out on dates, teaming up golf 
partners, inspiring art collaborations, recruiting softball players, 
and raising money for good causes. And it all began with one 
lonely Kitty. 

“There are a lot of lonely people out there,” says Kitty. 
“That’s a bum-out: People can be so afraid of being social. 
They need encouragement. They need to feel comfortable. 
We’re all in this together. And what we are getting out of it is 
an actual community.” 

The idea is so simple. Can’t relate to what the gay scene 
offers? Make one of your own! 

For Kai Matthews and Silky Shoemaker, that’s exactly what 
they did. The two artsy kids wanted to do weird, queer per- 
formance art but had no place to do it. Thus CampCamp! was 
born in summer 2005. It began and remains open to everyone: 
all ages, all-inclusive, free, relaxed, supportive. They gather the 
first Thursday each month on the moonlit stage behind Bouldin 
Creek Coffeehouse: performers, dancers, first-timers, singers, 
poets, the well-trained, the weird, the timid, the curious, even 
those making it up as they go. No judgment. No rules. 

“It’s not for haters,” says the duo. “Fun is important, and 
being social is a form of community-building. CampCamp! 
has a specific focus on performance, but we realize that a lot 
of people come for the social aspects. It’s a night of socializing 
around a lot of creativity and queer brilliance.” 

And these camp counselors put so much of themselves 
into the process. The stage shimmers with DIY - bedsheet 
curtains, hand-painted signs, and decor pooled from their very 
own homes. They personally emcee the absurdist follies. They 
flier and put the word on the street. They invent silly themes 
(Underwater Prom!) and games to play with the audience 


between acts. Hugo Ball meets Spanky McFarland. There has 
been a packed house since the very first show. 

“Queers and performance go hand in hand,” says the duo. 
“Queers are performing all the time, in everyday life and other- 
wise, and we wanted to participate in a tradition of camp and 
gay theatrical bonding.” 

The range of art has been impressive. Everything from dry- 
docked water ballet to multi-instrumentalists to fire dancers, 
inspiring themselves and others. “You don’t need experience 
to do this,” they encourage. “Everyone has a valid claim to the 
stage. We wanted to give it a spotlight. And having a regular 
time and place is important, because a person might show up 
and not perform but come again a few times and eventually get 
up on stage. So it feels like a community. You know, family.” 

For the newest girls on the DIY block, the Lipstick Lesbians, 
it’s all about the feminine. One idea and three friends of 
varying degrees of femme. Clare Vaughan, Rashmi Garg, and 
Keli Cochran wanted to bond with a crew of ladies who liked 
ladies, a lair of ladies who weren’t afraid to get their nails 
done. Voila! “We’re into, you know, all the girly stuff,” says 
Vaughan, “Like shopping. All the shit that straight girls do . . . 
but we’re lesbians.” 

The Lipstick Lesbians were off and primping. The group 
began in February 2006 as a once-a-week meeting between a 
few ponytails. Today, there are about 40 women: some young, 
some older, some femme, some girlfriends of the femmes, and 
admirers of femmes just trying to get a date. “Now we meet 
more frequently,” says Vaughan. “These ladies look forward to 
coming together to hang out. That’s all we wanted - a support 
network for women like us.” 

There is no dress code for these girly-girls. Heels optional. 
In fact, the majority of the meetings haven’t been stereotypi- 
cal feminine activities: Wiffle-ball tournaments, lake trips, and 
kayaking are among the chosen ventures. Is this an attempt to 
subvert the image of the feminine lesbian? “Uh. I guess so,” says 
Vaughan. “We just want to have fun.” 

How fitting. It all boils down to what the word “gay” origi- 
nally evoked: fun. 

Ripping a page from the DIY manual is not exclusive to the 
women, either. Even the gay boys who feel lost in the traditional 
scene have carved their own niches. Some adventurous ones 
have started booking live rock & roll at the Chain Drive leather 
bar, bringing in a variety of acts to one of Austin’s most elusive 
venues, blending the very naturally complementary gay and 
music scenes. Then there’s the gang behind the very indepen- 
dent gay skate night, still providing a four-wheeled alternative to 
the bar scene, because that’s how they roll. And there’s even a 
dandy named Assacre who massacres one-man performance art 
to the delight of a loyal throng of fans. 

For the guys, this DIY aesthetic provides a true alternative to 
the stale mainstream, a change from the everyday, consumer- 
driven bar rut. For the women, however, the “alternative” is 
proving to be the very lifeblood of a new, vibrant Austin les- 
bian culture. 

And, sister, they are doing it themselves. ■

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COLDTOWNE: Testing the comedy dub waters 

It's been less than a year since the members of New Orleans improv troupe ColdTowne 
made our town their town (after escaping the wrath of Katrina, if you didn’t know), but in 
those few months they’ve woven themselves deeply into the fabric of Austin’s comedy scene: 
helping launch the Austin Improv Collective, performing regularly at the Hideout and in the 
annual performance jamboree FronteraFest, producing their own three-day festival of comedy 
films and performances, and having member Chris Trew win the Funnywriter Sketch Contest 
at Esther’s Follies. As if that weren’t enough, soon the troupe may have something that’ll 
really bind them to Austin: their own venue. After successfully producing four events at the 
Space on Airport Boulevard, the troupe has been approached by the owner to book the 
space, er, Space all the time. To that end, ColdTowne is testing the waters with a week of 
programming that includes lots of comedy, naturally (improv, sketch, and stand-up), but also 
music and interactive video performance. 

Titled Test Pattern, the week of programming kicks off on Thursday, June 8, with an open- 
ing party, featuring local band Manateemann. Friday, June 9 is devoted to stand-up, with 
NOLA transplant Seth Cockfield as emcee. Saturday, June 10, is all about improv, with 
ColdTowne, the Available Cupholders, and Parallelogramophonograph sharing the bill. Sunday, 
June 11, is Skillz Night, featuring interactive video comedy. Monday, June 12, debuts 
McMahon!, a show with improvised commentary to WWE Monday Night Raw wrestling. 
Wednesday, June 14, is Sketch Night, featuring Kazillionaire, Lovey and Lovey (aka 
ColdTowners Tami Nelson and Mike Jastroch), the Plurals, and McNichol and May. Free beer 
is available every night. For full schedule, visit www.coldtowne.com. 

The ColdTowners, who have spent a good deal of time on the road lately, performing in 
improv festivals across the country, are still a little stunned by this latest development and 
the way they’ve been embraced by their new hometown. Says company member Arthur 
Simone, “Austin’s been so great and accepting since we've been here, and to be given our 
own theatre space/comedy venue is more than we could ever have hoped for.’’ - R.F.

BASS CONCERT HALL: 

Extreme Makeover, PAC Edition 

For nearly three years, there’s been talk about 
Bass Concert Hall shutting down for 18 months 
to bring the 1981 venue up to 21st-century code 
with $7.6 million in fire and safety improvements. 
But last month, the UT Board of Regents upgrad- 
ed the upgrade to a full-blown renovation of the 
3,000-seat hall, approving $14.7 million for a 
makeover that will give the aging brown-brick the- 
atre a glassy new face and internal enhance- 
ments in everything from sound to concessions to 
restrooms. The plans come from BOORA 
Architects of Portland, Ore., which has been at 
work on the project since 2003. Firm principal 
Stan Boles specializes in cultural-arts facilities 
and has worked extensively on university campus- 
es; plus, he just happens to be a UT grad, which 
makes him more than usually well-suited to this 
project. What he and BOORA envision for Bass is 
bumping out its front several feet and encasing it 
in a five-story glass and steel structure, creating 
an expanded, more light-filled lobby and atrium. 
Restrooms, particularly those for women, will be 
enlarged and improved; concessions will be recon- 
figured; and facilities will be added that will allow 
patrons to actually dine in the hall before events. 
The interior of the hall will see new seating and 
flooring, more lighting with a new grid in front of 
the stage, new sidewalls, a forestage canopy and 
new stage cheek walls to help with sound projec- 
tion, and new acoustical curtains that can be 
adjusted for different kinds of events so that 
sound can be distributed more evenly throughout 
the hall no matter who’s on stage. 

As previously noted, Bass is scheduled to close 
in May 2007, at the conclusion of the Performing 
Arts Center’s 25th anniversary season, and 
reopen sometime in the fall of 2008. While con- 
struction is under way, the UT PAC will have to 
scale back the number of supersize bookings, 
such as the Broadway in Austin megamusicals 
and top-draw pop and comedy acts, but it will con- 
tinue to program full seasons, making more use 
of its other venues: Hogg Auditorium, Bates 
Recital Hall, and the B. Iden Payne and 
McCullough theatres. According to PAC Director 
Pebbles Wadsworth, the Bass renovation “is just 
the beginning of what's to come." A promised “big 
picture” announcement is said to show Austin 
“firsthand the university’s continuing commitment 
to the arts and the Performing Arts Center’s 
vision for the future.”

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Showing the Way 

The 2006 class of the Austin Arts Hall of Fame

They are our guides across the cultural landscape. They are among the first to find new forms 
of creative expression, to discover new works of art and lead us to them. They seek out promis- 
ing new talent and give them the space and resources to develop into strong, vital creators. They 
explore new outlets for making and appreciating art, founding organizations and events that can 
connect culture with the community in innovative and invigorat- 
ing ways. They are the artists, the educators, the patrons, and the 
advocates who show us the way to richer and more fulfilling lives 
through the arts, whose talents and steadfast commitment to the 
arts have been instrumental in the development of the lively cul- 
tural scene flourishing in Austin today. Five years ago, the Austin 
Critics Table, that loose affiliation of local arts writers that recog- 
nizes outstanding creative work in the city every year, established 
the Austin Arts Hall of Fame as a way to recognize the efforts of these cultural heroes. The seven 
individuals being inducted this year have all spent decades working mightily on behalf of the arts, 
and all but one, I’m happy to report, are still actively engaged in that work today. The Critics Table 
will welcome them into the Hall of Fame on Monday, June 5, at the Cap City Comedy Club. Here 
is an introduction to this year’s honorees and why we honor them. 


The induction of the 2006 
class of the Austin Arts Hall of 
Fame will take place at the 2005- 
06 Austin Critics Table Awards 
ceremony on Monday, June 5, 
7pm, at the Cap City Comedy 
Club, 8120 Research. 


Ada Anderson 

One thing that was always clear to Ada 
Anderson: Expose a young person to the 
arts, and you set that young person on the 
road to success. That was the spark behind 
the Leadership Enrichment Arts Program 
that Anderson founded as part of an edu- 
cational-outreach program for Austin Lyric 
Opera. Since 1989, LEAP has given more 
than 2,000 African-American and other 
minority youth the chance to experience 
opera, ballet, the visual arts, and other cul- 
tural resources as a means of helping them 
develop both personally and academically. 
It’s possible that the program’s seeds were 
planted while Anderson was getting her 
master’s in educational psychology from 
UT, but it’s equally likely that they came 
from her own history, growing up in a 
household where music and art were trea- 
sured and seeing their influence on her as 
she became a successful businesswoman 
- founding Anderson/Wormley Real Estate 
with her husband Andy in the 1950s - and 
a tireless advocate for civil rights and 
education. Like her efforts in those fields, 
Anderson’s work to promote the arts has 
spanned decades: founding LEAF; serving 
as a founding board member of Austin 
Lyric Opera, spending 15 years on the 
board of Laguna Gloria Art Museum, chair- 
ing that board, and sitting on the board of 
the Long Center for the Performing Arts. 
Among honors too numerous to list here, 
she has been elected to the Texas Black 
Women’s Hall of Fame and the African- 
American Women’s Hall of Fame, has 
received the Leadership Award from the 
Austin Chamber of Commerce Business 
Committee on the Arts and the Leadership 
in Civil Rights Award from the LBJ School 
of Public Affairs, and was given the Austin’s 
Most Worthy Citizen Award by the Austin 
Board of Realtors in 2004. 


Charles W. Moore 

All it takes is one visit to the Charles 
Moore House to understand its creator’s 
vision of architecture and the impact he’s 
had on the field and this community. 
Its densely packed interior, extravagantly 
colored and patterned and meticulously 
filled floor-to-ceiling with books, toys, 
folk art, models, and masks, radiates an 
infectious joy and belief in the power of 
place both to reflect lives and to transform 
them. By the time he came to Austin, 
Moore was already a celebrated architect, 
author, and educator, whose innovative 
approach in works such as Sea Ranch, the 
San Francisco recreational community; 
and the Yale Building Project, a teaching 
tool for first-year graduate students at 
the Yale School of Architecture, marked 
him as a pioneer and leader in his field. 
After an academic career that included 
Berkeley, Yale, and UCLA, Moore was 
lured to UT-Austin, where he taught from 
1984 until his untimely death in 1993. 
While here, Moore established a travel/ 
study program to enable architecture 
students to sharpen their sense of place 
in relation to building design, and he 
was honored with the AIA/ACSA Topaz 
Medallion for lifetime achievement in 
architectural education and the American 
Institute of Architects’ Gold Medal for 
the significance of his contributions to 
architecture - the latter so prestigious an 
award that the Tower was lighted orange 
in Moore’s honor. He formed the pro- 
fessional partnership Moore/Andersson 
Architects with Arthur Andersson, from 
which came the extraordinary compound 
that includes the house that bears his 
name. As his final residence and work- 
place, the Charles Moore House has been 
preserved as a center for the study of his 
architectural ideas and projects. 


Robert DeSimone 



When Robert DeSimone arrived 
in Austin to direct Dialogues of the 
Carmelites for UT Opera Theatre, he 
thought he’d be here for a year or 
two at most. Twenty-three years later, 
he’s still here, still directing operas 
at UT (most recently, Dialogues of 
the Carmelites, coincidentally enough) 
and still giving university students 
invaluable preparation for an operatic 
career. Considering that DeSimone 
originally studied to be a concert pia- 
nist and spent four years being trained 
in the dramatic arts at the Sadlers 
Wells Theatre in London, his long 
stay deep in the heart of Texas may 
seem surprising. But clearly UT Opera 
Theatre has been a good fit for the 
director, who built on the strong foun- 
dation established by its first direc- 
tor, 2003 Austin Arts Hall of Fame 
inductee Walter Ducloux, and made 
the program recognized throughout 
the land. Under DeSimone’s leader- 
ship, UT Opera Theatre has become 
distinguished by the quality of its 

productions and diversity of its repertoire, most notably its strong emphasis on 20th-century 
operas and works of musical theatre and its promotion of new works, which have included 
the American premiere of Luis Jaime Cortez’s La Tentacion de San Antonio and the world 
premieres of The Scarecrow, by Joseph Turrin; The Old Majestic, by Robert Xavier Rodriguez; 
Bandanna, by Daron Aric Hagen; Cynthia Parker, byjulia Smith; and operas by UT composers 
Donald Grantham (The Boor) and Dan Welcher (Della’s Gift and Holy Night). 


Jessie Otto Hite 

Few folks can claim more of a stake 
in the Blanton Museum of Art than 
Jessie Otto Hite. Her affiliation with 
the museum goes all the way back 
to 1979, when it was still called the 
Huntington Art Gallery, and its home 
space in the UT Art Building was so 
small that its showpiece collection of 
20th-century American art - a gift of 
author James Michener and his wife 
Mari - had to be housed all the way 
across campus in the Ransom Center. 

At the time, a career in the visual 
arts was still a new concept for Hite, 
who had done her undergrad study 
in childhood education before opt- 
ing to pursue a graduate degree in art 
history. She was offered a part-time 
job at the Huntington as a curatorial 
assistant, but within a few years she 
advanced to assistant curator and then g 
assistant director of public affairs. 2 
She was named museum director in S 

CD 

1993, just in time for the university b 
to begin serious discussions about the “ 
construction of a new home for the 
Huntington. Over more than a dozen years (and through four different UT presidents), Hite 
has shepherded that dream to reality, and her tenure has seen not only the transformation of 
the Huntington into the Blanton Museum of Art, complete with just-opened gallery building 
and soon-to-come administrative building on the southern edge of campus, but the Blanton’s 
acquisition of two major art collections: the Suida-Manning Collection of Renaissance and 
Baroque Art and the Leo Steinberg Print Collection.

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David Nancarrow 

Where would the theatre be, 
asks the old joke, without a light- 
ing designer? In the dark goes the 
punchline, but there’s much more to 
it when the lighting designer in ques- 
tion is David Nancarrow. Without 
him, Austin would be without an 
artist who understands light the 
way a painter understands paint. 

Nancarrow’s employment of its color, 
textures, presence, and absence to 
create setting, atmosphere, and drama 
has illuminated - in every sense of the 
word - works of theatre, dance, and 
opera in the dozens of productions 
that Nancarrow has designed through 
his 40-plus years in Austin. And that 
mastery has been apparent not only 
in his own design work but in that of 
the student designers that he taught 
during his more than four decades on 
the faculty of the UT Department of 
Theatre & Dance (a career that earned 
him the College of Fine Arts Student 
Council Teaching Excellence Award 
in 1980 and 1990). Born and raised 
in England, Nancarrow came to Austin after earning degrees at the University of Virginia, 
the Yale School of Drama, and the Shakespeare Institute of the University of Birmingham, 
England. In addition to his work for departmental productions, Nancarrow has designed 
locally for Ballet Austin, Actor’s Repertory of Texas, the State Theatre, and Austin Theatre 
Alliance and has served as resident lighting designer for Austin Lyric Opera since its launch 
in 1987, designing 48 of their productions, including this past season’s II Trovatore and Lady 
Macbeth of Mtsensk. He’s also occasionally worked himself onto the stage, proving himself a 
winning actor in such shows as Holiday and Time Again in Oz. 


Ken Webster 

Like the wandering cowpoke in 
an old Western, Ken Webster has 
always gone his own way. While 
the veteran actor and director has 
worked for companies all across the 
city, from the State Theatre to Big 
State Productions to children’s the- 
atre company Project InterAct, he’s 
devoted most of his creative energies 
- and made his largest contributions 
to our arts scene - through his own 
small, independent theatre compa- 
nies. In fact, in the early Eighties, 
when a wave of new theatre compa- 
nies broke on the scene, Webster was 
there with one of the most vigorous 
ones, Performing Players of Austin, 
presenting gutsy new plays out of 
Chicago and paying actors at a time 
when community theatre was still the 
norm. Webster championed Mamet, 

Shepard, and Durang when most 
locals still didn’t know their names, 
much less their plays, and he has 
continued to introduce Austin audi- 
ences to daring new theatrical voices, 
such as Rebecca Gillman and Daniel 
Maclvor. As a director, he’s always liked to match offbeat, edgy scripts with gifted actors 
unafraid of taking risks. Perhaps they take their lead from Webster himself, who has always 
distinguished himself as an actor of boldness and force, never more so than when holding 
the stage alone, as in Eric Bogosian’s Sex, Drugs and Rock & Roll, and Daniel Maclvor’s House. 
Given how many shows he’s staged in the storefront theatre on West 43rd (with Performing 
Players and its successor, Subterranean Theatre Company), it’s fitting that Webster has for 
five years been artistic director of Hyde Park Theatre. 




Rodolfo Mendez 

In Ballet East Dance Theatre, Rodolfo Mendez created 
a community arts organization in the truest sense of the 
term: Its work is as much about the community as the art; 
the two are inextricably intertwined. Mendez’s vision for 
the company grew out of his experiences as a Peace Corps 
worker in Costa Rica and Chile, where he helped develop 
dance and theatre programs for students in primary and 
secondary schools. After returning to Texas, the Austin 
native founded Ballet East in 1977 and has been bringing 
dance to underserved communities in his hometown ever 
since. The company provides a crucial training ground for 
young dancers and choreographers on the Eastside, giving 
them a place where they can develop their skills and flour- 


ish, working in a variety of modem styles with guest artists 
that range from local choreographers with Ballet Austin 
and the UT Department of Theatre & Dance to national 
dance makers from the Alvin Ailey American Dance 
School, Joyce Trisler Danscompany, and Philadanco. To 
see the effectiveness of Mendez’s efforts, one need look 
no further than Ballet East’s assistant artistic director, 
Melissa Villarreal, who got her start dancing with Mendez 
at age 14. Since 1989, Mendez has also reached more 
than 5,000 young Austinites through Dare to Dance, a 
theatre/dance program that uses performance to enhance 
a child’s self-assurance and critical thinking skills and has 
been repeatedly recognized by the President’s Committee 
on the Arts and the Humanities as an outstanding arts 
education program. 
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THIS VOICE IN MY HEART: A 
GENOCIDE SURVIVOR'S STORY OF 
ESCAPE, FAITH AND FORGIVENESS 

by Gilbert Tuhabonye with Gary Brozek 
Amistad, 260 pp., $23.95 

The story of genocide is left to be told by 
the scarred souls who survive it. Scarred by 
fire, Austinite Gilbert 
Tuhabonye tells a 
story of evil so vast 
as to be incompre- 
hensible - except 
perhaps in small 
doses. 

In This Voice in My 
Heart , Tuhabonye’s 
story of the 1993 
genocide in Burundi 
is interspersed and 
italicized between 
the story of his life 
growing up in a 
small village, allow- 
ing us to absorb 
without retching, 
without turning away 
in horror. But horrific 
it was, that day in 
October 1993, when 
Hutu neighbors 
butchered and burned Tuhabonye’s Tutsi 
classmates, teachers, and friends. 
Tuhabonye alone survived the attack after 
breaking a window with a charred femur, 
avoiding a crowd of murderers and running 
through the woods with his skin aflame. 


Tuhabonye survived, he believes, in order to 
tell the story. The "voice in his heart” spoke to 
him through the horrors, telling him that he 
would survive so that he could bear witness. 
That voice, Tuhabonye believes, was God, speak- 
ing strength, saving his life, and imbuing his 
days with new meaning. Switching between the 
horrific and the mundane, This Voice in My Heart 
has a rhythm, a pace, a melo- 
dy, which draws you in. A mor- 
bid fascination with the acts 
of ordinary citizens gone feral 
is balanced against daily life 
in a place with limited elec- 
tricity, water drawn from a 
well, and no indoor plumb- 
ing. You learn how running - 
the discipline, the ability to 
endure pain, and ultimately 
the opportunities for travel - 
played a powerful role in 
Tuhabonye’s life (including 
bringing him to Austin). You 
also learn how the massacre 
strengthened Tuhabonye’s 
faith, and how that faith has 
become the central tenet of 
his life. This Voice in My 
Heart contains a photograph 
of a monument on the site 
of the massacre. It reads 
“Never Happen Again.” In the face of the cur- 
rent genocide in Darfur, it is hard not to be 
cynical about such sentiments. Yet after read- 
ing Tuhabonye’s story, told without rancor, one 
is led to have faith that in the end, there is 
redemption in hope. - Rita Radostitz 



THE POSSIBILITY OF AN ISLAND 

by Michel Houellebecq, translated by Gavin Bowd 
Knopf, 352 pp., $24.95 

Anthony Trollope once remarked that a sati- 
rist did best to write little, “or it will seem 
that his satire springs rather from his own 
caustic nature than from the sins of the world 
in which he lives.” So it 
is with Michel Houelle- 
becq ’s newest novel, 
which suffers from the 
flaws of his other works, 
but lacks their wit and - 
relatively speaking - 
their charm. 

Loosely, the novel 
comprises the life story 
of Daniel, and his clone 
descendants’ - Daniel24 
and Daniel25 - commen- 
tary on it. Daniel is a 
comedian whose exploit- 
ative, violent humor has 
won him a moderate 
celebrity and an invita- 
tion into the ranks of the 
Elohimites, an immortali- 
ty cult that eventually 
develops the technology 
to create a new race of 
“neohuman" clones, including Daniel's future 
commentators. The time spent with the 
Elohimites is the most engaging part of the 
novel, and it is disappointing to realize that 
most of the details Houellebecq offers, right 
down to the prophet’s enthusiasm for race-car 
driving, are not invented, but rather 
unchanged facts about the Raelian sect, with 
whom the author spent some time. 


The majority of the novel is Daniel’s banal 
and exhaustive account of his day-to-day life: 
his unshakeable weltschmerz that borders on 
farcical (“I contemplated the sea, which was 
immense and gray; as flat and gray as my life”), 
his misanthropy, and - especially - a satyria- 
sis Houellebecq seems to see as mankind's 
defining feature. The 
women in island may as 
well be disembodied vagi- 
nas - with the exception of 
older women, who are not 
even accorded that privilege 
and are referred to variously 
as wounded or sick ani- 
mals of little use to soci- 
ety. Isabelle, Daniel's first 
love and perhaps the only 
female character who is 
not a complete moron, 
wisely observes in a post- 
coital conversation that 
“women have gone com- 
pletely mad.” (For consis- 
tency’s sake, she eventual- 
ly goes mad.) 

With this novel’s sweep- 
ing generalizations and 
extreme, two-dimensional 
characters, it appears 
Houellebecq has transitioned from satire to 
something like polemical pornography. One 
would hope that the book’s dualistic structure 
would allow for enlightening inner critique, but 
while this book's clone historians admit to 
Daniel’s numerous flaws, they, too, seem to 
be vehicles for a worldview that is misanthrop- 
ic, hopeless, and ... well, just not that original.

WINE OF THE WEEK 

Hook and Ladder 

Back in 1970, a San Francisco firefighter named Cecil DeLoach 
bought a few acres of land planted in Zinfandel in the Russian River 
Valley with the goal of having something to work with on his days off. 

Fie eventually made wine, enjoyed some success, and kept plowing 
the profits back into the company, finally creating a huge winery 
called DeLoach. 

\ Three decades later, he sold the label and is now in the odd posi- 
tion of competing with a wine with his name on it, which he doesn’t 
own. Instead, he retained the fruit from his 375-acre farm in the 
Russian River Valley and started a new winery, naming it after the 
\ fire truck he worked on, the hook and ladder. 

The new winery is a much smaller operation. Each of the wines 
has a specific character and delicious concentration, and all qual- 
ify as bargains. Their most popular wine is a great red called the 
Tillerman ($15), a blend of Cabernet Sauvignon, Cabernet Franc, 
and Sangiovese. It's a good wine for Texas foods like grilled 
meats, burgers, and barbecue. The Russian River Valley 
Chardonnay ($15) is a nice, crisp white wine for quaffing around 
the back yard, one of the best I've tried lately. 

True to the DeLoach heritage, Hook and Ladder also makes a 
big-boned Sonoma Zinfandel ($20). Given the skyrocketing prices 
of zins over the last few years, this has to qualify as a steal. With 
vines dating back to 1895, this wine is about as spicy as you 
get, with just the right amount of jammy fruit to make it work with 
big tomato-sauce dishes like pasta and meatballs. 

You can find their wines at Grape Vine Market, Cork & Co., 
and at fine wine shops. - Wes Marshall

They had 
a great time enjoying the food, art, and architecture in that bustling metropo- 
lis and came back energized and eager to implement new dishes on the 
menu at FINO (2905 San Gabriel, 474-2905). Look for a week of meals 
inspired by their Spanish sojourn sometime in June. The Foxes are also 
excited about the new team on the range at FINO: Executive chef James 
Moore has returned to Austin after honing his cooking chops in Los Angeles 
and Santa Fe, while pastry chef Amanda Rockman comes to FINO after 
spending two years in the pastry kitchen of chef/cookbook author Gale 
Gand at Tru in Chicago... Brunch fans will be pleased to note that Starlite 
(407 Colorado, 374-9012) is now serving their popular brunch at the new 
downtown location from llam-3pm every Sunday.

At the corner of Second and Lavaca, Taverna 
is the newest eatery to grace the latest “hip- 
pest-spot-in-town" and the current see-and-be- 
seen Downtown dining scene. With its sidewalk 
tables full of diners engaged in lively conversa- 
tion, Taverna has become a very popular desti- 
nation at all hours of the day. With some excep- 
tions, the food is good, although the menu is 
somewhat predictable and the atmosphere can- 
not quite shake its chain-restaurant feel. 

Our first experience was at lunchtime, when 
it was obviously very crowded and parking was 
a problem, since valet service is offered only at 
dinner. The Poached Salmon Salad ($10), with 
strawberry slices, roasted walnuts, and raspber- 
ry vinaigrette; as well as the Taverna Chopped 
Salad ($12), with grilled chicken, avocado, 
tomato, bacon, gorgonzola, and a tangy lemon 
dressing, were fresh and plentiful. A thin-crust 
Pizza al Prosciutto ($9), with mozzarella, shaved 
parmesan, and arugula sounded promising, but 
we found the toppings lacking. The arugula was 
placed on top uncooked, so it kept falling off, 
and the crust was not quite crisp. The Risotto 
Special ($14.50), with roast leg of lamb, shaved 
parmesan, caramelized shallots, and balsamic 
reduction was delicious, but the portion was 
small and included only a few shreds of meat. 

We returned a second time for dinner. The 
inside dining room is small, and the tables are 
crammed so close together that it creates a 
very loud atmosphere, making intimate conver- 
sation impossible. The small bar looked cozy 
and inviting for a drink and an appetizer before 
dinner, but we were told either to get a table 
then or experience a wait of IV 2 hours. They do 
not serve dinner at the bar, so we opted to seat 
then. We were quickly whisked to an outside 
table, where we waited a considerable amount 
of time before anyone came to acknowledge us. 
Once our waiter came, however, he was friendly 
and efficient. 

Dinner begins with a crisp rosemary focaccia 
with a small ramekin of olive oil and balsamic 
vinegar. As an appetizer, we tried a well-present- 
ed Beef Carpaccio ($9) with shaved parmesan, 
olive oil, and capers. The entrees were quite 
good. The handmade Spinach Gnocchi With 
Bolognese Sauce ($13), light and fluffy pillows 
in meaty and well-seasoned sauce with the right 
amount of garlic and tomato, were heavenly. 

The Lamb Special ($20.95) was served with a 
wine reduction, soft polenta, and roasted mixed 
vegetables, and was flavorful and satisfying.

For dessert, we tried the Cheese Plate ($12), 
served with dried figs and a ramekin of honey 
on the side. One can choose any combination 
of three out of five available cheeses or pick 
just one for $7. This light dessert went very 
well with our waiter’s suggestion of Graham’s 
20-year port ($11). He also suggested the 
Balsamic Ice Cream With Sauteed Strawberries 
($6), which he explained was made with Haagen- 
Dazs vanilla ice cream mixed with a homemade 
balsamic reduction. It was delicious. 

On our latest visit, we enjoyed brunch on 
a sunny and breezy Saturday afternoon. The 
Frittata Special ($10), with fresh spinach, 

Italian sausage, and fontina cheese was fluffy 
and savory, and the Fried Eggs al Forno ($11) 
served over toasted bread and drizzled with 
truffle oil were accompanied by plump links of 
sausage and crisp bacon. Both dishes came 
with fresh home fries seasoned with rosemary 
and bacon. Bottomless mimosas are served 
for $10. 

Overall, I found that while the food is fine 
at Taverna, the prices are rather high for the 
amount of food served, while the atmosphere 
of the tightly packed dining room does not allow 
for a lingering dinner. But on a sunny afternoon 
sipping wine at one of their sidewalk tables, 
you might just feel transported far away from 
Downtown Austin. - Claudia Alarcon

Before her 
first trip home to Oaxaca in six years, Leo 
made a huge batch of tamales for Billy 
to eat during her absence, so he would 
save money by not eating out. He shared 
with friends, and they all wanted to know 
where they could get some more of those 
amazing tamales. A light bulb went off 
over Billy’s head. 

After Leo’s return from Oaxaca, the 
couple made another huge batch and 
took them to First Thursday on South 
Congress, where they rapidly sold out. Leo 
and Billy knew they needed an approved 
kitchen to cook the tamales, so a deal 
was made with the old G&M Steakhouse 
at Sixth and Lamar. 

Now they have their own place, as one 
side of the La Chica minimart on the cor- 
ner of Gault and West Anderson. Oaxacan 
Tamaleo’s seating capacity is 21, and the 
decor might best be described as homey. 

The menu is small, but every single item is 
rock-solid and delicious, and service is as 
friendly as one could hope for. 

The tamales are superlative: the best 
in town (chicken with red mole, pork with 
green salsa, and black bean with cheese, 
$2.75 each, $24 per dozen; Leo sells 
them at the Downtown Farmers’ Market on 
Saturdays, while Billy’s son is at the Sunset 
Valley Farmers Market). They’re banana-leaf 
wrapped, with a masa that’s light as a feath- 
er and fillings that are rich and flavorful. The 
Pozole ($3 for the small bowl, $4.50 large) 
looked vapid until the first bite proved other- 
wise: an intense chicken stock with hominy 
and lots of hidden moist chicken underneath 
(it comes with a radish and cabbage salad 
on the side). The Caldo de Mariscos (Friday 
only, $4.50) is sinfully good: a rich, spicy, 
tomato seafood broth loaded with shrimp, 
crab, mussels, and clams. 

Daily specials run Monday through Friday: 
lunch is $4.98; dinner, $6.45. We’ve had 
Monday’s delightful chile relleno: a big roast- 
ed and peeled poblano stuffed with lots of 
gooey Oaxacan string cheese, then grilled. 
Wednesday's albondigas are huge beef and 



rice meatballs that have simmered in a gar- 
licky tomato sauce lightly spiced with chiles. 
Friday’s scrumptious mojo de ajo is marinated 
whole tilapia, with the sides scored and slath- 
ered with garlic before it’s grilled on a griddle. 

Tuesday is pork in green chile sauce, and 
Thursday is turkey in red mole sauce (sorry 
- we haven’t had those yet, but we sampled 
the mole and loved it: It has lots of depth and 
seductive chile flavor up front, with the nuts 
and chocolate lurking in the background). All 
the specials come with perfect black beans 
topped with white cheese, fluffy Mexican rice, 
tortillas, and Tamaleo’s award-winning red or 
green salsas. Another entree we sampled 
was an incredible Lamb Shoulder Barbacoa 
($6.45): meltingly tender chunks of lamb that 
have been cooked in banana leaves, then 
topped with a rich, piquant seasoned lamb 
stock. There are limited breakfast options, 
as well as liquados, tamarindo and jamaica 
drinks, and flan for dessert. 

Every dish we have tried has been dynamic 
and full-flavored, and overflowing with authen- 
tic Oaxacan taste. Based on price and portion 
size, it’s the best interior Mexican meal deal 
in town, and once you meet Leo and Billy, 
you’ll understand the source of the love they 
put into their food. -Mick Vann

WINTER SOLDIER 

New Yorker Video, $24.95 

On January 31, 1971, more than 125 Vietnam 
veterans gathered in a conference room at a 
Howard Johnson’s in Detroit for a reckoning. 
Over three days of voluntary testimony, they rat- 
tled off a litany of crimes against humanity so 
brutal and willfully malevolent as to give almost 
anyone pause, especially an American popula- 
tion still trusting in its own delusional sense of 
decency and fair play. These young men mapped 
in unnerving detail the length and breadth of the 
Vietnam war and of their own complicity in it - 
beatings, rapes, burnings, mutilations, torture - 
all 125 with stories to tell more horrible than 
the last, all 125 willing to admit their own fail- 
ures and transgressions in order to save their 
souls and the soul of a country that had so cal- 
lously misused their youth. Along with these 
soldiers, there came a group of 18 young film- 
makers. Calling themselves the Winterfilm 
Collective and including such soon-to-be-noted 
documentary directors as Barbara Kopple ( Harlan 
County, USA) and Robert Fiore ( Pumping Iron), 
they were intent on capturing every second of 
what proved to be one of the most singular and 
significant events in American military and pro- 
test history. The result, Winter Soldier (rarely 
seen since its 1972 debut at Cannes), is about 
as troubling, fascinating, and depressing as 
documentaries get: 95 minutes long, stark in 
its form - nothing but soldiers confessing their 
sins, shot almost entirely in unnerving black- 
and-white close-ups, tempered only occasionally 
by outside footage, until the claustrophobia is 
almost palpable. The movie is unrelenting from 
beginning to end, consisting of the worst story 
you’ve ever heard followed hard upon by the worst 
story you’ve ever heard, ad nauseum; the same 
themes and ideas repeat over and over, like 
machine-gun fire: the trained dehumanization, the 
unquestioned notions of American masculinity, 
the forced indifference to human life, the fear, 
the ruthlessness, and the casual brutality. Not 
exactly family viewing, but if there are films of real 
social significance in this world, we can safely count 
Winter Soldier among them. - Josh Rosenblatt

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BEYOND BIG TEX 

'Ride Around the World' IMAXes cowboy culture 

If writer/director/producer Harry Lynch senses any irony about enjoying a steak salad 
while discussing Ride Around the World, his IMAX homage-on-the-range to cattle, horses, 
and cowboys, he isn’t letting on. He’s savoring both the meat and his accomplishment at 
the end of the trail. Ride traces the global history of the cowboy culture, from Moorish 
horsemen to Spanish conquistadores, from vaqueros in Mexico to cowpokes in Texas and 
up northward into British Columbia. Lynch recently sat down to talk with the Chronicle 
about the film just prior to its Austin premiere. - Steve Uhler

Austin Chronicle: What drew you to the subject of a film on the global evolution of the cowboy? 
Harry Lynch: If you’re from Texas, somewhere in your past is a cowboy. Most people 
have a real preconceived notion of what the cowboy is. He’s Anglo, he wears a Stetson, 
he rides a horse, but that’s just part of the story. We wanted to go back and trace the lin- 
eage of the horse-and-cattle culture to its beginnings. It’s a 1,500-year-old tradition, not a 
150-year-old tradition. It’s multinational. The people who practice it speak several differ- 
ent languages, yet they all have a similar philosophy that’s born from working with horses, 
working outdoors, taking care of animals. This is a homegrown product. When we were 
shooting in Texas, the entire crew was from Austin. Postproduction, almost all of it hap- 
pened in Austin. The score was written by an Austin composer (Brian Satterwhite), and 
every musician on it except for one is an Austin musician. 

AC: What were some of the difficulties of producing an IMAX film? 

HL: It’s a spectacular visual format, but a really challenging format to work in. The cam- 
era pulls almost six feet of film every second, it breaks constantly, the film costs about a 
thousand dollars a minute, and the magazine only holds three minutes. But, from a busi- 
ness standpoint, in the feature-film world, you make a film with this kind of budget, and it 
could be a really good film and go nowhere. In the IMAX world, if you make a good film, it 
will be seen. It’s funny - a lot of IMAX films are made more than once. There’ve been five 
films on sharks, 12 films on dinosaurs, 14 films on outer space ... 

AC: Aside from West Texas, the film utilizes a lot of scenic, exotic locales - Morocco, Chile, 
Canada, Argentina... 

HL: Every place was hard to get to. But that’s part of the thing about making a movie like 
this. You have to take people to places that they have never been before, and likely will 
never go themselves. And that was a nice coincidence with our story because these kind 
of people live in these kind of places. You don’t find thriving cowboy cultures very often 
that are within driving distance of a city. They’re way, way out there. 

AC: The movie plays more like a feature film than an IMAX documentary. 

HL: Each time I was envisioning how to structure a scene I’d try to do it in a feature-film 
kind of way - more camera setups, more close-ups, and a much faster editing pace. It 
allowed us to keep the film more active, and hopefully more fun. 

AC: The footage of horses is spectacular. 

HL: Cowboys love horses, all of them; it’s the thing that unites them. Me and every crew 
member developed a huge love for horses, and I hope that when people watch this film, 
they get that same sensation. We want people to walk away from this movie feeling like 
they’ve got to climb in the saddle and ride a horse.

Original Alamo Will 
Survive ... as a Nonprofit 

Rumors of the Alamo Drafthouse 
Downtown’s impending demise can finally be 
put to rest. The movie house that Karrie and 
Tim League built will indeed survive, but 
reworked as a nonprofit entity. “We’re refus- 
ing to let the Downtown theatre die,” Tim 
League says. “It means a lot to us and our 
group of friends. We’re willing to do anything 
we can to keep it alive.” 

The change comes with the fast- 
approaching expiration of the Alamo’s 10- 
year lease and follows a few years during 
which the theatre struggled financially, 
despite being named best movie house in 
America by Entertainment Weekly. The 
growth of an upper-scale nightclub district 
around the theatre points to increased rent 
and an overall threat that the Alamo would 
be only a memory to add to the usual 
Austin cool suspects struck down in the 
name of progress. Instead, the Leagues will 
turn over operations to a board of directors 
charged with keeping the theatre alive and 
interesting for years to come. League looks 
at the original Alamo as an “incubator for 
ideas” that the other two Alamos (South 
and Village) they directly own can’t be as 
primarily first-run theatres. 

The nonprofit board will seek sponsors for 
film series and set up memberships for 
ardent fans to make up financial shortfalls. 
An immediate change will be renovations of 
the lobby and bar area during a brief closure 
around July 4, Tim League says. “Karrie and 
I built it ourselves 10 years ago,” he says. “I 
have a long-term emotional attachment to it, 
and I think the community does, too.”

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Shooting Loose, Long or Short 

The Duplass Brothers discuss how they found 'The Puffy 
Chair/ and where they're headed now as it hits theatres

“Our relationship is that I keep trying to get 
Jay to make a movie, and he’s like, ‘It’s not good 
enough, it’s not good enough.’ And a lot of the 
time, he’s right, but I’m still pushing at him just 
to make it, so we have no choice but to make it 
good enough so we can do it.” The goading that 
eventually produced the nuanced hilarity of The 
Puffy Chair began in earnest at Sundance 2004, 
when brothers Mark and Jay Duplass screened 
their short film “Scrabble,” a follow-up to “This 
Is John,” which had run the previous year in the 
festival’s shorts competition. They vowed that 
in 2005, they’d return with a feature. But most 
of their ideas and scripts were for elaborate 
movie-movies, totally unlike the stripped-down, 
performance-based shorts that had taken them 
to Park City in the first place. 

“We decided at Sundance to make a film 
from our lives rather than from what we had 
been writing,” says Jay, and, within the year, 
the brothers were back with a feature that 
quickly became known as more than good 
enough, backed by ecstatic audience response, 
strong reviews, and the representation muscle 
of John Sloss’ Cinetic Media. If it took them 
another year to finally work out distribution 
with the partnership of Roadside Attractions 
and Netflix, that lag time hasn’t deterred them 
from approaching the making of their next 
film the same way. While the former Austinites 
return to town for the theatrical opening of 
The Puffy Chair, they’ll be casting and scouting 
locations for their next feature.

Austin Chronicle: When the film premiered at 
Sundance, immediately I started hearing from 
friends and acquaintances who were just crazy 
about it; like, not just entertained, but who really 
loved this film. It just seemed odd that you could 
have such incredible audience response at major 
festivals and then take a year for distribution to 
come through. So why didn’t distributors catch on? 
Jay Duplass: It was weird, because it actually 
wasn’t just audience enthusiasm, it was dis- 
tributor enthusiasm, too. It was like everyone 
was in love with it. 

Mark Duplass: We were convinced from the 
first screening that we were going to sell for, like, 
$2 million because of distributor feedback. 

JD: And we were asking everyone, you know, 
“Is this normal? Does everyone get this?” And 
they were like, “No, it’s not normal.” 

MD: We went in with our expectations adjust- 
ed, trying really hard not to be those stupid, 
goofy people you read about who start freaking 
out at Sundance - 

JD: - and we ended up, of course, behaving 
exactly like those stupid, goofy people. 

MD: But, you know, I don’t think your char- 
acterization is right, because distributors really 
did catch on right away. They did like the 
movie, but we kept hearing, “We love this 
movie so much, but it has no stars, and it’s 
shot on D\j and we just can’t do it. We got 


tons and tons of video and cable offers. It 
seems most people think that over five years 
that word of mouth will make a DVD success 
of this movie. But they also say that you can’t 
make it happen theatrically. Theatres can only 
give a film a few weeks to perform, and if you 
don’t perform, it’s over. 

JD: The obvious thing was that we didn’t 
have any bankable stars. The movie looks 
really small, and it’s really funny, and it deals 
with romance and stuff, but it’s not really a 
romantic comedy - 

MD: - or any genre you can easily market. 
But when you’re a small movie like this, you 
can also get underdog status, and people love 
and champion the film. It’s like discovering 
Nirvana’s first demo or something, and so 
people want to own the experience. 

AC: Okay, but so aren’t you guys about to do 
another movie on a similar budget in the same 
style and without stars ? Arm’t you just making 
the same mistake all over again? 

JD: [laughs] Right. Well, the movie is about 
unknown actors. Everyone always says a movie 
can’t be done without stars, but this one has 
to. I mean, the point is it’s about actors who 
want to be famous but aren’t famous. 

MD: We actually had some offers. We could have 
funded this one through a studio if we wanted 
to, but with stars the movie wouldn’t work, and 
without them the financing wouldn’t work. 

AC: Things had already started to change for you 
guys when your shorts started playing at Sundance. 

Mark Duplass: We went in 
with our expectations 
adjusted, trying really hard 
not to be those stupid, 
goofy people you read 
about who start freaking 
out at Sundance - 

Jay Duplass: - and we ended 
up, of course, behaving 
exactly like those stupid, 
goofy people. 

JD: Yeah, I guess they started the inevitable roll 
toward Puffy. 

MD: More than you know. It’s not only 
because they brought us attention, but they 
were a total break in style with everything else 
we’d done up to that point, too. Quite frankly, 
everything we were making up to that point 
was terrible. 

JD: But there was no great revelation to it. We 
just wanted to do something really small and 
that cost nothing, and it seemed pretty funny 


to do a short about a guy trying to record a per- 
fect answering-machine message. We just kind 
of woke up one morning and took a shit, and 
“This Is John” came out. We never know what 
we’re doing until people tell us what we’re 
doing. Until “This Is John” and “Scrabble” and 
“Intervention,” we’d work from concept first, 
but on the shorts, it kind of changed. 

AC: Well, for me, the thing that comes out in the 
shorts that’s more fully realized in the feature is 
the kind of characterization you guys get into. 
Like, in “Scrabble,” Mark, I wasn’t sure if the guy 
you were playing was supposed to be as much of 
an asshole as he seemed to me, but then when I 
saw The Puffy Chair, it clicked, and I realizedyou 
guys weren’t intimidated by needing to keep your 
characters likable at all times. 

MD: I m not really an experienced actor, and so 
if I’m imitating a guy I know, then I can carry it 
off pretty well. And so in the case of “Scrabble,” 
there was this guy that we know, and so I just 
dressed like him and played him. 

JD: What we do is shoot pretty loose and then 
reshape it in editing. So, we’re attracted to sub- 
tleties, and we shape it around that. It’s riding 
a really fine line, what’s funny, what’s dark. 
MD: We really don’t know till the editing 
room, so it’s more like documentary. We try to 
get the most human, funny, dark stuff in the 
moment and then pull it together into a scene 
in the editing room. 

AC: That makes for a relationship comedy that’s 
a lot tougher than you might initially expect. 

JD: Well, we’d had success with the short films 
making movies about stuff we know. And we 
find ourselves talking a lot about relationships, 
how one day you can be totally in love, and 
then suddenly not be, and so you try to figure 
that stuff out. 

MD: We grew up actually talking to each other 
about this kind of stuff when we were like, 
12 or 14, sort of really started early discuss- 
ing how relationships work. And so that was 
something we figured we had to offer and that 
we could really use all this and make fun of 
ourselves while we were at it. 

And we figured, we know how to make 10- 
minute movies, so why not make 9 of them? 
And at first, we thought we’d just rent an 
apartment and shoot this relationship film 


with me and Katie [Aselton], Which, you 
know, would have been the quintessential kiss 
of death. So, then Jay came up with the idea of 
throwing Rhett [Wilkins] into the mix. Jay had 
met Rhett in an acting class, and the idea was 
to have the character be very much like Rhett 
the person. 

JD: So, you have this Type A couple plus Rhett, 
and it would be hilarious. That’s very much 
from our sort of “available materials” school of 
filmmaking. Write for people you know and can 
get into your movie, rather than make some- 
thing up and then try to pluck somebody from 
the atmosphere who can play it. So, we had him 
kind of playing himself three years before the 
film and maybe amped him up a little bit. 

AC: He’s really tremendous in the film. I’ve heard 
that he’s gotten some attention out of it, but he 
kind of doesn’t even return people’s calls. 

JD: Well, you know, that’s funny, because the 
thing that’s great about Rhett is how totally 
true he is to himself, and a lot of the time that 
doesn’t involve being in movies. He’s very 
spiritually centered and is totally devoted to 
figuring out where the universe is leading him. 
MD: And if you let the universe lead, it general- 
ly isn’t going to lead you into an acting career. 
JD: In the film, we wanted to introduce Rhett 
in the right way that’s really true to him, but 
doesn’t play into the usual hippie-stoner sort of 
cliches. And we kept banging our heads against 
the wall about it until we went with this thing 
he really did, which was to spend two days out 
in the parking lot of his apartment complex - 
MD: In a glorified bush. 

JD: Yeah, like two bushes and a tree, and he 
got in there with a video camera to film these 
lizards he had made friends with. And then he 
sent us the tape. 

MD: It’s our favorite movie of all time. So, 
when we show the footage he’s been taking in 
the movie when he’s first introduced, it’s real. 
The original tape. You can’t make that kind of 
stuff up. 

JD: We can’t, anyway. ■

Two weeks ago, I wrote that LAT TV would 
launch on channel 17. It did, though several 
friends mentioned to me that they could not 
see it. Sure enough, when I tuned to channel 
17, it was the Travis County Access Channel, 
just like always. What gives? The problem is 
that I, like many of you, have cable. A call to 
LAT TV’s PR contact offered this sage advice: 
Disconnect your cable so you can watch LAT 
TV over the air. Right. 

Fortunately, friendly LAT TV Community 
Affairs Director Danny Hermosillo offered 
a more logical solution: Buy an A-B switcher. 
That will allow me to go from cable to over-the- 
air viewing (necessary to see LAT TV). Now, I 
know this doodad is only $4, but I can’t help 
but be annoyed. A Time Warner cable subscrip- 
tion is not cheap. Why can’t my digital cable 
box make my TV-watching easier? 

I’ve received this message a couple of times, 
but here is the latest iteration: 

“Is there a way to get either English or 
Spanish translations on any of the TV chan- 
nels? By this I mean as a feature on a TV set. 
Or, is there a Spanish channel/station, dish 
network, or cable system?” 

Depending on the age of your TY you should 
be able to enable SAP which offers Spanish 
subtitles on the screen. Useful, but how about 
English subtitles for Spanish-language pro- 
grams? Even more annoying: I can only get 
subtitles when the TV is set on mute. Maybe it’s 
the age of my TY or I’m a bonehead (or both), 
but hasn’t the time come to make this easier? 

And finally, don’t you hate it when your favor- 
ite cable channel disappears? Such is the case 
for National Geographic fan Robert Pressley.

TCB music news

GOING BACK HOME 

The news broke late last Tuesday after- 
noon, so terrible and unbelievable it was all 
too easy to dismiss: Clifford J. Antone, the 
best friend the blues ever had, dead of a 
heart attack at 56. By the third or fourth 
phone call into the Chronicle, it was obviously 
not a rumor, the TV crews setting up outside 
the club bearing Antone’s name further confir- 
mation. Finally, someone from inside handed 
the media a one-paragraph statement from 
lead counsel Michael McGuire, though see- 
ing it on paper didn’t make it any easier to 
process. Throughout his on-camera interview 
with Andy Langer for Austin’s News 8, 

Carlos Sosa of Boombox, one of the innu- 
merable local musicians to experience 
Antone’s generosity, couldn’t help referring to 
Antone in the present tense. 

The truth wasn’t any easier to swallow at 
the club’s wake the next night, not least 
because TCB would swear on a stack of 
Bibles that he saw Antone himself out of the 
corner of his eye at least twice. Antone’s 
filled up the moment the doors swung open 
at 4pm and stayed that way until closing time 
10 hours later; people lined up around the 
block, for two hours or more, to pay their 
respects. Tears and beers flowed in equal 
amounts, and the chatter was heavy with dis- 
belief (“The first thing I did was load a bunch 
of music on my iPod"). 

Onstage, Tyrone Vaughan and Gary Clark 
Jr. opened the marathon with licks that have 
been around longer than they have; neither of 
the guitarists had been born yet when the 
first Antone’s opened on Sixth Street in 
1975. Ruthie Foster, LZ Love, and Leeann 
Atherton paid tribute with stirring gospel 
numbers, the former two a cappella. Guy 
Forsyth, assisted by Malcolm “Papa Mali” 
Welbourne, took over for a lengthy set that 
fluctuated between raw-boned blues and 
hand-clapping gospel. “There ain't no jail in 
heaven,” he assured the crowd. 

“I’m trying to keep it on track,” Forsyth, one 
of the impromptu memorial’s chief talent 
wranglers, said backstage later. “I wouldn’t 
be in Austin if not for Clifford.’’ New Orleans 
represented with Cyril Neville & Tribe 13 
and Big Chief Kevin Goodman. Latin rock- 
ers Del Castillo, assisted by Ivan Neville on 
B-3, worked their way through a low-down set 
that recalled Antone’s alumnus Albert 
Collins’ Adventures in Babysitting exhortation 
that “Nobody leaves this place without playing 
the blues." Monte Montgomery evoked 
another of the club's fallen heroes with an 
acoustic “Little Wing," and two Texas 
music legends, Roky Erickson and Ruben 
Ramos, stopped by to salute another. 

Exchanging condolences and looking on 
were author and actor Turk Pipkin, King of 


the Hill creator Mike Judge, KUT’s Paul Ray 
and wife Diana, ME Television’s Kevin 
Connor, Double Trouble bassist Tommy 
Shannon, and Pinetop Perkins. “I’m going 
to go over where they shine the shoes so I 
can smoke a cigarette,” plotted the irascible 
93-year-old pianist. In Antone's upstairs inner 
sanctum, Jimmie Vaughan and Derek 
O’Brien rehearsed for their set, for which 
they were joined by several generations of 
Austin blues history: W.C. Clark, Denny 
Freeman, James Cotton, Charlie Sexton, 
and Chris Layton of Double Trouble and ex- 
Fabulous Thunderbird Fran Christina dou- 
bling up on drums. Antone even made his 
presence felt during the Eric Tessmer Band’s 
finale: Allen Daniel’s pleas for a bass were 
answered by someone fetching Antone’s own 
from upstairs. 

Thursday afternoon, the fact that Antone 
was really gone sank in at his Cook-Walden 
funeral home viewing. As his friends and fam- 
ily stood clustered in small groups, some 
openly sobbing while others just looked 
stunned, Antone lay at peace in a sharp black 
suit and ever-present Longhorns national 
championship cap. Always the gracious host, 
and a bit of a rogue, the hint of a smile 
played around his lips. 

By Saturday’s funeral, with St. Mary's 
downtown cathedral as packed as Antone’s 
was Wednesday, others slowly found their own 
smiles. It may have been the only Catholic 
funeral in history to follow Schubert's “Ave 
Maria” with Clifton Chenier’s “Going Back 
Florae," and to have incidental music from a 
pickup band of Perkins, Vaughan, O’Brien, 

Kim Wilson, and Hubert Sumlin. Their rendi- 
tion of Vaughan's “Six Strings Down” had the 
crowd clapping along, first tentatively, then 
forcefully. Immediately beforehand, Perkins 
broke the tension with an expertly timed 
“shave and a haircut - two bits" riff, the first 
muffled snickers building into a wave of 
appreciative applause. Summing up Antone’s 
eventful life, Father Tom Rafferty found 
unlikely wisdom in the sage words of Dr. 
Seuss. “Don’t cry because it’s over,” he said. 
“Smile because it happened." Leaving the 
sanctuary for Antone’s wake at the Fleadliners 
Club atop the Chase Building, his sister 
Susan could hardly stifle a grin. “I think 
Clifford paid Pinetop extra for that.” 

(Note: At press time, Saturday’s citywide 
memorial for Antone at the Palmer Events 
Center was scheduled for 6pm, but the lineup 
had not been released. See Music Listings, 
p.94, for more information.) 

ANTONE'S A.C. 

(AFTER CLIFFORD) 

By the time of his death, even Clifford 
Antone couldn’t pretend that his namesake 
club is Austin’s home of the blues. Blues has 
more of a home there than any other local 
club, perhaps, but most of the old bluesmen 
Antone loved so much are dead, and those

that aren’t are hardly in any condition to tour. 

Kenny Wayne Shepherd, Derek Trucks, 

Sue Foley, and Maceo Parker might drop by 
once in a while, but that’s about it. The club’s 
Blue Monday night survives, albeit on Tuesdays. 

Since Antone’s left its moorings on 
Guadalupe Street for the Warehouse District 
in 1997, the club has made ends meet, 
sometimes just barely, with a combination of 
mainstream alt-rock (Bob Schneider, 

Vallejo), Texas country (Django Walker, 
Cooder Graw), radio-friendly singer-songwrit- 
ers (Edwin McCain), nostalgia (Zombies, 
Cracker), and hip-hop (Bavu Blakes, Dogg 
Pound). Its current identity stems more from 
its size than anything else. 

“It’s definitely the finest 600-seat venue in 
the city,” says David Cotton, who recently 
began booking Antone’s alongside the Saxon 
Pub, Momos, and Threadgill’s World Head- 
quarters. “It’s the only 600-seater, really.” 

Cotton wants to revive early shows for older 
clubgoers, who are loath to deal with 


Downtown’s difficult parking and heavy foot 
traffic, while also going after young club-hop- 
pers, who may not be ready to settle in one 
place until late. 

“To really make some successful shows, 
you need to shoot for what’s already down 
there," he says. “Mark Proct’s been bringing 
in hip-hop that’s done pretty well. Charles 
Attal brings in stuff that’s too small for 
Stubb’s and a little too large for the Parish. I 
think the young rock shows are the way to go." 

Besides, argues Cotton, maybe the blues 
isn’t quite as dead as people think. The run- 
away success of Los Lonely Boys, who 
played Antone’s on their ascent, is proof 
enough of that. 

“The blues has been thriving in Austin, 
Texas, for a long, long time,” he says. “Gary 
Clark Jr. and Eric Tessmer, Tyrone 
Vaughan's got a new project, Jake Andrews 

is back in town. If you put those guys down 
there late night, you might develop a little 
thing happening again."

AMERICA'S MUSICAL LIFE 

by Richard Crawford 

W.W. Norton, 992 pp., $23.95 

America’s Musical Life isn’t simply a his- 
tory of music in the United States. It’s a 
history of the country, with music as the 
central character. People and personalities 
take a backseat to art and entertainment, 
a business and form of worship. Author 
Richard Crawford demonstrates an incred- 
ible depth of knowledge while maintaining 
a well-distributed balance between the 
three main spheres of music he explores: 
classical or “art" music, popular music, 
and traditional music. Crawford’s writing 
oozes passion for all three, the result of 
a lifetime’s worth of research, begun in 
earnest in 1961. His scope is grand and 
all-encompassing, beginning with the music 
of America’s native population at the time 
of the European encounter, to Stephen 
Foster, John Phillip Sousa, slave songs, rock 
& roll, and hip-hop. The reader gets to see 
the first sketch of Native American music, 
notated by an early European settler; learn 
of Charles Ive’s double life as insurance 
salesman by day, seminal composer by 
night; and read why rap videos are about 
“posse, posse, and posse.” Writing in nei- 
ther the novelistic style of best-selling histo- 
rians Robert Massie and David McCullough, 
nor with the tedium of typical academic 
books, Crawford tries to find a middle 
ground: substantial and authoritative but 
readable and engaging. While this attempt 
succeeds for the most part, the pacing over 
900 pages bogs down occasionally. For 
anyone who wants a deeper understanding 
of American music, its roots and its evolu- 
tion, there is no other single book to really 
compete with America's Musical Life.

GOING UNDERGROUND: 
AMERICAN PUNK, 1979-1992 

by George Hurchalla 
Zuo Press, 318 pp., $24.95 

Hurchalla gets it right for using Idle Timer 
Dixon Colbourn’s blazingly punk rock, Cash- 
esque photo of Randy “Biscuit" Turner, late 
of the Big Boys and this earth, as his cover 
shot. This second edition is dedicated to both 
of those Austin punk icons - now presumably 
gigging across the great wide open in a winged 




Ford Econoline with 
Will Shatter, Joe 
Strummer, et al - and 
includes an addi- 
tional chapter on the 
Austin/Texas scene 
that’s invaluable, both 
as historical record 
(the perpetually inclu- 
sive Big Boys con- 
tretemps with homo- 
phobic DCenesters 
Bad Brains is thick 
with menace) and as decidedly un-rose-tinted 
backward glance ( MRR No. 6 sported the 
arresting cover header “The Dicks: A Commie 
Faggot Band!??!”). Trying to encapsulate the 
entirety of American punk rock, even with the 
1992 cutoff in which Hurchalla wisely caps 
this exhaustive look-back, makes Hercules’ 
Augean stable-boy routine seem positively fun, 
fun, fun. Nevertheless, Hurchalla’s efforts are 
impressive, given the fragmented and regional 
nature of American hardcore in the Eighties, a 
time well before the Web made for a truly Punk 
Planet. Mimicking an Eighties-era tour, it mean- 
ders all over the place without ever fully wear- 
ing out its welcome. To paraphrase the Butthole 
Surfers: Regret is not having been there the 
first time round. - Marc S avlov 


YOU CAN'T STOP A COMET: MY 
FRIENDS AND BUDS WE'VE ALL 
BEEN SOMEWHERE TWICE 

by Cutter Brandenburg 
318 pp., $60 

The long, awkward title could’ve been recast 
as Mr. Cee's Wild Ride. Cutter Brandenburg, 
better known to friends and associates as 
“Mr. Cee," jumped aboard the Stevie Ray 
Vaughan train in the early days, first as friend 
and confidante, then as roadie and confidante. 
Without focusing on guitar-wanking or philoso- 
phy (except his own), Brandenburg paints an 
arresting portrait of life behind a guitarist des- 
tined for the stars, only to see it explode like 
a supernova. You Can't Stop a Comet is hardly 
a traditional read, however, delivered more like 
an oral history that’s been transcribed without 
much thought given 
to style or grammar. 

That’s okay; Cutter 
cops to that early 
on, and those rough 
edges give the book 
its offbeat charm, 
much of it courtesy 
of the book’s insider 
photos (over 250 of 
them including a color 
section) and their

lengthy captions, which offer a very personal 
look from the backstage perch into SRV’s life, 
as well as Cutter’s further adventures touring 
with Johnny Winter, Jo Jo Gunne, and others. 
Make no mistake, though. This is Cutter’s 
story and Cutter’s life, and he tells it like it is, 
right up to tales of his own club. Comet throws 
sparks with the passionate exuberance of a fan 
and friend, and at $60 bucks a pop, it’s obvi- 
ously for fans and friends. To them, it’s worth 
every cent. - Margaret Moser 

HOTEL CALIFORNIA 

by Barney Hoskyns 
Wiley, 336 pp., $25.95 

It was such a lovely 
place: Los Angeles in 
the mid-Sixties offered 
a refuge from suburban 
America in the grip of war, 
a dwelling for kindred spir- 
its. Brit rock crit Barney 
Hoskyns’ Hotel California 
recounts the genesis of the “denim navel-gaz- 
ers” of Laurel Canyon, inhabited by the likes 
of David Crosby, Neil Young, Joni Mitchell, the 
Byrds, Gram Parsons, and a rotating door of 
celebrity. The opening scene is meant to be a 
harbinger, of course: It’s 1971, coke is it, and 
David Geffen’s sitting naked in a sauna with 
the Eagles. The shift from peace and love to 
Porsches and blow came with the end of Sixties 
idealism, posits the author. Hoskyns takes a 
historian’s view, chronicling the success and 
failures of CSN (and sometimes the Y), Jackson 
Browne, Linda Ronstadt, Fleetwood Mac, James 
Taylor, and Joni, through the country-fried singer- 
songwriter era to the Malibu beach houses of 
the early Seventies, when stadium tours had 
to be booked to fit ballooning egos. To wit, 
Graham Nash is quoted as saying L.A. at this 
time was like “Vienna at the turn of the century, 
or Paris in the 1930s”, with Geffen as Svengali 
and founder of the influential Asylum label. By 
1970, he was already a millionaire, and the 
Eagles’ declaration, “You can check out any 
time you like” was the perfect elegy. 


BOOK OF LONGING 

by Leonard Cohen 
HarperCollins, 232 pp., 

$24.95 

Leonard Cohen’s new 
collection of poetry finds 
him not, as some fans 
might imagine, wandering 
frozen plains in search 
of salvation, but rather a 
mere mortal, trapped in 
a room with “the remote lost somewhere in 
the bed." Book’s tone is best captured by the 
words inscribed above a self-portrait: “I never 
found the girl. I never got rich. Follow me." 

The longing is still there, but it’s coupled with 
a liberating sense of resignation, of plunging 
one’s hands deep into the earth and coming up 
with little more than words. Still, light gets in 
through the cracks, and though Book of Longing 
has its share of sorrow, it’s of an edifying, 
not despairing sort. “You are not the one I’ve 
stopped looking for,” he writes in one poem, 
but it’s clear that giving up the search isn’t 
tantamount to giving up - a sentiment befitting 
Cohen’s Buddhist conversion. A more care- 
fully curated selection of Cohen’s illustrations 
would’ve been nice; as is, the pages are some-

times clogged with layered, repetitive doodles 
and drawings that seem to have been executed 
in MS Paint. In truth, this is more of an anthol- 
ogy, lacking the cohesion a smaller collection 
might have offered. Still, it reaffirms Cohen’s 
mastery in the domain of desire, and devotees 
will not be disappointed. The only drawback is 
that it can’t be listened to in the dark.

ROCK EN ESPANOL: THE LATIN 
ALTERNATIVE ROCK EXPLOSION 

by Ernesto Lechner 
Chicago Review Press,

The only thing lamer 
than the collected works 
of rock critics not named 
Lester Bangs are their left- 
overs. Argentine Ernesto 
Lechner, who covers the 
Latin beat for Los Angeles 
Times, Chicago Tribune, 
and Rolling Stone, among 
others, began covering the scene at its apex, 
1997, and it’s immediately apparent that the 
19 acts profiled in Rock en Espahol were cho- 
sen from among Lechner’s previous feature 
assignments. Not that those efforts have been 
reprinted here. Instead, Lechner throws togeth- 
er an inadequate amount of biographical 
details, ersatz record reviews of whatever the 
act was promoting at the time, and tidbits from 
accompanying live shows. Long artist quotes 
that oft times should’ve been paraphrased by 
the author serve as further padding. That said, 
there’s not much fat here; Manu Chao, one of 
the architects of the movement, gets dis- 
patched in nine loose-print pages, and it’s one 
of the longer entries. Molotov is half-assed in 
5V2, and El Gran Silencio make out no better at 
six pages. More problematic, perhaps, is 
Lechner’s general taste; his dismissal of Julieta 
Venegas’ career best, 2003’s S/' (“strangely 
pedestrian"), belies the entire thrust of her 
entry. Ely Guerra, meanwhile, the other leading 
diva to make headway in the States, doesn’t 
make it out of an appendix, which includes 
blurbs on lesser Rock en Espahol acts like El Tri, 
Los Lobos, and Santana. - Raoul Hernandez 

HERE, THERE AND 
EVERYWHERE: MY 
LIFE RECORDING 
THE MUSIC OF 
THE BEATLES 

by Geoff Emerick and 
Howard Massey 
Gotham, 400 pp., $26 

As a 15-year-old record- 
ing assistant at EMI’s 
Abbey Road studios in 
London, Geoff Emerick was fortunate enough 
to be assigned to the first Beatles recording 
session there in 1962. Making the most of 
serendipity, he replaced Norman Smith as the 
Beatles’ regular recording engineer at 18, win- 
ning the group’s fealty during the Revolver ses- 
sions by running John Lennon’s vocal through 
a Leslie speaker to effect the sound of “the 
Dalai Lama chanting from a mountaintop" on 
“Tomorrow Never Knows.” Although Emerick’s 
autobiography isn’t much of a dirt-disher, his 
allegiance to the McCartney-as-Mastermind 
school is clear throughout (no surprise given

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BOB DYLAN: THE ESSENTIAL INTERVIEWS 

edited by Jonathan Cott 
Wenner Books, 447 pp., $23.95 

For Bob Dylan at 65, The Essential Interviews surely 
ranks right up there as a worst nightmare: 31 handpicked 
instances of somebody catching him unaccompanied and on 
the record. Four decades’ worth of outsmarting and being 
outsmarted, of connecting and misdirecting, all contextual- 
ized in a code-breaking foreword. “Throughout his career he 
has played off his role of ‘Bob Dylan’ ... against the silent 
center of his inner life,” writes Rolling Stone contributing edi- 
tor Jonathan Cott. “Elusive, oblique, mercurial, and always 
in motion, he has resisted in both his life and work being 
categorized, encapsulated, finalized, conventionalized, can- 
onized, and deified. ... Flow does one, therefore, go about 
interviewing someone as mutable and multiple ... a person 
who once sang ‘Don’t ask me nothin’ about nothin’/I might 
just tell you the truth’?” Cott, whose 1978 discussions 
with Dylan rank as rare and worthy classics, tries on some of his subject’s masks and gets a 
couple of great “how I got that story” responses out of the likes of Robert Hilburn and Mikal 
Gilmore - legendary Dylan tamers, both - before exploring the philosophical idea of interview 
itself, of how “glimpsing and sensing requires, on the part of both interviewer and interviewee, 
a delicate balance between ‘seeing between’ and ‘seeing through,’ ... between openness 
and a respect for the mysteries and boundaries of personality.” In other words, while the 
interviewee’s bizarrely paraphrased 1971 clash with Dylan Liberation Front Minister of Defense 
A.J. Weberman is included here, his awkward, ugly showdown with the unfortunate-for-so-many- 
reasons Time reporter in Don’t Look Back isn’t. Neither, sadly, is a press conference in Rome 
marking the release of 2001’s Love and Theft, during which Dylan actually said "My songs are 
all singable.” Not all of Cott’s selections meet his own criteria - and he’s left out a few that 
do - but there are revelatory stretches everywhere you look: John Cohen and Flappy Traum’s 
1968 effort for Sing Out!, certainly, and Paul Zollo’s measured and affectionate SongTalk piece. 
“That’s another way of writing a song, of course,” Dylan told Zollo in 1991. “Just talking to 
somebody that ain’t there. That’s the best way. That’s the truest way.” - Shawn Badgley 



his ongoing association with Sir Paul). Lennon 
is described as an oft-brilliant songwriter who 
couldn’t convey his vision in musical terms, 
while George Plarrison is portrayed as a neo- 
phyte who took hours to overdub lead guitar 
parts in the beginning. Meanwhile, Ringo Starr 
quietly played chess in the corner while wait- 
ing to do drum parts. Aside from quitting the 
White Album sessions after a nasty remark from 
Lennon, Emerick followed McCartney and pro- 
ducer George Martin’s example of quiet, steady 
diplomacy - a demeanor that carries over to his 
prose. This renders Here, There and Everywhere 
somewhat dry in comparison to more salacious 
biographies that follow the Beatles through jel- 
lybean showers, acid trips, and legal acrimony.

IS ROCK DEAD? 

by Kevin J.H. Dettmar 
Routledge, 208 pp., $19.95 

No, rock’s not dead, but 
do we really need 200 
pages to tell us that? 

English professor Kevin 
J.FI. Dettmar set out to 
perform an arduous task, 
putting on the detective’s 
cap and pounding the 
pavement in search of 
clues, bodies, distraught parents, and danger- 
ous dames (well, the awkward cover drawing 
represents the first two). He digs deep and, 
indeed, offers estimated times of death for 
poor rock & roll: Elvis on The Ed Sullivan Show, 
Altamont, Dylan going electric, the dawn of MTV 
and its first video, the Buggies’ "Video Killed 
the Radio Star,” the PMRC, and the death of 
Kurt Cobain. He also cites writers and critics: 
Lester Bangs (“Everybody should relax. Rock & 
roll died when Elvis went down for his physi- 
cal."), Greil Marcus, Jim DeRogatis, and has an 
especially gnarly thorn in his side for author 
Nick Hornby for trashing Kid A in a New Yorker 
article - an affront which inspired this book 
(“He can be quite ruthless with music that 
doesn't fit comfortably into his comfortable 
life.”) In the end, however, he says rock fans are 
the quickest to declare rock dead when their 
favorite band goes “mainstream," and that 
declaring it so allows it to go on. True, but as he 
also notes, it’s old enough now to start dying of 
“natural causes.” We just have to stop confus- 
ing maturity with death. - Audra Schroeder 

I HATE MYSELF AND WANT TO DIE: 
THE 52 MOST DEPRESSING SONGS 
YOU'VE EVER HEARD

Hyperion, 271 pp., $12.95 

East Texas DJ turned 
writing/producing 
Hollywood TV hybrid Tom 
Reynolds investigates 
what takes a song from 
mildly dispiriting to bar- 
rel-swallowing suicidal 
(sorry, Kurt), employing 
both profuse sarcasm and 
better-than-average musi- 
cal analysis. A depressing 
song need not be awful - “Strange Fruit” and 
“Sister Morphine” are here alongside dreck like 
“You Don’t Bring Me Flowers” - but it almost 
has to have a key change, a phenomenon 
Reynolds labels brain concussion modulation 
(BCM). Entertainingly grouped into chapters 
like “If I Sing About Drugs, People Will Take Me 


Seriously,” “She Hates Me, I Hate Her," and 
“I’m Telling a Story Nobody Wants to Hear,” 
his 52 finalists are as disparate as Metallica’s 
“One” and Terry Jacks’ “Seasons in the Sun," 
but they’re all pretty damn depressing. The 
sheer misery of compiling such a list probably 
explains why Reynolds’ prose is frequently as 
overwrought as the tunes he exacts such rel- 
ish in disemboweling: Celene Dion doing Eric 
Carmen’s “All by Myself," a bleak prospect 
indeed, is “like watching a Huey helicopter 
being used on a fox hunt.” Reynolds takes 
special delight in blasting Burt Bacharach col- 
laborator Carole Bayer Sager, but his winner 
is Newsong’s 2000 AC hit “The Christmas 
Shoes,” which is “more depressing than Jim 
Morrison puking in front of a naked Indian in a 
Paris hotel room." Well then, pass the ammo.

BECOMING ALMOST FAMOUS: 

MY BACK PAGES IN MUSIC, 
WRITING, AND LIFE

Anyone who’s ever 
wondered how writing 
about rock music has 
progressed in the last 
30 years needs to read 
Becoming Almost Famous, 
the latest from former 
Rolling Stone editor Ben 
Fong-Torres. A collection 
of the veteran writer’s 
best articles, previously 
published in Rolling Stone, 
and Gourmet, provides a fabulous history les- 
son. Fong-Torres offers behind-the-scenes 
glimpses of Paul McCartney, the Band with 
Bob Dylan, Emmylou Harris, the Grateful Dead, 
Dusty Springfield, and Lou Reed, but also 
opens a window into a time when writing about 
rock was still new. The longtime San Franciscan 
composed brief introductions to each article 
that also shed light on the writing process 
- from assignment to printed form. His offbeat 
style, attention to detail, and obvious love of 
the music sparkles, even in pieces that chron- 
icle happenings more than three decades ago. 

A visit to San Antonio with Cheech and Chong 
in 1972, when comedians could be the equals 
of rock stars, is an absolute time trip. The title 
piece, pulled from the 2000 Cameron Crowe 
flick Almost Famous, not only explains his role 
in working with burgeoning writer Crowe, but 
his ability to laugh at himself - and the out-of- 
the-ordinary situations working at Rolling Stone 
often presented. - Jim Caligiuri 

BODY PIERCING 
SAVED MY LIFE: 

INSIDE THE 
PHENOMENON OF 
CHRISTIAN ROCK 

by Andrew Beaujon

People seeking 
religious freedom, we 
learned in history class, 
founded America. Puritan 
principles and morals still drive the ideology 
of our culture, and there’s no better evidence 
of that than in pop culture. Almost everyone 
of a certain age has had a brief flirtation with 
Christian rock, and U2 doesn’t count. Former 
Spin contributor Andrew Beaujon understands 


this phenomenon and sets out to understand 
and explain why this genre is emblematic of 
America itself. Beaujon pulls no punches in 
his examination of the contemporary Christian 
music industry and how it makes a palimp- 
sest of those in the fold who perpetrate the 
unforgivable sins of adultery (Michael English) 
and homosexuality (Marsha Stevens). He also 
reveals the blinding whiteness of Christian 
music, which obviously mirrors the demographic 
makeup of the Religious Right. While he’s 
always respectful, Beaujon subtly points out 
Christian culture’s tendency to insulate itself 
from the secular world and then turns his criti- 
cal gaze on those who choose to operate out- 
side of that space, particularly David Bazan of 
Pedro the Lion. Bazan is the exemplary artist of 
faith, acknowledging his devotion to Jesus while 
questioning the establishment that purports to 
promote His values and teachings. In the end, 
Beaujon argues, it’s this testing of limits that 
makes Christian rock uniquely American, for 
better or worse. - Melanie Haupt 

EVERYTHING I'M CRACKED UP TO 
BE: A ROCK & ROLL FAIRY TALE

The music industry 
has changed since 
the Nineties. General 
distrust of major labels 
has brought indie-label 
prestige and smaller 
expectations. Every 
musician still dreams of 
being a rock star, but the 
financial and emotional 
reality is clearer. Maybe 
it was all a mirage: grunge, alt-rock, stinky boys, 
tough grrrls. Everything I'm Cracked Up to Be 
is Jen Trynin’s palpable greenroom glimpse 
into the music industry. After spending years 
in Boston’s “Sunday-through-Wednesday-night- 
folk/acoustic-chick-band wasteland," the svelte 


rocker dove into an image-corrupting wormhole 
of pseudo fame. Without moping or pointing 
fingers, Trynin relives the complexities and 
smoke-blowing of five odd years of daydreaming 
and hellfire - bidding wars, record contracts, 
meeting and greeting, and finally returning 
home. What seems like A Rock & Roll Fairy Tale 
is rougher than dirt, and the fall stings. If her 
songs aren’t familiar (“Maybe we could talk in 
the shower”), her wit and ease are. Although 
the previous decade introduced Lilith Fair and 
took Kurt away, they also gave Trynin some fan- 
tastic material. “What I miss most is no longer 
having this dreamy vision of myself floating 
somewhere on the horizon,” she admits. “The 
truth is, once my future finally arrived, I was still 
just me.” - Darcie Stevens 

LET'S GET TO 
THE NITTY 
GRITTY: THE 
AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
OF HORACE 
SILVER

Pianist/composer 
Horace Silver’s legacy 
of artistic stature and 
commercial success 
spans a half century and includes, not only 
some of the greatest small jazz groups ever, but 
also a fair share of the music’s most memora- 
ble compositions and recordings. Unfortunately, 
this slender autobiography hardly does its sub- 
ject the justice he richly deserves. Following his 
humble upbringing in Norwalk, Conn., and emer- 
gence on the NYC scene in the early Fifties, 
Silver gives us the rudiments of his esteemed 
career without being generous in detail. There’s 
plenty about his travels and leadership with 
drummer Art Blakey of the fledgling Jazz

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Messengers, his life-altering spiritual awaken- 
ing, and the least listened to albums in his pro- 
lific oeuvre. Most disheartening was the sole 
page dedicated to the six-year reign of his most 
renowned quintet and the one paragraph given 
to his handful of excellent Nineties albums. 
Likewise, the narrative is virtually bereft of any 
discussion of Silver’s soulful piano style that 
forged R&B, gospel, bebop, and Caribbean ele- 
ments into a rhythmically compelling signature. 
Sloppy editing leaves glowing errors - like the 
contention that trumpeter Dave Douglas and 
saxophonist Vincent Herring were early quintet 
members, when neither man was even born yet. 
An enlightening afterward by editor Phil Pastras 
and comprehensive discography put a positive 
endnote on an unnecessarily disappointing read.

ROCK & ROLL ARCHAEOLOGIST

In 2000, Microsoft 
co-founder Paul Allen 
opened the Experience 
Music Project, a 
140,000-square-foot 
Seattle museum dedi- 
cated to the rise of 
rock and the history of 
Northwest music. At 
the time, few realized 
that beyond Sub Pop 
and Nirvana, the Jet 
City had been home to talents such as Quincy 
Jones and a host of early R&B players, while 


in 1963, the Kingsmen first recorded their 
immortal “Louie, Louie” down the road apiece 
in Portland. Yet the person most responsible 
for collecting artifacts was not Allen, but vinyl- 
mad amateur musicologist Peter Blecha. In 
his Roc k & Roll Archaeologist, Blecha explains 
how he landed the “job of a lifetime," and boils 
down the story of how he built a collection of 
nearly 100,000 items. Anyone who’s visited 
EMR housed in a bloblike structure designed by 
architect Frank 0. Gehry, knows Blecha spent 
Allen’s money effectively. EMP holds a vast 
array of guitars, the world’s largest repository 
of Jimi Hendrix memorabilia, and a hall dedi- 
cated to the defunct punk clubs, where bands 
like Soundgarden and Pearl Jam got their start. 
Bizarrely, given that Blecha was negotiating with 
folks like Courtney Love and bidding half a mil- 
lion to win Clapton’s “Brownie” Stratocaster, his 
narrative falls flat. Having spent the Nineties 
placing rockers, rappers, and punks under 
glass, Blecha now fears letting them out.

LITTLE MONEY STREET: 

IN SEARCH OF GYPSIES AND THEIR 
MUSIC IN THE SOUTH OF FRANCE

Ben Harper walks into a bar but is refused 
service because he’s black. Deep South? Yep, 
deep south France - Perpignan - near the 
Spanish border. It’s one of the interesting tid- 
bits peppering Fernanda Eberstadt’s voyeuristic 
Gypsy exploits in this Mediterranean town. The 
40-ish scribe from Manhattan high society is 
poet Ogden Nash’s granddaughter and has 


four novels to her 
name, plus bylines 
in The New Yorker, 

Vogue, New York 
Times Magazine, and 
Vanity Fair. Judging by 
the book’s title and 
cover (a family photo 
with dad holding a 
guitar), one assumes 
an exploration of the 
Gypsies’ mystical 
music-making follows. 

No luck. Eberstadt 
professes crazy love for Gypsy music, espe- 
cially the band Tekameli, which she tracks for 
over a year until she meets lead vox Moi’ses, 
joining him and his clan in varied outings. 

Only some are musical; the tome’s engine is 
the Gypsies’ quotidian existence during the 
onslaught of modernity, not music. Eberstadt’s 
colorful cockfight depiction seems at least as 
long as anything musical. Little Money Street 
is entertaining and insightful, despite casually 
used phrases like “impenitently insalubrious.” 
Eberstadt’s forte: presenting a vivid mise en 
scene of - for better or worse - the Gypsy 
core: family. - David Lynch 

GREAT PRETENDERS: MY STRANGE 
LOVE AFFAIR WITH 50s POP MUSIC

Free Press, 241 pp., $25 

What began as an aimless project that 
threatened to get sucked into a research 
vortex almost a decade ago finally morphed 
into Great Pretenders, former Newsweek critic 


Karen Schoemer’s tracing of the much-maligned 
genre of American music in an effort to under- 
stand the cultural moment behind her parents’ 
doomed marriage. While Schoemer breaks little 
new ground here - all those covers of R&B 
tunes done by Pat Boone and Georgia Gibbs 
were simply “white" versions of more "threaten- 
ing” work by black artists - she does illuminate 
Fifties pop for a new generation. If, for example, 
you think Britney Spears and the Backstreet 
Boys were the foreparents of manufactured 
teen idols, Schoemer would like to introduce 
you to an aging heartthrob named Fabian. Her 
intentions are good, but this effort to peel back 
the layers of shitty, 
white-washed pop 
music from the era that 
birthed the Feminine 
Mystique doesn’t quite 
jive. Schoemer inter- 
sperses honest, some- 
times fawning profiles 
of C-rate performers 
(Patti Page, Gibbs, and 
Tommy Sands among 
them) with rather indul- 
gent personal chapters 
in which she works 
out her emergence as an acclaimed rock critic 
and estranged daughter of a bitter mother. It’s 
a worthy exercise but ends up being a rather 
disjointed read, despite Schoemer’s critical 
self-awareness and willingness to make herself 
vulnerable and open to the same criticism she 
metes out. - Melanie Haupt

Nashville Radio might be the tonic for such 
sticker shock. In some ways, it bests owning 
a singular piece of art, reproducing 215 of the 
Mekon’s works, along with lyrics and illuminat- 
ing essays on his past and sources of inspira- 
tion. Also included is a special CD of Langford 
accompanied by fellow Mekon Sally Timms, 
Randy Franklin, and others performing 18 origi- 
nal songs relating to the paintings. His distinc- 
tively styled depictions of country music giants, 
such as Bob Wills, Hank Williams, and Johnny 


Cash, as well as more ghostly figures (blind- 
folded cowboys, astronauts, and dancers), are 
impeccable and, as a whole, Nashville Radio is 
a work of art unto itself. Honky-Tonk Heroes and 
Hillbilly Angels, meanwhile, presented as chil- 
dren’s book, is a treat for fans of country music 
no matter their age. George-Warren offers brief, 
complete biographies of 15 pioneers, including 
the Carter Family, Roy Acuff, Loretta Lynn, and 
George Jones, accompanied by Levine’s color- 
ful folk art portraits. Buy this for the kids, but 
keep it for yourself. Apple for the Teacher, also 
geared more for the younger set, is equally 
likely to interest adults. Celebrated children’s 
author Jane Yolen presents charming descrip- 
tions of American workers through the ages, 
from chimney sweep to computer programmer. 
Each is illustrated with pieces of Americana 

- quilts, mudvanes, watercolors, and factory 

signs - and accompanied by sheet music for 
piano and guitar on songs, both old and new, 
that relate to each occupation. A unique collec- 
tion of song, art, and essays that demonstrates 
Labor Day is every day. - Jim Caligiuri 

FEVER: THE LIFE AND MUSIC OF 
MISS PEGGY LEE

Henry Holt and Company, 464 pp., $30 

In Fever: The Life and Music of Miss Peggy 
Lee, the subject reclines in the good company 
of mostly blonde, white girl singers - Dinah 
Shore, Doris Day, Patti Page, Rosemary Clooney 

- that accompanied the best of the big bands. 

In terms of mass market, they outshone the 
luminous, more soulful voices of Sarah Vaughn, 
Ella Fitzgerald, and even Billie Holiday, all of 


whom fought the battle 
of race. Taken as a 
whole, none of them 
escaped the setbacks of 
being women in a male- 
dominated business, 
and that took its toll. For 
Peggy Lee, born Norma 
Egstrom, singing was 
the way out from under 
a cruel stepmother and 
bleak Scandanavian- 
Lutheran background 
in North Dakota. As GQ writer Peter Richmond 
spins her tale in extravagant prose, with velvet 
words that make for gushy reading, Lee rode 
life’s rollercoaster blindfolded and unbelted. 

The peaks - working with Benny Goodman, Bing 
Crosby, Frank Sinatra - and having hits over 
several decades (“Fever,” “Is That All There 
Is”) - were rudely offset by failed relationships 
and broken marriages, all of which led to her 
deeply spiritual search for meaning. Lee was 
never destined for artisitic immortality, yet her 
voice, smooth as the curl of cigarette smoke, 
her platinum allure, and a calling-card song like 
“Fever” nevertheless enshrine her in divahood’s 
grand hall. - Margaret Moser 

BLUE MONDAY: FATS DOMINO AND 
THE LOST DAWN OF ROCK 'N' ROLL 

by Rick Coleman 
Da Capo, 400 pp., $26.95 

Since rock & roll history books tend to favor 
Elvis Presley, Little Richard, Chuck Berry, and 
Jerry Lee Lewis, Rick Coleman’s first-of-its-kind 
biography of Antoine “Fats" Domino restores 


the legacy of a colos- 
sal musical and 
cultural juggernaut. 

From the Ninth Ward 
of New Orleans, a 
young Domino teamed 
with composer Dave 
Bartholomew at 
Cosimo Matassa’s 
J&M Studios to forge 
the rhythmic signature 
of most of the rock 
& roll to come dur- 
ing the late Fifties. 

“There were at least three layers of rhythm in 
every Domino record, including the piano trip- 
lets, some variation of Bartholomew’s bassline 
played by various instruments, horns riffing in 
the background, and the drums usually deliver- 
ing a pounding two-four backbeat, which made 
the rhythms virtually irresistible.” Universal hits 
“Ain’t That a Shame,” “Blueberry Hill," and “I’m 
Walkin’” thrust Domino to the symbolic forefront 
of an emerging Civil Rights movement. Following 
the lead of fellow New Orleans R&B giant Louis 
Jordan, Domino often refused to play segre- 
gated halls as his resounding performances 
typically yielded the obliteration of social taboos 
- blacks and whites shared the dance floor and 
on occasion rioted. The author traces Domino’s 
firebrand and mother’s bloodline back to Haiti 
where the model of the revolutionary Toussaint 
L’Ouverture inspires the full breadth of his 
Creole upbringing. Both an innovator and an 
instigator, Fats Domino’s unbridled mojo literally 
dictated the course of American cultural history.

"News of the Weird" reported in 2001 that a bulimic woman in Toyoda, Japan, had been 
caught illegally dumping about 60 lbs. a week of her own vomit in remote locations and, 
in 2003, that another bulimic woman had been caught discarding similar quantities near 
Madison, Wis. (perhaps, say health professionals, to assist their denial process by keeping 
their own homes untainted). In April 2006, sheriff's deputies reported a similar spree, iron- 
ically near an Iowa town called Mount Pleasant, that has now totaled about 50 bags' worth 
over a three-year period, but at press time, the vomiter was still at large. 


LEAD STORY 

The National Health Service office in 
Dundee, Scotland, has recommended toilet 
techniques for the estimated one-third of the 
population that suffers from bowel and blad- 
der dysfunction, according to an April report 
in the London Times. The pamphlet, “Good 
Defecation Dynamics,” lists preferred breath- 
ing habits and describes the proper, upright, 
seated posture for effective elimination (“Keep 
your mouth open as you bulge and widen”), 
and encourages support for the feet, perhaps 
“a small footstool.” 

THE ENTREPRENEURIAL SPIRIT 

• Earlier this year in separate incidents, two 
physical education teachers at Ernest Ward 
Middle School in Pensacola, Fla., were arrested 
and charged with bribery for allowing students 
to avoid gym classes by paying the teachers 
money. Tamara B. Tootle, 39, charged in April, 
allegedly gave students credits at $1 per student 
per class, and Terence Braxton, 28, arrested in 
February, pleaded guilty in May to a similar 
scheme, admitting to making at least $230. 

• More Side Businesses: 1) A highly publicized 
attraction of the Isdaan restaurant in Gerona, 
Philippines (according to a March Reuters dis- 
patch) is its “wall of fury,” against which diners 
can vent frustrations by smashing things (with 
fees ranging from the equivalent of 30 U.S. cents 
for a plate up to $25 for an old TV set). 2) In July, 
according to BBC News, British farmer David 
Lucas will be forced by European Commission 
rules to give up his lucrative sideline of building 
gallows for Zimbabwe and other governments 
that still employ hangings. Lucas’ single gallows 
sells for the equivalent of $22,000, and the 
Multi-Hanging Execution System, mounted on 
a trailer, goes for about $185,000. 

PEOPLE WITH 
TOO MUCH MONEY 

Women’s handbag designers, uncertain about 
the effect of Hurricane Katrina on Louisiana’s 
alligator habitats, spent the winter searching 
for new supplies of hides, according to a March 
Wall Street Journal report. The fall gator harvest 
saw prices rise 50% from two years earlier, 
forcing Ralph Lauren, for example, to raise the 
price of its most prestigious alligator purse to 
$14,000, and hide prices were expected to rise 
another 50% this summer. (Alligator shoes, 
shirts and coats have also soared in price, and 
the alligator-paneled piano sold by Giorgio’s of 
Palm Beach now costs $950,000.) 


WORKPLACE TRAUMAS 

1) In Miami, actress-dancer Alice Alyce, 29, 
sued the owners and managers of the musi- 
cal “Movin’ Out” for $100 million in March 
after they fired her, allegedly because they 
believed her breasts are too large for her role. 
2) Schoolteacher Sue Storer, 48, filed a lawsuit 
against the government in Bristol, England, in 
March, asking the equivalent of $1.9 million 
for having fired her when she complained of, 
among other things, never getting a replacement 
for her classroom chair, which she said emitted a 
“farting” noise every time she sat down. 


PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

In April, Michael Theleman, 45, finding true 
love hard to come by in the isolated town of 
Bray, Okla. (pop. 1,035), posted a yard sign 
offering to pay $1,000 for help in finding a 
“virgin” bride between the ages of 12 and 24. 
Offended neighbors convinced him to take it 
down, but he replaced it with another, stating 
that his future wife must not be “pig-wor- 
shipping, heathen [or] white supremacist.” 
Theleman said he couldn’t understand the 
neighbors’ furor, recalling that his grandmother 
was married at 14 to “a much older man.” 


SCIENCE ON 
THE CUTTING EDGE 

In April, noted surgeon Sir Magdi Yacoub and 
a team at Ormond Hospital in London re-started 
and re-inserted the original heart of a 12-year- 
old girl after it had been in storage for 10 years 
while she lived with a donated heart. Because the 
donated heart was finally showing signs of rejec- 
tion, Dr. Yacoub decided that the original, which 
was removed because of acute inflammation, 
might have repaired itself enough to work again.

1) Salt Lake City high school student Travis 
Williams was bitten by a baby rattlesnake in May, 
even though a companion had warned him to 
avoid it. Said Williams, “[E]ven though she told 
me not to ... 1 picked it up anyway. I’m not too 
bright that way.” 2) Chesterton, Ind., high school 
student Michael Morris was hospitalized in May 
with a broken leg and broken arm after being run 
into by a friend driving an Acura at about 25 mph, 
but it was consensual.

Indianola might have become a modern gateway to Texas if elements 
of nature had not conspired against the port city. Weather, disease, and 
fire all had a hand in the demise of what was the state’s second busiest 
seaport for nearly 40 years. 

FM 316 ends 14 miles southeast of Port Lavaca on the shores of 
Matagorda Bay near the site of what was once called “Texas’ Queen City.” 
Only 6 feet above sea level, the road along the beach is lined with vaca- 
tion and rental homes built on stilts. Only a few hearty residents call the 
village home year-round. 

The only business in the seaside ghost town, other than real estate 
agents and RV parks, is the Indianola Fishing Marina at the south end of 
the road where the entrance to Powderhorn Lake cuts into the mainland. 
The area is prime waters for redfish, sea trout, and flounder. The coastline 
also attracts a large number of migratory and resident birds. 

The marina provides the only convenience store and waterfront cafe for 
miles, along with cabins and RV spaces. The owners expanded and 
spruced up the place for a 2004 grand opening. Night fishing is very pop- 
ular on the new piers. 

With the exception of Sunday afternoons, the sandy beach along Ocean 
Drive is nearly always empty. The few children playing in the waves or fish- 
ermen throwing their lines into the surf seem oblivious to the history that 
happened here 120 years ago. If it weren't for a few reminders, the mem- 
ory of the once bustling port would be lost to the history books. 

Rene Robert Cavelier, Sieur de La Salle is believed to have been the 
first European to step on the beach of what was to become Calhoun 
County. The French explorer may have named the area at the mouth of the 
Mississippi after King Louis XIV, but his attempted settlement in Texas in 
1685 lead to his death and disaster for his party of colonists. In 1938, 
the state erected a pink granite monument that towers over the beach. 

The wind-swept beaches were left to the natives until 1844 when Carl, 
Prince of Solms-Braunfels chose the natural harbor of Matagorda Bay as 
the landing spot for German immigrants coming to Texas. Without trans- 
portation and roads inland, many of the settlers died of yellow fever, some 
began the long walk to New Braunfels, and others stayed to build the port 
of Karlshafen. 
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The name was soon 
changed to Indian Point, 
and the town thrived with 
the arrival of the U.S. mili- 
tary. For the next 30 years 
the port was a major mili- 
tary supply station, first for 
the Mexican War and then 
for the frontier forts. It was 
second only to Galveston 
for the number of immi- 
grants and goods that 
came ashore. 

A herd of camels des- 
tined for West Texas duty 
landed here in 1857. Mrs. 

Angelina Belle Eberly, hero 
of the Archives War who is 
memorialized with a statue 
on Austin’s Congress 
Avenue, died in Indianola in 
1860. 

With a population of 
5,000, Indianola reached 
its peak of prosperity when on Sept. 16, 1875, a hurricane killed 300. 

The town rebuilt slowly to a population of 2,000 until on Aug. 19, 1886, a 
second, more powerful storm and a fire destroyed the town and its will to 
fight the elements. The residents and the county seat moved to Port 
Lavaca, and the beach became playground for swimmers, fishermen, and 
birders. 

About the only remnants of the port city is a concrete cistern beside 
Ocean Drive and old pilings of abandoned piers. The foundation of the for- 
mer courthouse, now in the water about 300 feet off the beach, is 
marked by a large granite block beside the road. A cemetery off Comal 
Street is littered with old tombstones, although the location of Mrs. 
Eberly's grave is unknown.

And 
when finally they are, their embrace and the way each sensually sucks on each other’s thumbs 
communicates a mutual hunger. But after they’ve been back together, we see them engage in 
strange little games, role-plays rooted in differences in status and levels of desire seething 
with currents of conflict and knotted sexual tension. The tension escalates by way of domina- 
tion and humiliation until some threshold of physical danger is crossed. 

Sex games involving domination and submission aren’t exactly new, onstage or off-, but 
what we witness between Allison and Tim doesn’t appear to be mere sexual stimulation. 

Based on what Burke has shown us of their relationship, particularly their enforced separation 
and the psychic fallout of Tim’s wartime experience - which he describes as a thousand spi- 
ders crawling through his mind - the games that these people play play more like expressions 
of some deeply buried feelings that can’t be unearthed any other way. That’s also testimony 
to the care that director Ellie McBride and actors Liz Fisher and Colum Morgan have taken in 
crafting the characters of Allison and Tim in this co-production of Bayou Radio and the Rude 
Mechs. In the play’s first section, they build the connection between the two with real deliber- 
ateness, taking us from initial friction to tentative friendliness to attraction in measured steps 
that then make the pair’s frustrations and anxieties over their separation - strikingly visualized 
with Morgan’s Tim in silhouette behind a freestanding screen door - credible. (The play’s atmo- 
sphere is richly enhanced by Megan Reilly’s lighting, Leilah Stewart’s spare but ingenious set, 
and Robert Fisher’s subtle but eerie sound.) We can buy Allison and Tim as a couple - and as 
a couple whose union has been so profoundly disturbed that they must seek out alternative 
ways of expressing their feelings. 
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That doesn’t necessarily make their games any less disturbing. The curious personas they 
adopt - a stuttering hick and a contemptuous hillbilly housewife, two matronly widows - and 
the tangle of animosity and desire between them, the verbal cruelty, the eruption of force, the 
presence of a knife or pills to cast a shadow of death over them, all help to make these epi- 
sodes unsettling. They come off as intentional cruelty, two people lashing out at one another, 
each degrading and being degraded by the other. And yet, despite this, something of Tim and 
Allison’s earlier affection bleeds through, some trace of their love still echoes in our ears. Or 
seems to. As Minus Tide winds its way to an ending, we’re left to question the nature of these 
lovers’ actions. Are they assaults born out of frustration that's been twisted by circumstance 
into resentment and hatred? Or could they be desperate attempts at reconnecting their love, 
using the language of damage to pass beyond the damage they've suffered? Abuse or affec- 
tion? We may be too far away to see clearly. Distance makes it hard to tell. Might be a cloud, 
might be a mountain. - Robert Faires

Usually when you see a double bill, the productions are somehow 
related, sharing a theme or a writer or even a production company, 
but that’s not the case with these two offerings. In one, a group of 
adults spoofs junior high talent shows, and in the other, a single per- 
former struts and frets his hour upon the stage. 

Talent Show 1989 is produced by the Getalong Gang, one of 
Austin’s newest theatre companies. Penned by Michael Federico, a 
Gang co-artistic director who also takes on the role of drama nerd 
Dallas, the show is an extended piece of sketch 
comedy. Adam S. Vine Junior High Principal Rick 
Pearson and PTA President Linda Jean Devereaux 
introduce the acts, which consist of a white rap art- 
ist; a frightened singer who can’t be heard; a dancer 
who performs while Pearson and Devereaux have 
vocal, energetic sex offstage; a group of actors that 
present an incestuous playlet; a magician without a 
needed assistant; a metal band doing a song inspired 
by Maya Angelou and Homer’s Odyssey ; and not one, 
but two routines by the school’s drill team, the Rooettes. Director/ 
choreographer Zenobia Taylor, who also expertly handles the role 
of dweebish dancer Stephanie, gets her cast to buy into the broad, 
extremely energetic style wholesale. Every performance in the show 
has something to recommend it, particularly Kathryn West’s gin-sip- 
ping Devereaux and Spencer Driggers’ too-cool-for-school rapper 
Danny. When you can produce laughter doing little more than setting 
up instruments, you’re doing something very right. For summer enter- 
tainment, no one could ask for more. 

The second half of the bill, Catastrophe Theory, is produced by 
Stephen Pruitt, a local lighting designer who wrote and performs 
the piece. Pruitt makes it clear throughout that he was and always 
has been a nerd, and indeed, with his close-cropped, almost shaved 
head, stippling of beard, slightly pudgy torso, and wrinkled clothes, 



he resembles the stereotype. Throughout, he paces back and forth, 
a bundle of nervous energy seeking an outlet. He talks about his 
experiences growing up and trying to find himself, first as an astro- 
naut (he bounces around the stage at the beginning of the show in a 
spacesuit), then as a scientist, then as a photographer, and finally as 
a theatre artist. The last is the most interesting incarnation because 
Pruitt does nothing slick or seemingly prepared; he appears to be 
just a guy who’s chosen to get on a stage and talk. At one point dur- 
ing the performance, he said that he’d forgotten his place. But did 
he? There’s more going on here than meets the eye or the ear, and 
the stories Pruitt tells culminate in a life lesson as valuable as any 
that can be learned. 

While each show runs about an hour, there’s an extended break 
between the two. They also play at different times on different dates, 
so you’d do well to call ahead if you want to see only one. But don’t 
limit yourself. Both have much to offer, seeing as one exists to make 
you laugh and the other to make you feel good about yourself and 
the road you travel. - Barry Pineo

Women & Their Work Gallery, 
through June 17 

I like having choices in a show, 
and co-curators Lisa Choinacky and 
Katherine McQueen have put together 
a quirky troupe in “Sugarcoated,” an 
energetic mix of drawings, oil paintings, 
sculpture, textiles, and mixed media by 
female artists. 

Perhaps ironically, the two artists in 
the show who literally used sugar held 
my attention the least. Theresa Vargas 
presents chocolate 
covered tools, which 
seemed more like a 
waste of perfectly good 
tools and chocolate 
than a way to achieve 
the stated goal of 
addressing gender 
issues. Lisa Ludwig’s 
installation of sugar- 
frosted sculptures was 
more successful. Her white Rabbit is 
made of icing in a realistic scale near 
the floor. It portrays a perky jackrabbit, 
and I was able to conjure some fond 
domestic memories of making coconut lamb- and bunny- 
shaped cakes. 

Funny art is hard to come by. Sarah Lasley of New York has 
terrific six-foot charcoal drawings. They demonstrate a strong 
understanding of anatomy, drawing facility, and good humor. 
While the subjects in the photo-based series are recognizable 
as various women in bathing suits, Lasley distorts the propor- 
tions in a caricatured manner reminiscent of local fabulizer 
Heyd Fontenot. The women are half-naked, but their faces 
share a smushed-up, squinting-into-the-sun expression that 
effectively desexualizes them. They leave a nicely unidealized 
impression of wholesome fun. 

Also tickling the funny bone is Lisa Krivacka of 
Germantown, N.Y., who presents four delicately detailed oils 


tions. The work is so blinding that, in spite of the inclusion of 
plastic and glitter, the lasting impression is that of a painting. 
They are a bit scary, a bit shocking, a bit overwhelming, and 
surreally intriguing. Jones seems to have enough vim and 
vigor for 10 people; perhaps she chewed up colored candies 
and then passionately vomited out these rainbows. 

Austin's own Bonnie Gammill is more down to earth. She 
hits the streets with candy colors, painting carscapes in deli- 
cious pinks and oranges. Her palette is bright with pastels 
but also limited and nuanced. Her layering of cut-tape edges 
give the work a sleek graphic feel. These sharp edges, com- 
bined with the subject matter of trucks, roads, power lines, 
and Arby’s signage, contrast nicely with the dreamy colors. 
She focuses on sweeping and rather soothing compositions 
of traffic. - Rachel Koper 


on panels. My favorite is These Woods Are Crawling With 
Bears. It’s a heavily forested landscape with lots of little 
clearings. In these, bears helpfully demonstrate their various 
family and daily activities like little actors. With the recent bal- 
looning of nature programs on TV, it is a sweet commentary 
on our tendency to anthropomorphize just about everything 
and our desires to control the wilderness. 

Totally out of control and blowing my mind are the mixed- 
media paintings of Aimee Jones from Houston. If you 
liked the Art Palace show by Austin artists Nina Rizzo and 
Stephanie Wagner a couple of months back, then you'll dig 
the abstract explosions of ridiculously bright colors here. Day- 
Glo colors are quite hard to handle in combination. Jones is 
so comfortable within a highly keyed-up environment that she

bone because Josh and Emily are at once immediately recognizable 
and entirely unique. They have their own language, hard-earned after 
years together, their own way of communicating (an amalgam of baby 
talk and an old-man-gumming that seamlessly trips between endear- 
ing and aggravating) and their own way of rocketing the other into 
giggle fits or blind rages.

It’s a replica of 
the puffy chair his father owned in the Eighties; they plan to deliver 
it to Josh’s father in Atlanta as a birthday present. Sounds simple 
enough, but from the moment they stop to pick up Josh’s neo-hippie 
brother, Rhett (Wilkins), they meet one complication after another, 
most of them the result of Josh’s well-meaning but relentless ineffec- 
tualness. He’s a particular brand of hipster-in-a-hoodie, one who used 
to be a rocker but settled into being a booking agent; it’s hinted that 
Emily pressured him to abandon his band and, most significantly, the 
brutal touring schedule that kept him away from her. Their relation- 
ship is a house of cards of hints like this, artfully mimicked in the 
sometimes-fidgety camerawork that shifts in and out of focus, much 
like the balance of power in their relationship. They’re mired in the

THE BREAK-UP

As I was leaving this considerably antici- 
pated matchup between lovable Vaughn and 
The Woman Who By All Rights Should Have 
Had Brad’s Baby This Week, a guy said to 
me, “You gotta admit it’s pretty good, right? 
For a romantic comedy, it’s pretty good.” I 
will admit it: for a romantic comedy, The 
Break-Up is pretty good. It’s a pretty good 
genre film you see with your friends and 
you laugh a few times, and look - isn’t that 
Ann-Margret? Davis is a hoot as a gallery 
owner who’s oh, so catty, and she has the 
cutest little fey assistant (Long, who’s quite 
good if you like fey gallery assistants in 
your comedy). There are some funny flour- 
ishes in the script, written by two novices 
with Vaughn providing the story, and the 


director is sort of fluffy (Bring It On) but also 
kind of zingy (Down With Love) if not always 
precisely on the mark. It's all put together 
with a sort of self-satisfaction, as if to say, 
“We have made a pretty good romantic 
comedy. We expect it to make bank pulling 
in mall people and a certain demographic of 
art people. Jon Brion’s on the sound track, 
and the Old 97’s show up. Favreau’s the 
buddy, and the movie deals with the parts 
of a relationship you never see in main- 
stream movies - just the ugly and gristly 
bits, the part where you’re having problems 
and unable to stay together. We think it's 
kind of edgy, and did we mention that mag- 
azine readers have sympathy for Aniston 
right now?” So that’s pretty much what the 
movie aspires to be. Thirtysomething icon 
Aniston grieves a failed relationship in one 
half of the movie, while thirtysomething icon 
Vaughn grows up in the other. It could be a 
lot more than a pretty good romantic come- 
dy. It could be good for a movie, not just for 
a romantic comedy. (I’ve never really under- 
stood why the people who profess to like 
romantic comedies have such low stan- 


dards for the form generally. Love is impor- 
tant, and we shouldn’t let people get away 
with making mediocre movies about it.) But 
everybody’s sleepwalking here. Vincent 
D’Onofrio is fantastic with Vaughn in a 
small part as his brother, but it’s as if he's 
running in during a break from Law & Order: 
Criminal Intent. Adams is a boring movie- 
mom who supplies the best-friend element. 
Throw in an oddball thing like a closeted gay 
brother who sings a cappelia. We get 
Hauser as the gross brother whose misogy- 
ny and pursuit of “top-shelf, young, dumb 
ass” is the example of What Not to Be, 
Dude in the Vaughn-Favreau Universe of 
Masculinity. (Although it wasn’t a big deal in 
the indie world, the guys’ earthiness seems 
a little stringent in this megaplex offering.) 
It's a checklist of summer-movie elements 
arranged with enough care to suggest that 
it should add up to more than a pleasant 
diversion. - Marrit Ingman

AFS@Dobie Clean is one of the most 
emotionally honest movies about drug addic- 
tion ever made. Well, maybe not addiction 
per se, but rather the attempt to disgorge 
oneself from heroin’s grip. Assayas' film is 
not about the thrill but what happens once 
the thrill is gone. The probing French director, 
probably best known stateside for Irma Vep 
and Demonlover, surpasses his previous 
work with this film, and he does it without 
sensationalizing, editorializing, or overdrama- 
tizing the subject matter. Assayas is abetted 
in this effort by the sterling central perfor- 
mance of Cheung (In the Mood for Love), the 
director’s ex-wife for whom he wrote this 
role. As Emily Wang, the trendy heroin junkie 
who is trying to go clean, Cheung delivers 
the goods: Her performance (in three lan- 
guages no less - English, French, and 
Chinese) is so note-perfect that it earned her 
the Best Actress award at Cannes in 2004. 
Realistic, almost to the point of affectless- 
ness, Emily is not entirely certain that the 
drug-free life is for her. It’s not something 
she chose but is instead imposed by a six- 
month prison sentence. Cheung plays a vari- 
ation on the classic rock & roll spouse - 
there are shades of Courtney Love and Yoko 
Ono in the portrayal, but not really: Emily is a 
unique character. Her partner, a once-great 
musician (Johnston, one of Nick Cave’s Bad 
Seeds), has lost his groove, and whether 
that’s due to the heroin already in his blood- 
stream or he turned to dope to escape his 
sense of failure is unknown. What is obvious 
is that all their friends and the press regard 
Emily as the cause of his downfall. That’s 
certainly what her estranged mother-in-law 
(Henry) believes, although her husband 
Albrecht (Nolte) is privately more generous. 
These in-laws are the guardians of Jay 
(Dennis), the child their son had with Emily 
but parked with his grandparents since the 
young couple recognized they were unfit par- 
ents. Almost equally moving as Emily’s situa- 
tion is the plight of Albrecht, who is not only 
caught between accommodating his wife’s 
anger and his daughter-in-law’s need but also 
stark evidence of his own mortality. Nolte is 
terrific as usual, and even though he’s play- 
ing another terse hulk it’s interesting that 
this reticent character is the only one to 
demonstrate to Emily a belief in forgiveness 
and the possibility that humans can change. 
Capturing the subdued drama is Assayas’ 
fluidly moving camera (by DP Eric Gautier) 
that hunts for the interesting aspects of 
each shot, bathing the action in long takes 
and excising the inessential through jump 
cuts and temporal elisions. Background 
music by Brian Eno and Tricky also augment 
the story's unmoored state of conscious- 
ness. Assayas manages it all without 
resorting to false melodramatics or 12- 
step redemptions, although his film’s third 
act is not quite as stringent as its first 
two. Still, Clean's total package is a sober- 
ing experience. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Morel is the latest Luc Besson pro- 
tege to make the leap to director of this 
breakneck-paced action movie, which was 
conceived and co-scripted by Besson (La 
Femme Nikita). Set in the near-future of 
2010, the film is not big on plot exposi- 
tion, instead focusing on its finely wrought 
action momentum, which moves ever for- 
ward with rushing exhilaration. The city of 
Paris has erected isolation walls around 
the core city to protect its citizens from 
the chaos of the suburban ghettos, which 
in turn are controlled by warring gangs. 

The biggest and the baddest of the gangs 
is headed by Taha (Naceri, who also co- 
scripted under the name Bibi Naceri), a 
reprehensible figure who'd just as soon 
shoot his own soldiers as listen to their 
excuses. Leito (Belle), who appears to be 
the last righteous man in his suburban 
ghetto District B13, is a constant thorn in 
the side of Taha, outrunning his henchmen 
and destroying his drug stockpiles. The 
film’s lengthy opening chase sequence is 
devoted to Leito’s latest escapade, and 
dazzles due to the actor’s virtuosic abil- 
ity to leap across buildings and rooftops, 
through transoms, and over the various 
concrete impediments of the urban jungle. 
(Belle’s athletic talent stems from his 
background as one of the founders of the 
sport of Parkour, which combines running 
and martial-arts moves for total mobility 
in an urban environment.) Leito’s attempt 
at cleaning up the neighborhood is cru- 
elly rewarded with a prison sentence and 
the capture of his sister (Chattot), who is 
drugged by Taha and kept on a dog leash 
at his feet. He’s sprung from prison when 
he's paired up with the veteran elite-forces 
cop Damien (Raffaelli, a professional 
stuntman-turned-actor), who is assigned to 
deactivate a wayward nuclear bomb that 
has fallen into Taha's hands. Leito joins 
on to rescue his sister. There’s a mini- 
mal amount of dialogue and a constant 
propulsive techno score (produced by Da 
Octopuss) as District B13 moves along

its action-centered trajectory. Implications 
regarding the recent riots among French 
immigrant youth and a cautionary vibe 
about the trustworthiness of the nation’s

DOWN IN THE VALLEY 

D: David Jacobson; with Edward Norton, Evan Rachel Wood, David Morse, Rory 
Culkin, Bruce Dern, John Diehl. (R, 125 min.) 

Harlan (Norton) comes wandering out of the smog along the 405 
freeway like a Sergio Leone cowboy; he fancies himself a gunslinger. 

It’s love at first sight when Harlan, who’s pumping gas and living in a 
flophouse, meets teenage golden girl October (Wood) on her way to 
the beach. Harlan woos her with horseback rides and genteel man- 
ners, but is he really the South Dakota ranch hand he claims to be? Of 
course not. (No, that’s not giving too much away.) This is one of those 
small, frustrating indies you want to like because it’s different and its 
protagonist is a fully crafted and well-acted character with a lot of sym- 
bolic potential. You know the director (third-timer Jacobson, previously 
of low-budget psycho-horror such as Dahmer) wants the Los Angeles 
freeways to possess the visual import of John Ford’s Monument Valley, 
and you get that he’s making an homage to Badlands. Cowboy with- 
out a range? Check. The trouble is that Harlan’s also a character in 
search of a movie. None of the other characters is particularly shaded 
- not the lawman stepfather (Morse) who’s always cleaning his guns, 
not corruptible little brother Culkin, and not Wood, who’s a generi- 
cally rebellious Lolita of Reseda - and they don’t do much more than 
react to Norton. There’s no depth to the story, and as the thrills start 
to kick in, Down in the Valley becomes a B-movie - less a modern 
epic Western than a two-reel oater with a cheap cliffhanger. There’s a 
neat moment toward the end that toys cleverly with the film’s reality, 
but the movie keeps chugging along, overlong, toward a conventional 
crime-drama conclusion. It feels mechanical, more conceptual than 
realized, like a senior project by a particularly ambitious student who’s 
recently read West of Everything - and who’s lucked into working with 
a world-class actor. Norton is fine as the delusional drifter clinging so 
desperately to his persona that other people can’t help but believe his 
ruse, but Jacobson doesn’t delve deeply enough into his environment. 
Several scenes are set above the San Fernando sprawl in portentous 
wide shot, and there’s a shoot-out in a McMansion, but somehow the 
movie lacks a real sense of place. - Marrit ingman

© AN INCONVENIENT TRUTH 

D: Davis Guggenheim. (PG, 100 min.) 

You can call him Al. He introduces himself as the man “who used 
to be the next president of the United States of America.” There’s no 
question about it: This is the Al Gore 2.0 version. The figure present- 
ed in this documentary is not the Al Gore whom people found too stiff 
and impersonal during the 2000 elections. This is the looser, more 
media-sawy and passionate guy who no one suspected existed. The 
film is essentially a document of Gore's traveling slide show about the 
global-warming crisis, a presentation he’s been perfecting in auditori- 
ums across the globe over the last few years. The show is lively and 
heartfelt - a persuasive call to action. Still, it’s not without some 
wonkish charts and graphs depicting currents and temperatures and 
such. It’s probably best if the veracity and implications of the science 
put forth here are left to qualified scientists to debate. Certainly, 
there are niggling issues here and there regarding Gore’s interpreta- 
tion of certain facts and experiences. Did the ecology movement real- 
ly begin only after the first moon landing, as Gore claims? Or is he 
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conveniently conflating personal experi- 
ence and public perceptions? Nevertheless, 
these are petty inaccuracies - like Gore's 
once-upon-a-time “invention of the Internet." 
As a film An Inconvenient Truth is a trea- 
sury of information. Attention may occa- 
sionally drift, but the film’s message of 
urgency is abundantly clear. Guggenheim 
fills out the slide-show material with some 
personal background about the former 
vice-president that allows Gore to expand 
on his cause in more emotional terms. We 
visit the Tennessee home of his privileged 
childhood, where he’s happy to tell us he 
learned to hunt. The death of his sister 
from lung cancer and his decision to divest 
his tobacco holdings and interests demon- 
strates his belief in science’s ability to 
change our thinking. The most potent 
idea he puts forth is that “in America, 
political will is a renewable resource.” 
Gore’s zeal for his subject is inspiring 
and this big-screen tool for getting his 
message out is a step in the right 
direction. - Marjorie Baumgarten

MRS. PALFREY AT THE CLAREMONT 

D: Dan Ireland; with Joan Plowright, Rupert 
Friend, Zoe Tapper, Anna Massey, Robert Lang, 
Mara a Warren, Georgina Hale. (NR, 108 min.) 

Mrs. Palfrey at the Claremont attempts 
a character study full of bittersweet hope 
and endearing chuckles. Unfortunately, the 
result is high melodrama, at once patroniz- 
ing and predictable. The story follows gen- 
teel Mrs. Palfrey (the regal Plowright), a 70- 
ish widow seeking a life where she won’t 
burden her emotionally absent daughter. 

Her solution presents itself in the form of 
London’s Claremont Hotel. Essentially a 
rest home, the Claremont houses a series 
of conspicuously zany characters, never 
evoking an actual hotel that would exist 
anywhere outside of, well, the movies. 
Eventually, Mrs. P contacts her grandson in 
hopes of receiving a guest, but the weeks 
pass, and the poignancy of his silence is 
made all the more evident by the chattering 
questions of the gossipy residents. Then 
adventure presents itself in the form of 
Ludo (Friend), a twentysomething aspiring 
writer who comes to the aid of Mrs. P when 
she stumbles outside his apartment. With 
his swashbuckling hair and dreamy eyes, 
Friend is mostly recognizable as the wicked 
Mr. Wickham from the latest incarnation of 
Pride and Prejudice. He uses his powers 
for good and not evil this time around. Like 
most aspects of this film, Ludo’s character 
is oversaturated with earnestness and 
sugary romanticism. How many sexy young 
rebels do you know who would clamor to 
befriend an aging widow? Regardless, the 
two become fast friends, sealing their rela- 
tionship even further when Ludo agrees to 
pose as Mrs. P’s absent grandson for the 
Claremont residents. While Mrs. P imparts 
wisdom about a life well lived, Ludo’s 
artistic inspiration flourishes. The film is 
an adaptation of British writer Elizabeth 
Taylor's novel. While the movie feels awk- 
wardly out of time, the novel is set in the 
1950s, an era in which an aspiring writer 
would clack away on a rickety typewriter 
without suggesting affected movie char- 
acterization. Indeed director Ireland (The 
Whole Wide World) has stated that the only 
reason for the film’s contemporary revision 
was budgetary. The result, however, is not 
an adaptation but an awkward retelling

You don’t have to be a student of Buddhism to 
be entranced by the dreamlike images in Coleman’s 
intimate portrait of Tibetan monks. More a medita- 
tion than a traditional documentary, this film beauti- 
fully employs direct cinema techniques to transport 
the viewer into the world of an exiled culture. Shot 
between 1974 and 1978 and released internation- 
ally in 1979 in a nearly four-hour version, the trilogy 
has now been recut by nearly half, remastered, 
and re-released. The opening titles provide a 
brief recounting of China’s invasion of Tibet in the 
1950s, the destruction of 6,000 monasteries, the 
death of 2 million Tibetans, and the flight of the 
Dalai Lama and more than 100,000 refugees from 
their homeland. The minimal expository narration 
quickly falls away, and colorful footage of meditating 


monks is accompanied only by location sounds: 
chanting, breathing, mountain winds, bird calls. If it 
sounds slow, that’s because it is. But the result is 
a truly penetrating portrait into an ancient culture.

What writer-director 
Greengrass captures best is the sense of chaos 
and panic that must have overtaken the passen- 
gers. What we witness is not so much an organized 
counter-attack as a panicked, last-ditch attempt at 
self-preservation. A good chunk of the film’s first 
hour is devoted to watching the workings of the var- 
ious air-traffic control towers and agencies as they 
struggle to gain an understanding of the events. 

The film’s focus on the confusion and incompre- 
hension makes it the story of all Americans.

We are ushered into the 
widows’ ashram of Water through the experi- 
ences of 8-year-old Chuyia (Sarala), a new widow 
whose meager past will shape her entire future. 
Mehta and her cameraman, Giles Nuttgens, 
capture the area's rich interplay of light and 
color, land and water, and riches and poverty.

Q. I have two children, who are doing well, hut 
my 3-month-old son spits up a lot and is not gain- 
ing weight. The only unusual thing about my preg- 
nancy with him is that we moved to a Texas border 
town a few months before he was born. What might 
help this baby to gain weight normally? 

A. Fifty to 65% of normal 2-month-old infants 
spit up three or more times a day, but by 3 
months of age, only 4% still have this problem. 
Known as gastroesophageal reflux, it occurs 
when the valve between the esophagus (the tube 
that connects the mouth to the stomach) and 
the stomach opens too easily, and its opening is 
not synchronized with swallowing. He may yet 
outgrow this problem. 

Although it has been recognized for more 
than a century, failure to gain weight, or “failure 
to thrive,” still lacks a precise definition because 
it is not a specific disease. Once your pediatri- 
cian has ruled out serious medical problems, 
consider the common causes of FTT, which 
include vitamin and mineral deficiencies, intes- 
tinal parasites, and persistent diarrhea (diarrhea 
lasting two weeks or more). Until a cause is 
found, feed your son smaller, more frequent 
meals that won’t create as much pressure in his 
stomach, and avoid situations that lead to exces- 
sive coughing, straining, or crying. 

Among the nutrients, deficiencies in vitamins 
A, D, C, E, K, B-complex (especially vitamin B- 
12), iodine, and iron are most often mentioned 
in relation to FIT Under the supervision of 
a nutrition-oriented health professional, mod- 
est supplements of all of these nutrients are 
safe. If you are breast-feeding you should take 
these same supplements along with your son. 
Although zinc supplements theoretically should 
help FTT, in a recent study adding zinc did 
not improve growth. However, once your child 
begins to grow, zinc requirements may increase, 
and a supplement is worthwhile. 

An allergy to milk protein can lead to difficulty 
in absorbing nutrients. Unfortunately, it also 
puts an entire class of food out of reach for your 
child, making it harder for you to find a variety of 
safe and nourishing foods. If you are breast-feed- 
ing, you should avoid cow milk for a few weeks 
and watch for a difference in your son’s health 
and growth rate. If cow milk seems OK, for a few 
weeks write down the foods you eat and how 
your son responds to them. This can make you 
more aware of any other foods besides cow milk 
that he may have a problem with. 

Limit fruit juice to 8 to 16 ozs. per day. Fruit 
juice can contribute to poor growth by diminish- 
ing your son’s appetite for breast milk, leading to 
decreased caloric intake. 

The use of probiotics and prebiotics has 
recently become more widespread. Probiotics 
are the microorganisms that live in the gut and 
have beneficial effects on their host. Prebiotics 
are the nutrients and food components that 
our probiotics feed upon, thus increasing their 
numbers. We are rapidly learning that there are 
strong interactions between probiotic organisms 
and human cells, and also between probiotic 
and disease-causing organisms. We are now able 
to encourage the growth of probiotics by supply- 
ing the food (prebiotics) they like best. 

With an energy need that per pound is almost 
triple that of adults, infants can quickly fall 
behind on growth but can also respond quickly 
to improved conditions.

SAME SEX RELATIONSHIPS & INCAPACITY 

I have been in a same-sex relationship for 3 years. 
What rights, if any, does my partner have if I become 
incapacitated? 

Marriage or a civil union grants parties to the 
relationship legal protections, benefits, and respon- 
sibilities, including those arising upon the incapac- 
ity of one party to the relationship. In 2003, the 
Texas Legislature made it clear that same-sex mar- 
riages and civil unions are not recognized in Texas. 
However, there are steps that anyone - including 
same-sex partners or even just good friends - can 
take to contractually provide their partner or any 
other person certain rights upon incapacity. 

For example, a person (referred to as the “prin- 
cipal”) can execute a durable power of attorney in 
favor of another person (referred to as the “attorney 
in fact” or “agent”). A durable power of attorney 
gives the agent the authority to act on the principal’s 
behalf when the principal becomes incapacitated, 
including managing the principal’s property or 
financial affairs. The powers granted to the agent can 
be general or limited, according to the principal’s 
needs. Another, less favored, option is to designate 
a guardian for a person’s estate in the event of inca- 
pacity. Appointed guardians are subject to a court’s 
approval and must participate in court proceedings 
to establish the guardianship. It may be advisable to 
execute both a power of attorney and a declaration 
of guardianship in appropriate cases. 

Additionally, a principal can execute a medical 
power of attorney in favor of another person, giv- 
ing the agent the right to make certain medical 
decisions on the principal’s behalf. A guardianship 
can also be used for this purpose. A person may 
want to consider executing both a medical power 
of attorney and a declaration of guardianship. 

Durable and medical powers of attorney have both 
benefits and drawbacks that may apply to particular 
circumstances. These options should be discussed 
with an attorney before execution to determine the 
best course of action to achieve the desired result.

HALOGEN HEADLIGHTS 
ARE A DRIVER NUISANCE 

Dear Tom and Ray : 

How should I respond to drivers whose cars are 
equipped with the new blue headlights? Unlike the 
traditional headlights that most cars have, these are 
often blinding and are clearly unsafe. When I remind 
them by blinking my own headlights, the driver then 
flashes his already-bright lights, making things worse 
for me and others. Should I simply join them and leave 
my brights on full time? What should I do? And where 
are the regulators? - Richard 

TOM: The regulators are in Washington, 
Richard, where they’re busy with crucial mat- 
ters of national importance, like how to refer to 
french fries. 

RAY: So far, government regulators have declined 
to do anything about these HID (high-intensity 
discharge) headlights - even though many people 
have complained. 

TOM: There are several theories as to what can 
be done to reduce the glare from HID headlights. 
Some have suggested that lights of that intensity 
need to be mounted lower so they don’t shine right 
into the eyes of oncoming drivers. Others suggest 
that the wavelength of blue light is simply more 
irritating to the human eye than whiter light. 

RAY: Both of those theories might be true, and 
might suggest areas of potential regulation, but 
according to our sources at the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, they haven’t found 
any hard evidence yet that these headlights are 
actually causing accidents. 

TOM: Now, you might say: “Of course they’re 
causing accidents! They’re blinding people ... like 
me!” But before NHTSA will issue a regulation, it 
needs to have hard evidence that associates these 
headlights directly with accidents. In other words, 
it has to have testimonials or reported documenta- 
tion of incidents in which cars with these head- 
lights have blinded other drivers, causing those 
other drivers to crash into something. And appar- 
ently, the evidence is not there. Or not there yet. 

RAY: And we all know that you can’t make some- 
thing illegal just because it’s annoying. Otherwise, 
my brother would be locked up for life. 

TOM: I would not encourage you to flash your 
bright lights at drivers with HID lights. You’ll just 
blind them and increase the chances that they’ll 
crash into you or the next innocent person behind 
you. And, as you’ve discovered, it usually just leads 
to retaliation from other drivers, when they flash 
their even-brighter bright lights back at you. A better 
form of protest would be to write to NHTSA. 

RAY: NHTSA is particularly interested in hearing 
from you if you’ve had an accident or near accident 
that you attribute to oncoming HID headlights, or 
if you know someone who has. 

TOM: To add your thoughts or evidence to 
NHTSA’s “Glare Docket,” go to dms.dot.gov (leave 
out the “www”). Then click on “Simple Search” 
and enter “8885.” When the docket comes up, 
choose “comment/submissions.”

Pom isn’t for everyone, but apparently it does the trick 
(if only temporarily) for millions of people across the globe. 
If you believe what you read on the Internet (on those 
rare occasions when you’re not surfing pom), the gross 
revenues of the porn industry worldwide are somewhere 
around $57 billion per year, $12 billion in the U.S. alone.
